1785.

ADDENDA 


Although  this  book  is  primarily  a  record  of  lines  descending  from 
Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  of  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.,  the  compiler  feels  it 
necessary  to  give  a  short  account  of  his  brother,  Robert  Beavers,  Sr.  of 
Sussex  County,  N.J.,  in  the  hopes  that  some  future  historian  will  contin¬ 
ue  searching  for  the  background  of  these  two  brothers  who  appear  in  early 
New  Jersey  Colonial  history. 

Following  the  data  on  the  descendants  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  will 
appear  some  notes  concerning  Robert  Beavers,  Sr,  of  Sussex  County  and  a 
brief  review  of  some  descendants  obtained  from  records  furnished  the 
writer  by  Mr.  George  Ayres  Swayzee  of  Philadelphia,  Pa* 

The  close  connection  of  Joseph  and  Robert  can  be  noted  by  the  fact 
that  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers,  in  his  will,  mentioned  a  son  of  his  brother, 
Robert;  and  Robert  Beavers,  Sr.,  in  his  will,  likewise  mentioned  a  son 
of  his  brother,  Joseph. 

These  two  brothers  and  their  families  seem  to  have  been  very  closely 
united  by  family  ties.  While  there  were  two  other  Beavers  in  New  Jersey 
at  about  the  same  time --a  Thomas  and  a  William- -no  records  of  any  value 
have  been  found  concerning  them,  and  their  direct  connection  with  Joseph 
and  Robert  is  unknown. 


ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAME 

Name  source  books  state  that  Beaver  or  Beavers  may  derive  from  the 
French  names  of  Beauvois,  Beauvoir,  or  Belvoir,  referring  to  places  of 
residence  probably.  In  England  and  America  the  spelling  varies,  appear¬ 
ing  as  Beavolr,  Beevolr,  Bevor,  Bever,  Bevers,  Beever,  and  Beaver.  A 
German  family  named  Bieber  also  uses  the  spelling  Beavers  after  that  line 
appeared  in  Peimsylvania  according  to  the  author  of  the  "Beaver --Bieber 
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Family  History"  published  in  1939  by  Eev.  Irving  Beaver  of  Heading,  Pa. 
We  find  no  connection  between  the  Pennsylvania  Beavers  who  came  from  the 
Palatinate  at  a  much  later  date  and  that  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  whose 
origin  points  to  the  British  Isles  where  the  name  appears  in  a  Yorkshire 
family  as  early  as  the  eleventh  century. 


BEAVEHS  IN  BRITISH  ISLES 

Under  various  spellings  Beavers  have  been  found  recorded  early  in 
English  counties:  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  York,  Worcester,  Kent,  Middlesex, 
and  in  London,  and  later  in  Scotland  and  Ireland.  The  family  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  of  the  yeomanry  and  also  of  the  landed  gentry.  Some  histor¬ 
ians  assert  that  de  Beauvois,  who  came  into  England  with  William,  the 
Conqueror,  in  1066  or  soon  thereafter,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  English 
Beavers,  and  that  his  son  was  Bevis  de  Beauvoir  of  Hamptoun  and  Guernsey. 
Another  theory  is  that  Drogo  de  Bevrere,  a  Flemish  warrior,  accompanied 
the  Conqueror  in  1066  and  established  the  Beaver  line  in  Yorkshire  where 
appeared  a  Ralph  de  Bever,  witness  to  land  grants  in  1154  in  that  county; 
Ralph,  whose  wife  was  Constance,  1217;  John  de  Beauver,  between  1272  and 
1307  held  "half  a  knights'  fee." 

Other  early  records  in  England  Include  those  of  John  Beavor  of  Kent 
County  in  the  early  twelfth  century.  A  V/alter  Bever,  a  minister  in  Wor¬ 
cestershire  in  the  early  fourteenth  century,  and  those  of  Robert  Bever 
Vicar  of  Wakefield  in  1425,  ^ 


Philip  Beaver,  I766--I813,  of  Oxfordshire,  was  a  distinguished  of¬ 
ficer  in  the  British  Navy. 

The  Beavers  of  Thurlston  or  Thurlestone  in  the  Parish  of  Peniston, 
Yorkshire,  are  recorded  in  the  latter  fifteenth  century  when  William 
Beavers'  sons  are  given  as  William,  Abraham,  Joseph,  Thomas,  and  John. 

0^  Joseph  had  a  son  named  Joseph  and  we  find  these  names  in  many 

generations  of  our  New  Jersey  Beavers.  Abraham  was  married  in  the  latter 
seventeenth  century  to  Elizabeth  or  Ellen  Greathead  of  Wakefield  by  whom 
he  was  the  father  of  Francis  of  London,  John,  Richard,  William,  Elizabeth, 
Anna,  Sarah,  and  several  others  who  died  young. 

Abraham  Beevor,  son  of  William  of  Thurlestone,  settled  at  Heckmon- 
wide,  or  Heckmundyke,  and  married  Elizabeth  Saville  by  whom  he  had  issue 
of  Abraham  (died  young),  William,  Thomas,  John  (died  unmarried),  Jonathan, 
and  Elizabeth.  Of  the  sons  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth,  William  became  a 
minister  in  County  Norfolk  and  married  Elizabeth  Batt,  a  daughter  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Batt,  by  whom  he  had  issue,  among  others,  John,  Thomas,  of  whom  the 
latter  married  Hester  Sharpe,  daughter  of  John  Sharpe,  and  had  issue  by 
her  of  Sir  Thomas  Beavers,  who  married  in  1750,  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Miles  Branthwayt,  or  Branthwaite,  and  was  the  father  by  her  of 
Anna,  Bettina,  Julianna  Mary,  Thomas,  John,  the  Rev.  Miles,  Arthur,  and 
Rev,  George.  Thomas,  third  son  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth,  was  married  in 
1685  to  Alice  Scatcherd  by  whom  he  had  issue  of  Thomas,  John,  and  Eliza¬ 
beth,  and  several  others  who  died  young.  Thomas  married  Ann  Matson, 
daughter  of  John  Matson,  in  1717,  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  John, 
Thomas,  and  Francis  of  whom  the  first  John  was  married  in  1752  to  Marga- 
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ret  Preston,  daughter  of  William  Preston,  and  had  issue  hy  her  of  John 
and  Ellen. 

A  search  that  the  writer  had  made  in  Ireland  hy  a  Mr.  Edward  Phelps, 
a  genealogist,  1946,  discloses  that  Beavers  were  found  in  County  Tyrone,^ 
Ireland.  In  I705  we  find  the  marriage  of  a  John  Beavers  to  a  Jane  Pierce 
in  Cork. 

Many  northern  New  Jersey  families  came  from  both  Ireland  and  Scot¬ 
land.  The  Maxwell  family  of  Greenwich  also  came  from  County  Tyrone, 
Ireland.  The  MacMurtries  and  Cliffords  were  possibly  of  Scottish  ances¬ 
try  by  way  of  Ireland.  Ayreshire  Scotland  appears  to  be  the  original 
home  of  the  MacMurtries,  sometimes  spelled  McMurtry,  as  well  as  MacMurtry 
and  MacMurtrie. 

Erom  "History  of  Yates  County  in  New  York",  page  740,  we  find  a 
James  Armstrong  who  came  there  from  Somerset  County,  N.J.  where  the 
Armstrongs  were  first  established  by  Martin  Armstrong  from  Dublin,  Ire¬ 
land.  They  were  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry.  Eobert  Beavers,  Jr.  of  Sus¬ 
sex  married  a  Mary  Armstrong  and  he  had  an  older  brother,  called  Alex¬ 
ander  Beavers,  perhaps  named  after  Alexander  Armstrong,  brother  of  James 
Armstrong . 

The  English  Beavers,  many  of  whom  belong  to  the  yeomanry,  may  have 
entered  Ireland,  going  there  from  England,  in  the  seventeenth  century 
as  no  earlier  dates  can  be  found  in  Ireland  for  Beavers.  The  close  con¬ 
nection  of  the  families  of  Maxwell,  Kennedy,  Clifford,  Armstrong,  and 
White  all  seem  to  point  to  an  Intimacy  in  Ireland  and  Scotland  before 
coming  to  America.

In  Burke’s  "General  Armory"  1884,  are  Arms  and  Crest.  Until  such 
time,  at  some  future  date,  when  we  can  definitely  establish  a  direct 
connection  between  the  New  Jersey  Beavers  and  those  of  the  name  in  Eng¬ 
land,  it  would  be  unwise  for  anyone  to  use  these  arms  and  crest,  but  the 
writer  will  repeat  them  herewith  as  a  matter  of  interest. 

Arms:  "Or,  a  fesse  azure  between  three  lions 

rampant  in  chief  gules  and  a  beaver  passant 
in  base  proper." 

Crest:  "A  mount  vert,  thereon  in  front  of  three 

arrows,  one  in  pale  and  two  in  saltire, 
the  pheons  downwards,  a  beaver  passant 
proper. " 
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BEAVERS  IN  AMERICA 

The  various  spellings  of  the  name  Beavers  as  it  appears  in  America 
were  previously  given.  In  Virginia  an  Isaak  Sever  came  from  England  on 
the  "Constance”  in  1635.  No  further  records;  and  a  Matthew  Beaver  in 
1638  under  William  Morgan  "Headrights"  of  6OO  acres  in  Virginia  on  the 
Chicahominy  Section  according  to  records  in  the  Virginia  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  of  Eichmond,  Va.  The  above  two  were  also  listed  in  George  Tabell 
Greer’s  list  from  I603  to  I666. 

Hotten’s  "List  of  Emigrants  to  America"  gives  a  John  Sever,  age 
twenty-two,  from  London  to  Virginia  in  1699,  coming  from  Hepworthe,  York¬ 
shire.  On  this  same  ship  we  note  another  passenger  from  Hepworthe,  named 
Mary  Gleddale,  no  connection  given,  however,  with  John  Bever. 

In 'Boston  Eecords  of  Commissioners  Reports",  Vol.  2.4,  page  252,  we 
find  a  John  Beaver,  or  Bever,  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  in  the  year  1744. 

Their  children  are  recorded  but  too  late  in  dates  to  be  of  significance 
to  the  New  Jersey  Beavers  history. 

In  1727,  on  October  8,  at  Kingston,  N.Y.  there  was  the  marriage  of 
a  widower,  one  Robert  Beaver  who  came  over  from  England  and  settled  there, 
to  a  Barbara  de  Wit.  They  had  several  children  of  their  own,  in  addition 
to  perhaps  children  of  of  Robert  by  his  first  wife  whose  name 

was  unknown.  Among  those  children  were  a  John  and  Robert.  The  dates 
were  too  late  to  directly  connect  with  the  John  and  Robert  appearing  in 
New  Jersey  a  few  years  earlier. 

We  also  find  among  Revolutionary  records,  the  following  Beavers 
whose  exact  connection  with  the  New  Jersey  Beavers  has  not  yet  been  es¬ 
tablished.  Cpl.  Jon  Beavers  of  Capt.  Nathan  Alden’s  Company,  Major 
Eliphalet  Cary’s  Regt.,  Serving  eleven  days  at  Rhode  Island,  marched 
July  30,  1780.  Capt.  Alden  led  the  4th  Company,  3rd  Regt.,  Plymouth 
County,  Mass.  Regt.  Mevus  Bevers,  a  Private,  in  Capt.  Thomas  Cowdlns 
Company,  Col.  Samuel  Denny's  Regt.,  entered  service  Nov.  1,  1779,  served 
twenty-two  days.  (Both  of  these  men  are  recorded  in  "Soldiers  and  Sail¬ 
ors  of  Massachusetts  in  Revolutionary  Wars."). 

John  Bever  and  Peter  Bever  enlisted  at  Ulster  County,  N.Y.  May  12,  I76I, 
First  Regt.,  N.  Y.  Militia,  Col.  Johannes  Snyder  (New  York  in  the^Revo-^ 
lution,  Vol.  1,  Page  I87.).  Edward  Beaver,  Private,  Lt.  Col.  Ebenezer 
Stevens  Artillery  Regt.,  not  further  identified.  (page  65,  New  York  in 
the  Revolution).  Edward  Beaver,  Albany  County  Militia,  3rd  Regt.,  Col. 
Philip  P.  Schuyler  commanding  (page  lOl,  New  York  in  the  Revolution). 
Thomas  Beaver,  same  Regiment  with  Edward. 

In  the  War  of  l8l2,  Alexander  Beaver  of  Albar^y,  N.Y.,  son  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Beaver  (1772  to  I832 )  married  Elizabeth  Totten,  Alexander  Beavers, 
Sr.  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Beavers  of  Gilderland,  N.Y.  (174Q-1820)  Ameri¬ 
can  Ancestry  by  Thomas  P.  Hughes,  Vol.  1,  page  6.) 

On  file  in  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  on 
East  58th  Street,  is  a  publication  by  a  Miss  Brainerd  on  "The  Beavers 
Family  but  none  of  the  names  appearing  therein  seem  to  connect  in  any 
way  with  the  New  Jersey  Beavers.  They  included  the  Robert  of  Kingston 
line.

The  compiler  received  many  letters  from  southern  states  from  Beavers 
and  persons  connected  with  that  family  but  all  of  them,  without  exception, 
connect  either  with  the  Pennsylvania  Beavers --Biebers,  or  southern  fami¬ 
lies  descendants  of  same,  or  of  the  Matthew  or  Isaak  Beaver  who  landed 
in  Virginia  in  the  early  seventeenth  century.  None  of  them  have  any  New 
Jersey  connections  with  the  exception  of  the  descendants  of  Alexander 
White,  1752-1814,  and  his  wife,  Mary  Beavers,  1748-50  (?)--  1825,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers,  a  report  of  which  will  be  found  in  a  separate 
chapter  in  this  history. 


BEAVERS  IN  NEW  JEBSEY 

The  first  record  of  a  Beavers  in  this  state  appears  in  the  accounts 
of  a  storekeeper,  named  Depue,  of  Oxford  Furnace,  N.J.  This  book  was 
last  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  H.  A.  Creasdale  at  River  Farm,  Delaware 
Water  Gap,  a  Depue  family  descendant.  The  name  John  Beaver  is  listed 
therein  for  several  purchases  in  1745. 

The  name  John  Beavers  again  appears  in  1753  when  he  is  listed  as 
living  in  Bethlehem  Township,  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.  where  his  cattle- 
mark  is  recorded  in  the  "old  book",  and  transferred  to  cattle  records  in 
1762  as  a  "crop  off  the  near  ear." 

In  Snell’s  History,  page  417,  Q-  William  and  a  Thomas  Beavers  are 
named  as  citizens  of  the  West  Jersey  Societies  Tract,  along  with  Joseph 
Beavers  in  1757. 

While  other  previous  historians  have  attempted  to  link  Colonel 
Joseph  Beavers  with  John,  William,  and  Thomas,  there  is  no  proof  of  such 
a  connection  other  than  the  similarity  in  first  names  found  in  succeeding 
generations. 

There  were  a  few  scattered  families  of  Bevers  discovered  in  South 
Jersey,  but  your  compiler  could  not  tie  these  in  with  the  North  Jersey  ' 
group,  and  feels  that  they  might  have  been  descendants  of  the  Beaver - 
Bieber  group  who  landed  in  Philadelphia  in  the  early  eighteenth  century, 
and  there  is  a  possibility,  of  course,  that  the  Virginia  Beavers  might 
have  worked  that  far  north.  The  State  of  Virginia  in  the  very  early  days 
took  in  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Atlantic  Seaboard. 


COLONEL  JOSEPH  BEAVERS 


In  beginning  with  our  illustrious  ancestor,  let  me  first  establish 
absolute  proof  of  his  birth  and  death  dates  and  place  of  burial  which 
have  previously  been  unknown  and  improperly  placed. 

On  file  in  the  State  Library  at  Trenton,  N.J.  is  a  copy  of  a  news¬ 
paper,  known  as  "The  True  American"  published  in  the  early  nineteenth 
century  on  Mondays.  In  the  edition  of  January  20,  I817,  your  compiler 
found  the  following  news  item  on  page  3 : 
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"Died  suddenly  in  Alexandria  on  the  20th  day  of  Decemher  last 
(1816),  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers,  age  eighty-eight  years,  form¬ 
erly  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  state  and  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Hunterdon  County.  On  the  Sun¬ 
day  following  his  remains  were  deposited  in  the  Presbyterian 
Burial  Ground  at  Greenwich,  attended  by  a  numerous  concourse 
of  friends  and  relatives.  A  discourse  adapted  to  the  occasion 
was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  William  Sloan  from  "Job,  Chapter  7, 
Verse  I6",  "I  loath  it.  I  would  not  live  always.  Let  me 
alone  for  my  days  are  vanity. " 

This  definitely  proves  that  the  Colonel  was  born  some  time  in  the 
year  1728  and  was  burled  in  what  is  now  known  as  Old  Greenwich  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church  Cemetery  on  U.S  Route  22,  New  Jersey  Route  28,  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  out  cf  Bloomsbury,  N.  J.  It  also  tells  us  that  the  burial  took 
place  on  Sunday,  Dec.  22,  I816,  two  days  after  his  death.  This  article 
also  verifies  the  story  handed  down  by  old  Aunt  Abigail  (Beavers)  John¬ 
stone  who  freq^uently  told  of  her  attending  the  funeral  service  when  she 
was  a  young  girl,  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  that  the  services  were 
held  in  the  dead  of  winter  on  a  bitter  cold  day,  just  before  Christmas, 
and  that  many  of  the  mourners  stayed  in  the  heavy  farm  wagons  wrapped  in 
blankets  and  knee  deep  in  straw. 

In  the  "Emly  Survey",  Volume  3,  page  4,  of  "The  Jerseymen".  Joseph 
Beavers  was  listed  as  a  tenant  between  Pierces  Old  Hickory  Road  and  the 
south  branch  of  the  Raritan  River  in  1757,  along  with  his  neighbors, 
Andrew  and  Thomas  Fleming.  The  Old  Hickory  Road  runs  between  Plttstown 
and  Bloomsbury  past  the  "Old,  Hickory  Tavern"  which  is  still  standing, 
occupied  as  a  private  home  in  1947. 

\Ih±le  your  writer  was  never  able  to  locate  the  defnlte  birth  place 
of  Colonel  Beavers,  since  it  was  not  known  whether  he  was  born  in  New 
Jersey  or  abroad,  his  first  place  of  residence  in  New  Jersey  would  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  property  which  he  owned  at  the  time  of  his  death 
and  which  appear  in  two  maps  appended  to  this  history. 

His  son,  George,  apparently  was  born  at  a  place  called  "Hickory, 

N,  J.  ,  evidently  Identified  with  the  Old  Hickory  Road  above-mentioned. 

The  New  Jersey  Beavers  were  affiliated  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  were  very  active  members.  The  records  of  the  Old  Greenwich  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  show  that  in  the  original  building,  a  log  structure.  Judge 
Beavers,  General  Maxwell,  and  a  Kennedy  occupied  three  primitive  pews. 
Colonel  Beavers  was  first  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Mans¬ 
field,  Woodhouse,  known  now  as  Washington,  N.  J. ,  and  later  left  there 
with  other  members  to  build  a  new  church  at  Greenwich. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  writer’s  search,  it  was  thought  that  records 
could  be  easily  found  showing  from  whom  Colonel  Beavers  purchased  his 
large  land  holdings  and  that  these  purchases  would  have  been  recorded 
since  the  Colonel  was  evidently  a  lawyer,  as  his  civil  record  will  later 
show.  It  was  hoped  that  deeds  would  be  discovered  that  might  tell  us  his 
wife’s  name,  but  a  long  and  trying  search  at  Flemlngton,  N.  J. ,  County 
Seat  of  Hunterdon,  at  Belvidere  for  Warren  County,  at  Newton  for  Sussex, 
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at  Morristown  for  Morris^  at  Burlington  for  early  West  Jersey  Proprietors, 
and  at  Trenton,  Secretary  of  State’s  Office  and  taa  offices,  nothing 
could  be  found. 

Wives  didn't  figure  in  realty  or  financial  matters  in  those  early 
days,  and  Very  few  deeds  were  ever  recorded.  The  Colonel  must  have 
spent  most  of  his  time  accumulating  property  during  his  lifetime,  and  it 
wasn’t  until  after  his  death  that  his  executor  started  to  dispose  of 
same  in  order  to  settle  with  his  heirs.  Several  hundred  acres  were  in 
the  holdings  of  Colonel  Beavers  as  described  and  located  on  the  maps 
appended  to  this  history. 

After  this  brief  general  review  of  facts  concerning  Colonel  Beavers, 

I  will  go  into  detail  concerning  his  life,  dividing  my  story  into  three 
parts--The  Military  Life  of  Colonel  Beavers,  His  Civil  Life,  and  His 
Personal  Life,  including  the  controversy  about  his  marriage  or  marriages. 


THE  COLONEL 'S  MILITAEY  RECORD 

From  the  Adjutant  Generals  Office  in  Trenton,  N,  J. 

"Colonel  Joseph  Beavers,  Hunterdon  County,  New  Jersey,  served  as 
Colonel,  Second  Regiment,  Hunterdon  County  Militia,  August  31,1775; 
served  until  close  of  war;  commanded  his  regiment,  in  active  ser¬ 
vice,  December  1776  and  January  1777;  served  part  of  time  at  Pitts - 
town;  served  in  Burlington  County,  October  1777;  served  in  Monmouth 
County,  June  and  July  1778;  was  at  Battle  of  Monmouth,  New  Jersey, 
June  28,  1778;  served  at  Elizabethtown,  October  1778,  and  at  ^ 
Springfield,  N.  J.,  June,1780,  The  regiment  was  from  the  Townships 
of  Bethlehem,  Kingwood,  and  Alexandria. " 


He  was  commanding  officer  of  Captain  Daniel  Bray,  whose  daring  ex¬ 
ploit  in  gathering  the  Durham  boats,  in  which  General  Washington  crossed 
the  Delaware,  Christmas,  1776,  gave  grand  impetus  to  the  Continental 
cause  at  the  low  ebb  of  its  fortunes. 


In  1775,  he  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  delegates  from  Hunterdon  County 
to  the  New  Jersey  Provincial  Legislature  at  Trenton,  along  with  John 
Mehelm  and  Abraham  Bonnell  and  Samuel  Tucker.  (See  page  184,  "Minutes 
of  Provincial  Congress  and  Council  of  Safety  of  N.  J  "). 


.Se  received  his  commission  on  August  31,  1775.  He  was  a  stern 

^isciplinarian.  ^  His  plea  for  strict  interpretation  of  official  orders 

IS  made  the  subject  of  correspondence  between  himself  and  General  Heard 

which  the  latter  for^^arded  to  Governor  Livingston  (pp45-46,  Eevolutlonaiv

Military  Records  of  other  Beavers  in  the  Revolution 

The  son  of  Colonel  Beavers,  George  Beavers,  was  also  a  Revolution¬ 
ary  soldier,  serving  as  a  Private  and  as  Commisary  of  Supplies  for  Sussex 
County.  (See  Strykers  "Jerseymen  in  the  Revolution").  George’s  wife, 
Sarah  Panning,  came  from  a  family  that  numbered  a  great  many  patriots 
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concerning  which  you  will  find  mention  under  the  chapter  "George  Beavers 
and  his  wife,  Sarah  Banning." 

Robert  Beavers,  Jr.,  nephew  of  Colonel  Beavers,  and  son  of  Robert 
Beavers,  Sr.,  was  Captain  of  the  First  Regiment,  Sussex  County  Militia. 


THE  COLOiJEL»S  CIVIL  RECORD 

Colonel  Beavers  was  doubtless  a  man  of  some  renown  in  Northern  New 
Jersey  as  can  be  realized  by  a  perusal  of  his  long  and  varied  career  as 
a  public  official.  In  his  very  early  days,  he  was  employed  by  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  as  a  surveyor  and  assisted  in  laying  out  the  roads  in  his 
section  of  the  state.  His  name  is  attached  to  many  state  highway  records 
in  the  early  days  in  connection  with  his  brother,  Robert,  and  a  member  of 
the  Wliite  family. 

His  name  appears  many  times  in  records  as  "witness  and  appraiser." 

He  was  Overseer  of  the  Poor  of  Alexandria  Township  In  I765,  Justice  of 
the  Peace  in  the  years  1771,  178I,  I787,  1792,  and  1798,  Judge  of  Common 
Pleas  of  Hunterdon  County  in  1783,  1788,  and  1794,  and  Judge  of  the  Or¬ 
phans  Court  in  I785. 

He  was  known  for  his  remarkable  love  of  right  doing.  The  courts 
conducted  by  him  were  more  properly  Chancery  Courts  rather  than  Common 
Pleas.  The  Colonel’s  Judgments  were  seldom  appealed,  and  not  usually 
with  any  success.  If  the  law,  as  written,  agreed  with  his  conception  of 
Ju.stice,  it  was  well.  If  not,  he  decided  in  accordance  with  his  under¬ 
standing  of  it,  law  or  no  law.  He  was  a  man  of  stern  integrity  and  fear¬ 
ed  no  man  in  doing  what  he  considered  to  be  his  duty.  Anyone  who  de¬ 
served  a  reprimand  from  him  and  received  it  did  not  require  another  from 
the  same  source  soon.  He  hated  law  suits  generally,  and  settled  many  a 
case  in  a  friendly  way  without  costs. 


THE  PERSONAL  LIFE  OF  COLONEL  BEATERS 

In  the  early  part  of  this  history,  your  compiler  gave  the  dates  of 
birth  and  death  of  the  Colonel  and  his  place  of  burial,  but  since  all 
previous  historians  neglected  to  do  so,  causing  many  persons  to  file  in¬ 
complete  papers  for  admission  into  various  historical  associations,  he 
repeats  same  herewith.  ’ 

Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  was  born  sometime  in  the  year  1728  at  a 
place  yet  unknown,  and  died  December  20,  I816  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight 
(88)  years.  The  burial  took  place  on  Sunday,  December  22,  I816,  at  the 
"Presbyterian  Church  Burial  Ground  at  Greenwich." 

His  parents  were  not  discovered,  but  he  was  thought  to  be  of  Scotch- 
Irish  extraction  and  perhaps  born  in  the  British  Isles  together  with  his 
older  brother,  Robert  Beavers,  Sr.  In  Casper  Schaeffers  "Memoirs",  I855, 
on  pages  56-57,  Reverend  Schaeffer  says  that  his  "mother's  sister  married 
a  Beavers  of  the  line  of  Robert  Beavers,  "The  Hibernian",  which  suggests 
a  possible  Scotch-Irish  background.  At  the  time  these  Memoirs  were  writ- 
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ten,  almost  a  hundred  years  ago,  many  persons  were  living  who  had  known 
the  early  Beavers  or  who  had  heard  their  parents  speak  of  same. 

In  addition  to  the  Colonel's  activities  as  a  military  leader,  and  a 
Judge,  he  owned  what  would  now  be  the  equivalent  of  two  or  three  good- 
sized  farms,  under  one  management. 

¥e  now  come  to  a  matter  that  has  greatly  confused  others  for  a  very 
long  time,  and  no  doubt  will  be  debated  for  many  years  to  come,  I  fear 
without  opportunity  to  settle  same  definitely,  due  to  lost  records  —  "Who 
was  the  wife,  or  wives,  of  Colonel  Beavers?" 

It  has  been  recorded  in  published  histories  of  New  Jersey  that 
Colonel  Beavers  married  a  Mary  White,  daughter  of  an  Alexander  White  of 
Greenwich,  Sussex  County.  Many  persons  have  so  entered  Mary  White  on 
their  applications  for  membership  in  various  organizations.  However, 
others  have  stated  that  the  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers  was  an  "ANN," 

Your  compiler  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  were  two  wives,  and  gives 
the  following  reasons  as  to  each. 

Jamily  tradition,  in  many  cases,  has  stated  that  Mary  White  was  the 
wife  of  the  Colonel,  but  they  have  not  been  able  to  substantiate  same 
with  any  conclusive  proof.  No  birth,  death,  or  burial  records  have  been 
discovered,  with  the  single  exception  of  a  "memorandum"  entered  by  two 
persons  in  some  old  papers  and  an  old  family  bible. 

Among  records  of  the  late  Judge  Joseph  Mackey  Roseberry  of  Belvidere, 
N.  J.  was  found  a  memo,  "Mary  White,  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers,  was  born 
May  --  1730."  Members  of  the  family  of  the  wife  and  widow  of  Judge 
Roseberry  (who  is  a  White  family  descendant)  Mary  Winter  White,  now  liv¬ 
ing  in  Belvidere,  claim  that  Mary  White  was  a  daughter  of  an  Alexander 
White,  born  about  1735-7  who  married  a  Mary  McMurtrie,  born  about  1737. 
This  Alexander  was  the  White  who  built  "Whitehall",  the  famous  old  mansion 
torn  down  a  score  of  years  ago  when  the  highway  near  Roxbury  was  straight¬ 
ened  by  the  State  Highway  Department, 

Abigail  Beavers,  179^-1892,  who  was  a  daughter  of  George  Beavers 
and  a  granddaughter  of  Colonel  Beavers,  and  who  married  an  Edward  John¬ 
ston,  once  had  an  old  family  bible  in  which  were  several  notations,  made 
however  several  years  after  some  of  the  events  occurred.  The  records 
stated,  according  to  persons  who  had  seen  the  bible  years  ago,  that  Mary 
White  was  the  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers.  This  old  family  bible  however 
was  destroyed  by  a  descendant's  spouse  who  didn't  realize  its  extreme 
value  and  who  "burned  it  up"  with  some  old  papers  on  account'  of  its 
"delapidated  condition." 


Your  compiler  leans  to  these  assertions  as  being  partly  true  in  so 
far  as  they  go,  but  with  one  exception,  that,  Mary  White  was  not  a. 
daughter  of  said  Alexander  White  but  a  SISTER.  If  this  Alexander  White 
was  born  as  late  as  1755-7  and  Mary  White  was  born  in  May  1730,  as  one 
record  states,  this  would  be  correct,  and  since  the  Colonel  himself  was 

born  in  1728,  we  can  assume  that  Mary  was  a  sister  and  not  a  daughter  of 
Alexander .

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Mary’s  father  would  then  seem  to  he  a  Thomas  White,  dates  and  wife 
unknown,  who  was  the  father  of  said  Alexander,  and  of  whom  we  only  know 
that  he  held  property  in  Sussex  at  that  time.  There  were  "Thomas  Whites" 
in  many  generations  following  in  this  family  of  Sussex. 

The  date  of  Colonel  Beavers  marriage  is  not  known  hut  presumed  to 
he  around  1747-48  since  his  first  child,  a  daughter,  was  a  Mary  Beavers, 
horn  we  feel  about  1748-49.  These  years  are  selected  due  to  the  fact 
that  Mary  Beavers, first  married  a  Clifford,  first  name  not  known  hut 
pres-umed  to  he  related  as  a  son  or  nephew  of  the  George  Clifford  whose 
will  Col.  Beavers  drew  up  in  1757  a  few  weeks  before  George  Clifford 
died.  Upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  Clifford,  Majry  re -married  to  Alex¬ 
ander  White  of  Greenwich,  on  January  25,  I769. 

Your  writer  found  in  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Office  at  Trenton, 

N.  J. ,  the  original  marriage  bond  of  this  second  Alexander  White  in 
which  he,  and  a  Charles  Hoff  as  his  bondsman,  bonded  themselves,  on  be¬ 
half  of  Alexander,  to  marry  "Mary  Clifford,  wlddow-spinster . "  Additional 
proof  of  this  marriage  will  be  found  in  chapter  pertaining  to  "Mary 
Beavers -Alexander  White"  in  which  estate  settlement  matters  of  the 
Colonel’s  estate  definitely  establish  this  marriage.  To  set  the  date  of 
1748-9  as  that  of  Mary’s  birth,  I  assume  that  this  young  widow  (in  I769) 
must  have  been  at  least  18-20  years  of  age  when  she  took  a  second  husband. 

We  learn  through  other  entries  in  the  old  family  bible  that  there 
was  a  young  son  of  the  Colonel’s  who  died  in  infancy,  named  Joseph.  Quite 
possible  his  mother  may  have  passed  away  when,  or  soon  after,  this  son 
was  born  since  the  next  child  of  Colonel  Beavers  was  apparently  George 

Beavers,  born  May  51,  1757,  whose  mother  I  believe  to  have  been  a  second 
wife,  named  AM, 

^  Colonel  Beavers  drew  up  the  will  of  George  Clifford  of  Hunterdon 
County  in  late  1757  and  in  that  will  George  Clifford  names,  among  his 
heirs,  "My  daughter,  Ann,  who  has  a  young  son,  George."  I  could  find  no 
settlement  of  George  Clifford's  estate  in  any  of  the  North  Jersey  counties 
to  prove  what  might  have  been  the  last  name  of  his  daughter,  Ann,  by 
marriage,  but  at  the  time  this  will  was  drawn,  Colonel  Beavers ’  own  son, 
George,  would  have  been  a  few  months  old.  George  Clifford  didn’t  mention 
any  other  grandchildren  in  his  will,  but  picked  out  specifically  this 
one  grandson  bearing  his  own  name. 

We  now  must  turn  to  the  will  of  an  "Ann  Beavers,  widow  of  Colonel 
Beavers",  a  copy  of  which  appears  right  after  this  chapter.  At  Fleming- 
ton,  N.  J.  Hall  of  Eecords,  I  found  a  will  that  was  not  allowed  for  pro¬ 
bate  perhaps  due  to  its  oddity,  plus  the  fact  that  some  of  the  Colonel’s 
children,  through  their  husbands,  went  to  court  and  protested  same.  The 
will  unquestionably  was  made  by  an  old  lady,  unduly  influenced  by  some 
of  her  children,  a  fact  born  out  that  she  herself  lived  only  a  short 
time  later  and  was  in  poor  health. 

This  will  was  drawn  on  the  29th  day  of  November,  1817,  and  signed 
"ANN  BEAVMS--her  mark."  At  its  very  beginning,  she  Identifies  herself 
as  the  "widow  of  the  late  Joseph  Beavers  of  Alexandria."  It  was  witness¬ 
ed  by  Joseph  Jarrard,  John  Garison,  and  by  Margaret  Everitt,  all  close 
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neighbors.  The  amazing  thing  about  this  unprobated  will  is  the  fact 
that  in  it  the  widow,  Ann  Beavers,  mentions  as  heirs  practically  only 
those  children  and  grandchildren  bearing  her  own  name  of  Ann  as  a  first 
or  middle  name,  as  witness: 

AM  Kitchen  AM  White 

AM  Pursel  AM  Everitt 

AM  Clifford  Carter  ANN  Bidleman 

AM  Gano  AM  Hunt 

AM  Haughawout  Mary  AM  Case 

AM  BEAVERS  (daughter  of  my  son,  George  Beavers) 

And  Martha  Everitt 

All  which  I  call  by  their  Maden  Names  as  some  of  them  are  married 
and  I  do  not  recollect  the  names  of  their  husbands,  and  I  do  hereby 
appoint  my  son-in-law,  Charles  Carter,  my  sole  executor----." 

Note  here  that  even  her  executor  was  picked  as  a  "favorite"  son-in- 
law  (the  editor’s  comments)  since  he  was  not  only  the  husband  of  a 
daughter,  Ann,  but  his  wife  also  bore  the  family  name  of  the  maker 
of  the  will  Ann  CLIFFORD  Carter. 

The  exact  age  of  the  maker  of  this  queer  will,  and  second  wife  of 
Colonel  Beavers,  was  not  known,  but  she  probably  was  as  old,  if  not  old¬ 
er,  than  her  late  husband.  Colonel  Beavers.  No  exact  date  of  her  death 
is  given,  but  in  Docket  0555  ut  Flemington,  N.  J. "  in  a  caveat  filed  by 
Stephen  Gano,  executor  of  Col.  Beavers  estate,  on  April  28,  l820,  five 
days  before  the  will  of  Ann  Beavers  was  offered  for  probate  by  Charles 
Carter,  Stephen  Gano  says  "I,  Stephen  Gano,  a  person  Interested  in  the 
last  will  and  testament  of  ANN  BEAVERS,  my  mother-in-law  deceased — " 
tells  us  that  Ann  Beavers  may  have  died  some  time  between  l8l7  and  the 
very  early  part  of  l820.  No  burial  plot  has  been  found,  but  the  writer 
believes  that  Ann's  favorite  son-in-law,  Charles  Carter,  may  have  buried 
her  in  the  Carter  plot  in  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Churchyard,  which  is 
very  near  the  Veterans '  Section  where  her  husband  was  buried  a  few  years 
previously. 

Why ^ did  Ann  Beavers  select  her  heirs  from  among  the  "Ann's"  and  omit 
all  mention  of  children  and  grandchildren  with  other  first  names  or  with¬ 
out  an  Ann  as  part  of  their  baptismal  name?  Would  she  have  done  so  if 
she  herself  was  a  MARY?  I  doubt  it.  Since  she  starts  with  a  daughter  of 
her  oldest  son,  George  Beavers,  Ann,  or  Nancy  as  she  was  generally  known, 
doesn't ^ this  point  to  a  very  strong-willed  mother  who  possibly  dictated 
the  naming  of  her  own  childreb,  as  well  as  many  of  her  grandchildren? 

I  believe  that  ANN  CLIFFORD  was  the  second  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers 
and  that  she  Immediately  took  hold  of  her  husband's  household  in  such  a 
manner  that  there  was  no  doubt  as  to  her  authority,  even  to  naming,  or 
assisting  in  naming,  a  child  of  her  predecessor's  daughter,  Mary  Beavers 
(daughter  of  Mary  White)  and  her  husband,  Alexander  White,  one  Anna 
White. 

I  conclude  with  the  belief  that  only  the  first  two  children  of 
Colonel  Beavers  were  children  of  a  first  marriage  to  Mary  White,  and  that 
the  other  twelve  children  were  daughters  of  his  second  wife,  Ann  Clifford. 
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Certainly  eleven  examples  of  insistence  shall  we  say,  or  motherly  per¬ 
suasion,  on  use  of  her  own  name  Ann  in  the  naming  of  children  of  twelve 
of  her  own  children,  would  carry  a  definite  purpose.  Also  the  name 
Clifford  appearing  as  a  middle  name  of  a  daughter,  Ann,  horn  as  early 
as  1768  would  at  least  identify  herself  more  strongly  as  a  wife  of 
Colonel  Beavers  than  Mary  White  when  no  Beaver  children,  or  grandchildren, 
appear  to  have  been  named  in  honor  of  the  White  family,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  very  first  child. 

In  discussing  the  family  group  of  "Mary  Beavers -Alexander  White", 
we  run  into  possibly  two  different  White  families.  Mention  may  be  made 
here  that  your  compiler  believes  the  Alexander  White  who  married  the 
Colonel's  daughter  was  of  a  different  branch  of  the  White  family  than 
was  his  mother-in-law,  Mary  White,  first  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers  and 
mother  of  Mary  Beavers,  his  own  wife.  Mary  White,  born  May  1730,  was  a 
sister  of  Alexander  White  who  married  Mary  McMurtrle,  and  a  granddaughter 
of  a  Thomas  White;  while  the  Colonel's  son-in-law,  Alexander  White,  born 
about  1752,  was  probably  of  a  different  White  family.  The  White  des¬ 
cendants  of  Sussex  County  alive  today,  who  claim  descent  from  the  Alex¬ 
ander  VJhite  of  Whitehall,  born  about  1735-7  and  who  died  in  1776,  claim 
no  knowledge  of  Mary  Beavers'  husband,  Alexander  White,  although  he 
lived  in  the  very  same  vicinity  and  had  a  Charles  Hoff,  a  member  of  a 
prominent  Sussex  family,  as  his  bondman  when  his  marriage  bond  was  filed 

in  1769. 

No  date  of  death  or  burial  spot  has  ever  been  found  for  either  wife 
of  Colonel  Beavers.  If  Mary  White  was  his  first  wife  and  died  some  time 
before  I757  (the  date  of  George  Beavers  birth),  when  her  husband  was  a 
member  of  the  church  at  Mansfield  Woodhouse  (now  Washington  N  J  )  then 
probably  Mary  was  burled  in  the  old  White  Cemetery  near  her  brother 
Alexander  White,  who  donated  the  ground  for  this  family  cemetery  or  in 
the  old  cemetery  where  we  located  the  graves  of  her  brother-in-law  Robert 
Beavers.  Quite  possibly  the  infant  son  of  Colonel  Beavers,  Joseph  was 
also  buried  near  his  mother.  The  Colonel  had  no  plot  of  his  own  at  that 
ear  15-  date,  and,  as  we  know,  he  later  transferred  his  church  affiliations 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Greenwich. 

The  date  of  death  and  burial  spot  for  the  Colonel's  second  wife  Ann 
was  never  found,  although  she  lived  from  one  to  four  years  after  her*  * 
husband.  The  Colonel  himself  was  evidently  buried  in  a  plot  of  ground 
dedicated  to  Revolutionary  soldiers  in  Old  Greenwich  where  there  do  not 
appear  to  be  any  burials  for  the  wives  of  the  veterans. 

The  Veterans  Graves  Administration  for  New  Jersey,  during  the  de¬ 
pression  years  between  the  World  Wars,  made  a  survey  of  Veterans'  graves 
and  plotted  a  map  showing  all  Revolutionary  graves  at  Old  Greenwich.  '  The 
church  has  a  copy  of  same,  furnished  by  the  writer,  in  which  a  grave  near¬ 
by  that  of  the  Colonel's  friend.  General  Maxwell,  was  designated  as  the 
Colonel's  resting  place.  The  Beavers  Family  Association  has  arranged 
with  the  Memorial  Division  of  the  Quartermaster -Generals  Office  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  I.  C.  to  erect  a  white  marble  headstone  for  Colonel  Beavers 
early  in  19^8,  with  fitting  exercises. 

No  headstone  was  ever  located  for  the  Colonel.  If  one  had  ever  been 
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placed  by  his  heirs,  it  long  ago  disintegrated  and  was  never  remembered 
by  the  oldest-living  members  of  this  generation.  Your  writer,  from  his 
findings,  believes  that  one  was  never  placed  at  the  grave.  The  Colonel 
was  a  wealthy  man  and  from  so  many  living  children,  twelve  at  the  time, 
he  was  certainly  entitled  to  a  memorial.  Sad  to  relate  however  intense 
family  friction  developed  among  his  heirs  and  probably  none  of  them  want¬ 
ed  to  assume  the  financial  responsibility  for  so  doing. 

Before  bringing  this  question  of  "the  wives"  to  a  close,  there  is 
one  more  point  that  might  be  considered  and  left  to  some  other  family 
historian  to  settle  definitely. 

If  any  records  of  the  Clifford  family  could  be  discovered  that  would 
disclose  the  settlement  of  George  Clifford's  estate  (died  1757),  whose 

wife  was  a  Mary  - ,  it  might  tell  us  Just  who  was  the  husband  of 

George's  daughter,  Ann,  "who  had  a  young  son,  George."  Even  taking  into 
consideration  the  insistence  of  some  old  family  members  that  the  Colonel’s 
wife  was  definitely  Mary  White I  cannot  believe  other  than  that  there 
was  an,  ’’Ann  Beavers",  another  wife.  Just  where  the  division  of  children 
occurs  is  "guess-work. "  I  believe  Mary  and  Joseph  were  children  of  Mary 
and  the  rest.  Including  George  (1757),  were  offspring  of  Ann.  George  had 
daughters  named  Ann  and  Mary.  His  other  children  Included  Elizabeth, 
William,  Samuel,  and  Sarah,  all  names  found  in  White  family  records.'  To 
balance  these  names,  we  find  among  children  of  George  Clifford,  Ann's 
father,  Mary,  Margaret,  Sarah,  also  names  used  by  Colonel  Beavers  in 
naming  his  children;  and  moat  striking  of  all  is  the  naming  of  the 
Colonels  only  son  that  lived,  George,  a  few  months  before  George  Clif¬ 
ford  died,  at  a  time  when  the  Colonel  was  drawing  up  a  will  for  him. 

It  is  greatly  regretted  that  the  church  records  of  births  and  bap¬ 
tisms  of  Old  Greenwich  were  destroyed  by  fire  that  burned  the  home  of 
General  Maxwell,  their  custodian.  A  search  of  old  newspapers  of  the 
times,  and  a  hunt  for  records  of  marriages  or  deaths  of  the  Colonel's 
children  that  would  give  the  name  of  their  mother,  was  unsuccessful. 

The  few  news  items  that  were  found  disclosed  the  name  of  the  father  only. 


WILL  OF  COLOMEL  JOSEPH  BEAVERS 
Recorded  at  Flemington,  N.  J. ,  Jan.,  l8l7. 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I,  Joseph  Beavers,  being  old  and  knowing 
that  I  soon  must  return  to  the  dust  from  whence  I  came,  make  this  my 
last  will  and  testament,  and  first  with  all  the  humility  I  commend  my 
soul  to  God  who  gave  it,  hoping  that  through  the  sake  of  the  Glorious 
Redeemer,  Jesus  Christ,  I  may  obtain  the  pardon  of  my  sins,  believing 
there  is  no  other  way  to  be  saved  but  by  Him,  and  as  for  my  worldly  af¬ 
fairs,  I  leave  in  the  following  manner,  vizt ; 

I  leave  to  my  daughters,  SARAH,  MARY  CHARITY,  CATHARINE,  ANN  ELIZA¬ 
BETH,  MARTHA,  REBECCA,  NAOMI,  and  RACHEL,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 'dollars 
each,  and  to  MARGARET  the  like  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  kept  in 
the  hands  of  my  executors  hereafter  named  and  put  to  interest  for  her 
support  in  old  age  or  as  she  may  etz,  this  to  prevent  her  husband  from 
getting  any  part  of  it.  I  also  leave  to  the  children  of  my  daughter. 
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THEODOSIA,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  divided  equally  among 
them,  and  I  leave  to  my  son,  GEOEGE  BEAVERS,  the  like  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  besides  the  two  hundred  pounds  I  lent  him  some  years  ago.  I 
leave  to  his  son,  JOSEPH  BEAVERS,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  All 
the  above  legacies  to  be  paid  by  my  executors  after  a  reasonable  time 
of  selling  land  and  collecting  the  debts.  And  the  remainder  of  my  es¬ 
tate  I  leave  to  my  kind  and  tender  wife  during  her  natural  life,  and 
after  her  taking  as  comfortable  living  of  it,  to  be  divided  as  above.  I 
leave  her  any  one  of  my  horses,  kind  she  may  choose,  a  saddle  and  bridle, 
two  cows,  a  bed  and  bedding  with  any  of  my  household  goods  she  may  ^ 

choose,  and  if  she  should  choose  to  keep  the  house  and  land  on  the  Alex¬ 
andria  side  of  the  road  her  life  time  provided  the  above  legacies  can  be 
paid  without  it.  I  further  leave  to  my  son  GEORGE  BEAVERS’  son  JOSEPH 
my  watch,  and  I  also  leave  MILLEY,  MARGARET’S  youngest  daughter,  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  GEORGE 
BEAVERS  and  sons -in- law  GEOEGE  BIDLEIvlAN  and  STEPHEN  GANG  sole  executors 
of  this,  my  last  will  and  testament.  I  hereby  empower  them,  or  the 
survivors  of  them,  to  make  deed  or  deeds  of  any  or  all  my  lands  as  myself 
do  while  living.  In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 

seal  this  twenty-second  day  of  December,  A.D.  One  thousand  Eight  Hundred 
and  Fifteen,  I815.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  WILL  OF  COLONEL  JOSEPH  BEAVEES 
AND  SETTLEMENT  OF  THE  ESTATE  BY  STEPHEN  GANO  EXECUTOE 


The  will  which  was  probated  at  Flemington,  N.  J.  in  January  l8l7 
named  more  than  one  executor,  but  only  the  Colonel's  son-in-law,  Stephen 
Gano  agreed  to  accept  the  responsibility.  During  the  settlement  of  the 
estate  there  is  evidence  of  family  friction  and  court  action  was  resorted 
to  by  some  of  the  heirs.  The  settlement  of  the  estate  commenced  January 
l4th,  1817  and  ran  over  a  period  of  almost  17  years,  and  on  November  4th, 
1834  Stephen  Gano  executor,  still  had  a  small  balance  of  leas  than  $1,000 
to  dispose  of. 

We  were  able  to  ascertain  from  the  settlement,  the  marriage  names  of 
all  of  the  Colonel's  children  and  many  of  the  grand  children.  It  appears 
that  at  the  beginning,  S.G.  had  a  little  over  $11,000  in  cash  and  we  de- 
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finitely  know  there  was  also  considerable  property  holdings  and  personal 
belongings  which  were  disposed  of  from  time  to  time. 

A  plotting  by  a  friend  of  the  wfliefs,  a  Title  Searcher  from  Maple¬ 
wood^  N,  J.  a  Mr.  George  Kolb,  enabled  US  to  map  considerable  acreage, 
the  measurements  of  which  were  obtained  from -deeds  recorded  at  Fleming- 
ton,  N.  J. 

The  holdings  of  Colonel  Beavers  spread  into  two  townships,  Bethlehem 
and  Alexandria.  I  bring  to  your  special  attention,  certain  items  of  in¬ 
terest,  and  will  mention  by  number  as  appearing  in  S.G. ’s  settlement  re¬ 
port  the  actual  items  and  comments  on  same. 

Item  7f6  -  A  silver  watch,  specifically  mentioned  by  Colonel  Beavers  as 
going  to  his  grandson  of  the  same  name,  son  of  George  and  Sarah  Beavers, 
appraised  at  $8.00. 

Item  #11  -  Makes  the  first  disclosure  of  the  marriage  name  of  the  daugh¬ 
ter,  Charity  as  being  Pursell. 

Item  ^1^  -  Discloses-  that  his  daughter  Anna  was  the  wife  of  Charles 
Carter . 

Item  {^6  -  That  James  Frees,  sometimes  appearing  as  Freeze,  was  the  hus¬ 
band  of  the  daughter  Naomi. 

Item  v27  -  In  January  of  l8l8,  discloses  William  Hunt  as  the  husband  of 
the  daughter  Rebecca  and  we  might  mention  here  that  it  is  evident  the 
payment  of  this  sum 'of  $500.00  in  cash,  specifically  mentioned  in  the 
will  for  each  of  the  twelve  children,  had  to  await  the  sale  of  property 
in  order  to  raise  the  necessary  funds. 

Item  -7)^9  -  Paying  $100  to  Samuel  Davis  for  his  wife’s  legacy,  tells  us 
that  said  Davis  was  the  husband  of  his  grandchild  MiHle  Everett . 

Item  %-^k  -  Discloses  that  his  daughter  Sarah  married  a  Kitchen,  whom  we 
later  discover  to  have  been  Thomas  Kitchen. 

Item  -  Shows  money  being  paid  to  H.  Jones,  administrator  of  the  es¬ 
tate  of  a  son-in-law  of  Joseph  Beavers,  a  George  Biddleman  who  was  the 
husband  of  the  Colonel's  daughter,  Elizabeth.  Said  Jones,  we  later  dis¬ 
cover  to  be  the  husband  of  Anna  Biddleman,  and  was  buried  at  Old  Straw 
Church  Cemetery, 

Item  0Q  -  The  first  evidence  of  family  trouble  when  there  is  a  charge 
of  $6.00  connected  with  a  law  suit  of  Martha  Everett.  It  appears  from 
several  items,  that  the  law  suit  concerned  the  loss  of  a  cow  for  which 
S.G.  had  to  eventually  pay  $18.00,  and  that  said  Martha  Everett  was 
probably  the  mother  in  law  of  the  Colonel's  daughter  Margaret  who  married 
Abel  Everett. 

Item  -7)^43  -  Definitely  establishes  that  the  Colonel's  daughter  Mary,  was 
the  wife  of  Alexander  White,  and  that  this  payment  of  November  2nd,  I818 
was  a  direct  payment  to  her.  Later  on  we  discover  additional  payments 
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from  the  estate  to  Henry  White,  Attorney  of  Mary  White,  said  payments 
being  made  in  Lewis  County  Virginia,  under  item  #152,  Said  Henry  White 
being  a  grand  son  of  Colonel  Beavers  acting  in  his  mother's  behalf. 

Item  #45  -  Establishes  Richard  Gano,  a  brother  of  S.G.  as  the  husband  of 
Martha  Beavers. 

Item  #46  -  Discloses  another  payment  by  S.G.  to  M.  Everett  for  a  Judge- 
ment  obtained.  A  second  evidence  of  family  trouble. 

Item  #49  -  January  25th,  I819  brings  out  for  the  first  time,  the  name^of 
a  grandson,  Peter  Houghawout,  who  evidently  became  of  age  and  received 
his  proportion  of  the  legacy  left  his  mother  Theodosia  Beavers  Houghawout, 
who  died  before  her  father  Colonel  Beavers, 

Item  #55  -  Payment  of  $100  plus  interest  as  a  cash  bequest  specifically 
mentions' 'in  the  will  the  Colonel's  grandson  and  namesake  Joseph  Beavers. 

Item  #58  -  May  8,  I819  shows  a  payment  to  John  Houghawout  for  the  legacy 
due  his  minor  children.  (Evidently  this  payment  was  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  aiding  grandchildren  not  yet  of  age. ) 

Item  #59  -  Discloses  another  grandson  and  son  of  Sarah  Beavers  Kitchen 
by  the  name  of  William  Kitchen. 

Item  #65  -  Mentions  the  business  firm  of  Jones  &  Eunkles,  evidently  in 
connection  with  some  supplies  effecting  the  widow  of  Colonel  Beavers 
and  her  household. 

Item  #66  -  A  small  payment  to  Margaret  Everett,  for  whom  the  Colonel  took 
particular  pains  in  his  will  to  prohibit  her  husband,  Abel  in  getting  any 
part  of  the  legacy  from  her,  the  first  of  many  small  payments  handed  out 
from  time  to  time,  for  her  support 

Item  X  -  Dated  August  10th,  I819,  is  for  many  small  items  paid  the 
Col's  widow  and  for  which  she  was  unable  to  give  any  receipt  "in  conse¬ 
quence  of  her  inf irmatles".  This  information  agrees  with  evidence  sup^r^ 
porting  the  probate  office  in  Flemington,  N.  J.  in  refusing  to  allow  a 
will  of  this  widow,  Ann  Beavers  from  being  probated  by  her  executor  her 
son  in  law,  Charles  Carter.  The  date  of  her  will  was  about  the  same 
period  of  time,  and  ignored  all  of  her  heirs  except  certain  favorites  by 
the  name  of  Ann. 

Item  #  X  -  Another  unnumbered  item  dated  August  10th  is  for  payment  due 
S.G’s~"^fe  Catherine.  Evidently  S.G.  thought  it  about  time  his  own  fam¬ 
ily  benefited,  although  there  still  remained  to  be  paid  an  initial  amount 
for  other  heirs. 

Item  #^2  -  June  6th,  1821  the  first  payment  for  the  Colonel's  daughter 
Rachel,  made  to  her  husband  Mahlon  Case. 

Item  #96  -  November  27th,  l821  for  payment  of  an  account  of  John  B. 

Hughes  on  account  of  his  father  John  Hughes  in  the  amount  of  $50.00  And 
we  discover  that  Item  #112,  the  following  year  in  July  8th,  1822  the  sum 
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of  $85.00  paid  Dr.  John  Hughes  for  damages  in  action  hy  the  doctor  against 
the  estate.  Evidently  for  medical  services  still  might  owing  for  attend¬ 
ing  Colonel  Beavers  in  his  last  days  in  l8l6,  and  still  due  6  years  later 
for  medical -bills  still  owed. 

Item  ^106-  Another  grandchild  Ann  Haughawout,  evidently  became  of  age 
about  this  time  in  June  l822  and  received  a  direct  payment  for  her  share 
of  her  mother's  legacy. 

Item  -/rl20-  Was  a  payment  of  $2.50  to  Samuel  and  Stephen  Gano  Jr,  for 
gathering  and  carting  apples.  These  were  two  grandchildren  of  the 
Colonels . 

Items  l4l  -  147  inclusive  -  Discloses  payments  of  "l/?  part  of  $100.00" 
to  Luther  Colvin  Jr.,  Charles  Carter  guardian  of  John  0.  Neal,  Spencer 
B  Carter,  Spencer  C  Carter,  John  Robbins,  Robert  C  Stevens,  John  Hensen 
who  were  heirs  of  the  Colonels  daughter,  Ann  Beavers  Carter , 

In  the  second  accounting  of  Stephen  Gano  Executor,  we  find  the  re¬ 
ceipt  for  cash  for  the  sale  112  acres  of  ground  to  William  Boss,  husband 
of  a  grandchild  of  the  Colonel's,  one  Abagail  Beavers. 

Items  7,  8,  and  9  in  the  second  settlement  show  payments  to  three 
grandchildren,  Peter,  John  and  Joseph  Houghawout,  In  February  5th,  l821, 
the  Colonel's  daughter  Martha  Beavers  Gano  and  her  husband,  Richard,  as 
petitioners,  said  petition  endorsed  by  Ann  Beavers  Carter  her  husband, 
Charles  Carter  and  Elizabeth  Beavers  Blddleman,  petitioned  the  judge  of 
the  Orphans  Court  of  the  County  of  Hunterdon  to  decree  that  Stephen  Gano 
dispose  of  the  rest  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  Colonel  Beavers  so  that 
the  balance  of  the  estate  could  be  settled,  particularly  since  at  that 
time,  February  5,  l821,  the  widow  of  the  Colonel  had  use  of  same  during 
her  life,  had  also  passed  away. 


Will  of  Ann  Beavers,  widow  of  Colonel  Beavers. 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I  Ann  Beavers  of  Alexandria  in  the  County 
of  Hunterdon  and  State  of  New  Jersey,  widow  of  the  Late  Joseph  Beavers 
of  Alexandria  aforesaid  Deceased  Being  under  bodily  indisposition  but  of 
sound  disposed  mind  and  memory  calling  to  mind  the  uncertainty  of  this 
present  life  and  that  all  flesh  must  yeald  unto  death  whenever  it  shall 
please  God  to  call  do,  therefore  make  Order  and  Dec lair  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament  in  manner  following  Viz,  first,  I  commandm3'  Soul  to 
God  who  gave  it  and  my  Body  after  Death  to  be  decentlj’’  buried  in  a 
Christianlike  manner  and  it  will  that  my  Little  property  of  whatsoever 
consisting  and  wheresoever  found  to  be  disposed  of  as  soon  after  my  Death 
as  Convenient  by  my  Executor,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  which  my  Funeral  Ex¬ 
penses  and  Just  Debt  be  first  paid  the  residue  to  be  Equally  Divided 
amongst,  my  Grand  Daughters  herein  named  viz:  ANN  KITCHEN,  ANN  WHITE, 

ANN  PURSEL,  ANN  EVER ITT,  ANN  CLIFFORD  CARTER,  ANN  BIDLEMAN,  ANN  GANO, 

ANN  HUNT,  ANN  HAUGHAWOUT,  MARY  ANN  CASE,  ANN  BEAVERS,  the  Daughter  of 
My  Son  George  Beavers  and  Martha  Everitt  all  which  I  Call  by  their  Maden 
Names  as  some  of  them  are  married,  and  do  not  Recollect  the  Name  of  their 
Husbands,  and  I  do  hereby  Appoint  my  Son  In  Law  CHARLES  CARTER,  my  sole 
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Executor  to  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  In  Witness  Whereof  I  have 
hereunto  Set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  Twenty  Ninth  Day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Seventeen  l8l7.

EARLY  COUNTY  AND  TOWNSHIP  LINES, 

In  the  early  days  of  North  Jersey,  Burlington  County  was  the  desig¬ 
nation  for  most  of  territory  with  county  seat  at  Burlington,  N. J.  where 
all  records  of  West  Jersey  Proprietors  were  kept  in  a  stone  building  still 
occupied  by  the  Society  of  West  Jersey  Proprietors  who  have  made  a  fine 
historical  museum  of  the  old  headq^uarters. 

In  the  year  1709  what  is  now  Sussex  County  was  part  of  Burlington. 

In  1715  Hunterdon  was  made  a  County  and  separated  from  Burlington  and 
ran  for  25  years  until  1758.  This  took  in  the  sections  of  Oxford  and 
Warren.  In  1758  Morris  County  was  chartered  and  ran  for  15  years  to 
1755  when  Morris  was  enlarged  to  take  in  part  of  Sussex  County. 

Sussex  County  was  incorporated  on  June  8,  1755  took  away  con-  ^ 
siderable  territory  from  Morris.  Indian  settlements  were  present  at 
Belvidere,  Greenwich  Township  near  Phillipsburg,  a  third  near  Greenville 
and  a  fourth  near  Lafayette  Tillage. 

According  to  Webb  Page  10.  In  1755  three  Green  brothers  came  to 
that  part  of  Greenwich  now  known  as  Oxford.  They  were  followed  by  the 
McKees,  McMurtries,  Stewarts,  Hulls,  Swayzes  and  others  most  of  whom 
were  Scotch-Irish.  The  first  Presbyterian  Church  of  County  was  erected 
in  Greenwich  in  17^^  with  Dr.  James  Campbell  as  first  minister. 

Also  in  Webbs  History  page  15,  Wantage  was  set  off  from  Newton  and 
Oxford  set  off  from  Greenwich  and  Mansfield-Woodhouse.  Hardwick  and 
Wallpack  retained  their  own  limits.  Montague  set  off  from  Wallpack  in 
1759  and  in  I762  Sandyston  and  Hardiston.  In  1782  Knowlton  set  off  from 
Oxford  and  Vernon  from  Hardiston.  In  1824  Warren  County  was  set  off  from  ^ 
Sussex  and  thus  Greenwich.  Oxford  etc.  cam©  into  Warren  County. 

In  Schaeffers  Memoirs  Page  49,  the  road  from  Newton  to  Hope  was 
settled  by  persons  from  England  and  North  of  Ireland  and  Scotland,  the 
Linn's,  Roys,  Hunts,  Shaws,  Hazens,  Armstrongs,  Kennedy©;  Lannings,  Hank- 
inson©  and  Gastons  were  prominent  families.  Until  the  year  1762  Indians 
troubled  the  settlers  and  in  179^  there  was  the  Whiskey  Insurreotioi^  in 
which  General  Ar^'tbony  Wnlton  White  of  the  N.  J.  Militia  took  part. 
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EXPLANATOSY  REMABKS  ON  "DEEDS  AND  CONVEYANCES” 

(To  accompany  maps  following.  Made  by  George  Kolb,  Maplewood,  N.J. ) 

Prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  all  deeds  which  were  recorded  (un¬ 
fortunately  it  does  not  seem  to  have  "been  a  general  practice  to  record 
deeds)  were  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Province,  known 
as  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey.  The  Secretary's  Office  was  in 
Burlington  and 'the  usual  reference  thereto  is  "Recorded  in  the  Secretary's 
Office  at  Burlington."  Upon  the  establishment  of  the  State  Government  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  the  records  of  the  Secretary's  Office  hecame  records 
of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  and  are  still  in  the  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the  State  House  in  Trenton. 

All  deeds  in  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey,  which  were  recorded 
prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  will  be,  found  in  the  Secretary  of  State's 
Office  in  Trenton.  The  only  deeds  are  those  which  were  lodged  for  record 
after  the  County  Clerk's  offices  became  offices  for  the  recording  of  deeds 
under  the  State  Government  and  Legislature  Acts. 

Burlington  County  was  formed  May  17,  169^  of  the  first  and  second 
tenths  of  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey.  Some  early  records  are 
recorded  in  the  Secretary  of  States  Office  in  Trenton. 

Hunterdon  County  was  set  off  from  Burlington  in  1713,  bounded  south 
by  Assunplnk  Creek  and  North  by  New  York.  It  was  formed  from  upper  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Western  Division  of  New  Jersey,  lying  North  of  Assunpink 
Creek  at  Trenton,  March  11,  171^.  (Flemington  County  Seat  I785 ) • 

Records  in  Flemington  show  no  deeds  or  conveyances  to  Col.  Joseph 
Beavers,  except  one  deed  from  Henry  Rockafellar  and  Ann,  his  wife,  dated 
September  2,  l802,  in  book  7,  page  298,  for  19  acres  in  Bethlehem.  Sub- 
seq,uent  to  Joseph  Beavers'  death,  his  executor,  Stephen  Gano,  conveyed 
numerous  pieces  of  land,  including  the  above,  totalling  about  5OO  acres, 
most  of  it  lying  in  the  Townships  of  Bethlehem  and  Alexandria,  and  on 
both  sides  of  the  road  from  the  Hickory  Tavern  to  Bloomsbury,  now  County 
Road  7'/41,  which  divides  both  Townships,  and  between  the  lands  of  James 
Garrison  and  the  McCrea's.  Garrison's  lands  were  northwest  of  the  Hick¬ 
ory  Tavern,  which  tavern  was  on  what  is  now  the  southwest  corner  of 
County  Roads  jfhl  and  if-lh. 

Under  the  will  of  Col.  Beavers,  he  gives  to  his  widow  (not  naming 
her),  her  choice  of  house  and  land  on  Alexandria  side  of  the  road  for 
life.  Nothing  of  record  that  choice  was  made. 

No  deeds  were  ever  made  and  recorded  by  Col.  Beavers  or  his  wife  in 
their  life  time  in  Hunterdon  County,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  Trenton,  nor  were  any  deeds  made  and  recorded  into  Joseph  Beavers, 
in  the  Secretary  of  State  Office, 
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The  above  area  consists  of  456.36  A.f 
which  the  late  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  died 
seized  of^  and  which  his  executor,  Stephen 
Gano,  conveyed  to  the  various  grantees 
shown  on  above  map,  between  the  years 

1821  &  1826.

*  -These  two  Benjamin  Fritts  are  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Benjamin 
Fritts  of  our  line  who  married  Nancy  (Ann)  Beavers.  Our  Benjamin  Fritts 
was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Spruce  Eun,  N.  J.,  and  might  have 
been  a  cousin  of  this  Benjamin  who  was  a  Presbyterian. 

What  has  confused  many  is  the  fact  that  the  grave  of  Benjamin  Fritts  Sr . 
at  Grandln  was  only  a  few  feet  away  from  that  of  George  Beavers  and  his 
wife  Sarah  Tanning  and  that  this  Benjamin  seemed  to  have  had  two  wives 
both  named  Ann  of  Nancy  who  lived  only  a  short  time  after  their  marriage. 

George  Beavers  daughter  Ann  married  our  Benjamin  Fritts  and  worshipped 
at  Spruce  Eun  where  baptismal  records  disclose  all  of  her  children. 

NUMEEICAL  SYSTEM  USED  BY  COMPILEE 
Names  Chronologically  Arranged  When  Possible. 

When  records  were  first  being  gathered,  it  was  thought  that  George 
Beavers  was  the  first  child  of  Colonel  Joseph. Beavers.  It  later  develop¬ 
ed,  however,  that  many  dates  were  entirely  missing,  as  to  children’s 
births,  and  as  events  progressed  in  the  search,  a  complete  change  of 
order  of  succession  should  have  been  immediately  undertaken. 

Since,  however,  hundreds  of  names  had  been  mapped  and  recorded,  this 
task  would  have  entailed  a  terrific  amount  of  additional  work,  so  your 
writer  begs  your  pardon  and  will  continue  numbers  once  assigned,  but 
which,  however,  in  many  cases  do  not  record  in  exact  order  the  order  of 
birth.

#2.  George  Beavers,  son  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  Anna,  was  born 
May  31st.  1757  according  to  date  in  Bible  of  old  Aunt  Abigail 
Beavers  Johnston.  It  has  also  been  given  as  April  1,  1758 
other  records,  but  will  of  George  Clifford  his  father-in-law, 
mentioning  his  name  as  young  son  George  of  my  daughter  Anna,  was 
drawn  up  in  1757*  R®  died  September  2,  1820  and  married  about 
1779  to  Sarah  Tanning,  born  November  1,  1760  died  March  I5,  l8kl, 
who  was  daughter  of  Ralph  Tanning  a  Scout  to  General  George 
Washington. 


Ralph  Tanning  was  a  son  of  Stephen  Tanning  and  Abigail  Hart. 
The  TANNING  FAMITY  originally  came  from  Wales  and  there  is 
strong  tradition  that  three  brothers  of  that  name  settled  in  Tong 
Island.  They  later  removed  to  New  Jersey  one  going  to  Northern 
part  a  second  to  Southern  section  and  the  third,  RATPH,  to  Maiden¬ 
head,  now  known  as  Tawrenceville .  His  name  appears  as  a  grantee 
of  land  on  which  to  build  a  church  in  the  village  in  l698-l699* 

Stephen  Tanning  died  in  I78O.  They  had  nine  children;  Ralph, 
Robert,  Elijah,  Stephen,  Sarah,  Abigail,  Mary,  Elizabeth  and  Mercy. 

Ralph,  Sarah's  father  married  ETIZABETH  JONES  17^0-  March  17; 
1808.  He  was  a  2nd.  Tieut.  In  Captain  Hunts  Co.  1st.  Regt.  Hunter¬ 


don  County  troops,  June  I7,  1776  and  scout  and  guide  to  Gen. 
Washington  (pp  445  Stryker s  Jerseymen  in  the  Revolutionary  War) 
Ralph  and  Elizabeth  had,  Samuel  1768-l8l4;  Joseph  I769-I823  married 
IVhry  Jones  1775-May  10,  I8I9;  IVhry  married  Joshua  Reed,  Elizabeth 
married  Elijah  Hendrickson,  Abigail  died  single  in  I838;  Sarah  who 
George  Beavers  and  Joshua  eventually  married  and  had  Tydla 
and  Abner  as  children.

She  was  youngest  of  nine  children  and 
had  brothers  and  sisters,  Benjamin  Hart  died  l806  married  a  Hannah  Cook; 
Samuel  Hart  married  a  Sarah  Webster  of  Long  Island;  Ralph  died  1772 
married  Jemlna  Woolsey  as  first  wife  and  then  a  Miss  Updike;  Joslah  died

FRITTS  FAMILY  BACKGROUND 

The  writer  will  be  pardoned,  I  am  sure,  for  devoting  so  much  space 
to  this  family  group,  as  it  is  to  this  group  that  he  himself  belongs. 
Therefore  it  is  q.uite  natural  for  him  to  repay  himself  for  his  long  years 
of  work  in  relating  facts  with  which  he  became  more  familiar  and  received 
more  assistance  from  descendants  as  to  details. 

The  name  is  of  German  origin  and  has  perhaps  been  spelled  in  many 
ways  l.e.  Fritts,  Fritz,  Frletsche,  Frits,  Fretz,  Freets,  Frettz,  Fritsch 
and  Frets .  It  has  been  used  as  a  nick-name  for  Frederick  and  in  the  old 
country  meant  practically  the  same  thing.  The  early  members  of  this 
family  spelled  it  Fritz  or  Fretz,  and  are  believed  to  have  migrated  from 
Manheim  Germany  to  Philadelphia  sometime  between  1710  and  1725.  in  what 
was  known  as  the  big  Second  Migration.  Many  of  them  were  Mennonites  and 
are  said  to  have  come  to  America  to  escape  religious  persecution. 

John  and  a  younger  brother  Christian  were  the  first  to  reach  America 
and  it  is  believed  that  they  were  brothers  of  our  Frederick.  Frederick 
Fritts  (#2)  (as  we  shall  now  call  him)  was  born  in  Germany  November  11, 

1732  (Died  May  10,  I816)  and  migrated  to  America  sometime  previous  to 
1756  on  a  sailing  vessel  captained  by  a  man  named  Jewell.  His  father  and 
mother  accompanied  him, 

A  very  interesting  story  is  told  about  this  voyage.  The  ship  landed 
in  Philadelphia,  but  during  a  storm  at  sea,  Frederick's  father,  also  a 
Frederick  (#1),  was  washed  over  board  and  lost  his  life.  He  had  all  his 
money  in  a  belt  about  his  waist  and  this  of  course  went  down  with  him. 

As  it  was  the  custom  in  those  days  to  pay  for  an  ocean  voyage  at  its 
termination,  probably  based  on  its  duration,  the  widow  Fritts  went  to 
work  as  a  domestic  for  Captain  Jewell  until  her  passage  was  paid  for  and 
her  son  Frederick  was  bound  out  to  a  passenger  who  had  paid  his  fare  for 
him.  In  a  year  or  so,  the  widow  was  married  to  Captain  Jewell,  who  was 
a  widower  with  one  daughter  Cornelia,  and  young  Frederick,  who  had  met 
Cornelia,  became  her  husband.  A  really  dramatic  but  true  story. 

Captain  Jewell  was  a  wealthy  sea  captain  and  owned  a  fleet  of  sailing 
vessels  and  Jewell's  wharf  in  Brooklyn  near  foot  of  Fulton  Street  was 
named  after  him.  There  was  also  a  flour  mill  at  this  location  from  I856 
to  1897  owned  by  various  members  of  the  Jewell  family;  Theo.  E.  Jewell, 
Herbert  S.  Jewell  and  Edward  M.  Jewell  later  becoming  the  Jewell  Milling 
C  ompany . 

Frederick  (#2)  settled  in  the  wilderness  of  Spruce  Run.,  N.J.  where 
his  father-in-law  (also  step-father)  had  presented  land  to  his  daughter 
Cornelia  upon  her  marriage  to  Frederick  in  1756.  We  also  find  a  conveyance 
to  Frederick  Fritts  (#2)  from  William  Coxe  in  I76O,  followed  by  many  other 
sales  from  the  same  source. 
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An  article  in  the  Hunterdon  County  Republican  July  lU,  I87O  says  Frederick 
Frltts  lived  near  the  present  Spruce  Run  Lutheran  Church,  which  originally 
was  built  in  1795* 

Coming  from  Glen  Gardner  to  Spruce  Run  is  a  road  passing  the  church 
and  a  little  beyond  it  a  road  comes  in  from  the  left.  Old  descendants 
living  in  1947  claim  that  at  this  corner  stood  the  original  Frltts  log 
cabin,  but  differ  as  to  on  which  corner  it  stood. 

In  telling  about  the  early  days  of  Spruce  Run  Church  it  is  said  that 
"they  cut  logs  from  yellow  poplar  trees  and  hauled  them  to  the  sawmill  of 
Jacob  Lernenger  at  Clarksville  and  to  Philip  Anthony  of  Anthonytown^who 
probably  contributed  the  sawing  toward  the  erection  of  this  edifice". 

The  old  original  church  was  torn  down  to  be  replaced  by  the  present  one 
in  1835.  Before  1775  the  people  came  to  worship  in  Frederick  Frltts' 
barn  on  Sundays  and  they  came  to  dance  there  on  weekdays  from  quite  a 
distance,  the  deacon  "being  the  fiddler". 

Frederick  Frltts  (#2)  while  not  active  as  a  fighting  man  during  the 
Revolution  was  paid  for  his  services  to  the  cause  by  receiving  I80  pounds 
from  Commissary  General  Dunham.  Besides  the  usual  hardships  of  our  early 
ancestors  in  clearing  grounds,  cutting  through  roads  etc,  and  fighting 
hostile  Indians,  there  came  a  financial  crisis  in  1778.  The  dollar  which 
the  year  previous  in  1777  "wsls  valued  at  seven  shillings,  six -pence, 
dropped  in  Nhrch  I778  to  only  two  and  a  half  pence  and  on  May  I8,  1778 
became  worthless . 

Frederick  Frltts  Jr.  (#3)  married  a  Rachael  Steymets,  who  was  a 
granddaughter  of  Casparus  Steymets  who  came  to  New  Amsterdam  from  his 
native  Holland  about  l640.  In  later  years  Casparus  moved  to  Bergen  N.J. 
to  take  charge  of  a  farm  belonging  to  The  West  India  Company  of  Holland. 
Casparus  Steymets  was  very  prominent  in  the  community,  served  as  Judge  of 
the  Court,  Captain  of  a  Military  Company,  and  later  was  elevated  to  the 
upper  house  of  the  First  State  Legislature  that  met  in  Elizabethtown  N.J. 
under  Governor  Carteret . 

Our  Benjamin  Frltts  was  a  stone  mason  and  he  and  his  sons  built  many 
stone  houses  and  barns  in  the  valley  of  the  South  Branch  of  the  Raritan 
River  between  High  Bridge  and  Long  Valley  (German  Valley)  on  Schooley's 
Mountain.  As  was  customary  then,  each  craftsman  used  a  symbol  to  desig¬ 
nate  his  work.  The  Frltts  family  masonic  symbol  was  a  brick  circle  (hole 
in  center)  placed  in  top  of  triangle  on  ends  of  buildings  just  under  peak 
of  roof.  Many  of  these  signs  are  visible  today  and  many  stone  buildings 
built  by  the  early  Frltts 's  are  in  still  good  use.  One  very  large  two 
story  barn  has  besides  the  single  emblem  or  trademark  at  top,  two  rows  of 
same  acting  as  ventilators.  It  is  located  more  than  a  mile  from  High 
Bridge . 

Mrs.  Charles  Geist  of  High  Bridge  historian  for  an  association  of 
"Descendants  of  Frederick  Frltts"  organized  about  1935^  was  of  great 
assistance  in  gathering  these  facts  about  our  early  ancestors. 

In  checking  tombstone  records  in  ascertaining  dates  of  our  Benjamin 
Frltts,  the  writer  was  confused  as  well  as  others,  by  two  graves,  identi¬ 
fied  by  stones  bearing  names  of  Benjamin  Frltts  and  a  wife  Anna  or  Nancy. 
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Only  copies  of  death  certificates  and  early  records  of  baptisms  at  Spruce 
Run  Church  finally  cleared  this  matter.  A  stone  at  Grandin  Cemetery 
(Newstone)  near  Clinton  is  for  a  Benjamin  Fritts  who  had  two  wives,  both 
Anna’s  or  Nancy,  but  both  died  very  young.  The  nearness  of  this  stone  to 
that  of  George  Beavers  and  Sarah  his  wife,  father  and  mother  of  our 
Benjamin  Fritts  own  wife  Anna  Beavers,  led  to  this  confusion.  However 
our  Benjamin  Fritts  is  buried  at  Spruce  Run  Church  Cemetery  with  most  of 
his  children.  These  two  Benjamins  might  have  been  cousins  and  there  was 
only  ten  years  difference  in  their  ages.  The  Grandin  Fritts  evidently 
were  Presbyterians  while  our  Fritts 's  were  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Records  obtained  from  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  Trenton  by  the 
writer  in  1946  tell  us  that  Benjamin  Fritts  was  a  son  of  Frederick  Fritts 
and  was  buried  on  October  1,  l86l  having  died  in  Lebanon  Township  at  age 
of  78  years.  His  wife’s  records  from  same  source  state,  "daughter  of 
George  and  Sarah  Beavers,  died  on  December  10,  I86I,"  only  a  little  over 
two  months  later  than  her  husband.  There  is  a  slight  discrepancy  of  from 
one  to  three  days  in  these  dates  when  compared  with  those  on  tombstones, 
but  probably  burial  dates  were  filed  at  Trenton.  The  Spruce  Run  church 
records  then  disclose  baptisms  of  all  Benjamin  and  Nancy’s  children. 

These  facts  above  mentioned  therefor  conclusively  prove  that  the  "Spruce 
Run"  Benjamin  Fritts  and  not  the  "Grandin"  Fritts  is  our  ancestor. 

Frederick  Fritts  (#2)  was  born  as  stated  November  11,  1732  in  Germany 
and  died  May  10,  I8I6.  He  married  Cornelia  Jewell,  born  September  I8,  1731 
and  who  died  May  2,  I816.  They  had  six  children,  William,  Frederick  Jr. 
George,  Morris,  Catherine  and  Mary. 

Frederick  Fritts  Jr.  (#3)  was  born  probably  July  7>  1759  (Calendar 
was  advanced  11  days  in  1752)  and  died  August  23,  l8l2  at  age  of  53  years, 

1  month  and  5  days.  He  married  Rachel  Steymets  who  died  April  15;  1821 
at  age  of  60  years,  4  months  and  3  days.  They  had  eight  children, 

Benjamin  Fritts  born  November  11,  I78I  married  to  Nancy  Beavers,  William, 
Margaretta,  George,  Rachael,  Morris,  Thomas  and  Jacob. 

Both  Fredericks  (#2  and  #3)  biirled  at  Spruce  Run  Cemetery  and  stones 
have  been  repaird  and  family  plot  cared  for  by  the  Frederick  Fritts 
Family  Association. 

#22  ANNA  (nancy)  BEAVERS,  daughter  of  George  and  Sarah  (Banning)  Beavers 
was  born  September  17,  1783  died  December  7,  I86I  (Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics  at  Trenton  Death  Certificate  says  died  December  10th.) 
married  to  BENJAMIN  FRITTS,  son  of  Frederick  Fritts  Jr.,  born 
November  11,  I78I  died  September  29,  I86I  (B.V.S.  certificate  says 
October  1st.)  Eleven  children  of  this  marriage:  Elizabeth,  Sarah, 
Rachael,  Samuel,  Margaret,  Twins  Nathan  and  Joseph,  Elias,  Abigail, 
Ambrose,  and  George  Beavers  Fritts. 

#221  Elizabeth  Fritts  born  February  5,  I806  died  March  5,  1874  married  to 
Michael  Honness,  son  of  Conrad  Honness,  born  June  25,  1797  died 
January  4,  I85O,  interred  at  Riverside  Cemetery,  Clinton  N.J.  (Note: 
on  death  of  husband  at  age  of  32  years  she  and  her  three  young  children 
returned  to  the  home  of  her  parents  Benjamin  and  Nancy  Fritts  to  live. 
She  was  an  expert  seamstress  and  helped  toward  support  of  her  children 
by  sewing  for  the  neighbors.  Her  son  Benjamin  Fritts  Honness  first 
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born  was  farmed  out  to  his  young  uncle  Ambrose  Frltts,  a  farmer.  She 
used  to  put  up  his  lunches  as  a  young  school  boy  often  consisting  of 
"cold  wheat  cakes  and  molasses,  which  he  detested".  Upon  Benjamin  F. 
Honness 's  marriage  in  later  years  to  Elizabeth  Probasco,  and  upon 
death  of  her  daughter-in-law  a  year  after  birth  of  her  first  grand¬ 
child,  Ada  Dusenbury  Honness  (mother  of  the  writer)  Elizabeth  Frltts 
Honness  went  to  keep  house  for  her  son  and  his  child.  She  was  a  very 
strict  church  going  person  and  created  quite  a  scene  when  her  son 
brought  home  his  first  New  York  Sunday  Newspaper  from  his  railroad 
employment,  by  throwing  it  out»  He  plainly  told  her  that  it  was  his 
home  and  never  to  do  it  again.  She  had  some  very  fine  table  linen  but 
considered  napkins  entirely  unnecessary.  One  Sunday  while  entertaining 
the  travelling  dominie  for  dinner,  she  refused  to  place  these  napkins 
upon  the  table .  The  minister  after  vainly  trying  to  lap  up  the  extra 
gravey  upon  his  mouth  and  chin,  grabbed  the  edges  of  the  fine  linen 
tablecloth  and  wiped  his  face.  This  brought  a  smile  from  the  host  and 
controlled  fury  to  the  hostess,  but  thereafter  napkins  were  placed  at 
the  plate  of  all  guests,

His 
second  wife  was  Sarah  Ann  Foster  born  August  21,  l85^  died  August  50, 
1915,  daughter  of  Thomas  Foster  whom  he  married  June  25,  186H-,  There 
were  two  children  of  this  second  marriage,  John  and  George. 

#22111  Adelaide  (Ada)  Dusenbury  Honness  was  born  April  6,  I858,  still 
living  in  1948  at  Maplewood  N.J.  who  marrled( John)  GEORGE  C.  Sonn, 
son  of  John  Christopher  Sonn  and  Ernestine  Mueller  Sonn  of  Newark  N.J,, 
born  January  1,  1859  died  May  10,  I906  (Note  George,  as  he  was  known, 
was  Professor  Sonn  of  the  old  Newark  High  School  who  taught  there  from 
I88I-I906  and  his  record  and  family  history  have  been  written  up  by 
this  writer  under  "Sonn  Family  History  in  America"  in  1938  copy  filed 
with  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  of  Newark  N.J.  for  public  use.

In  l84l  William  Beavers  married  a  Mary  Banghart  and  his 
brother  George  Beavers  married  another  Mary  Banghart  a  cousin  of  William's 
vlfe .  Your  writer  appends  herewith  a  brief  sketch  of  the  Banghart  back¬ 
ground. 

In  1874  in  a  History  of  the  Banghart  Family,  we  read  that  Jacob 
Banghart  and  his  wife  came  to  America  from  Germany  in  1740,  landing  at 
Philadelphia  with  his  family  of  five  children,  Barney,  Andrew,  Michael, 
George  and  I^ry.  They  Later  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  High  Bridge,  N«  J. 
and  the  boys  worked  in  the  iron  business  under  control  of  some  Englishmen 
whose  Government  this  country  was  under  at  the  time.  The  youngest  son 
George  Banghart  married  a  Miss  Busklrk  and  settled  where  the  venerable 
Abraham  Banghart  then  resided  and  which  place  has  been  the  homestead  of 
the  Banghart  family  for  over  120  years.  (1874) 

Barney  never  married,  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  wounded 
by  a  cannon  ball  and  disabled  for  life.  Michael  settled  near  Bridgewille 
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in  Warren  County  and  raised  a  family  of  lU  children,  one  of  whom  was 
George  Banghart,  the  renowned  pioneer  Methodist  preacher . --Andrew  married 
and  had  only  one  child  which  died  young.  George  the  youngest  son--3ettled 
where  his  youngest  son  now  lives  (18?^)  s^nd  raised  a  family  of  ten 
children,  Barney,  Peter,  George,  Mary,  John,  Thomas,  Andrew,  Michael, 
Abraham  and  William.  Michael  moved  on  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Peter  and 
Barney  went  to  Sunbury  Pa.  George  lived  near  Springtown,  Warren  County, 

N.  J.  and  Abraham  was  living  at  ripe  old  age  of  9I  187^).

In  l880  a  Mary  (Carhart)  Dusenbery,  published  a  "Genealogical 
Record  of  the  Descendants  of  Thomas  Carhart  of  Cornwall,  England"  printed 
by  A.  S.  Barnes  &  Co.  Many  copies  of  this  book  are  on  file  in  prominent 
genealogical  libraries. 

There  have  been  corrections  made  to  these  records  by  your  compiler 
as  they  were  given  to  him  by  descendants.  As  to  the  entire  branch  of 
Mary  (Polly)  Beavers,  daughter  of  George  Beavers  and  Sarah  Lanning  and 
granddaughter  of  Colonel  Beavers,  these  records  contain  as  much  information 
as  was  possible  to  get  from  the  year  l880  until  1948.

Etienne  Ganeaux  sailed  on  "de  Bever"  under  Capt.  Pieter  Reyersen 
with  his  wife  and  three  children  aged  7,  3  and  years  of  age.  He  was 
known  in  early  New  Amsterdam  records  as  Etienne  Rochelle,  it  being  the 
custom  of  the  times  to  use  the  place  from  whence  a  man  came  as  a  last 
name.  Hence  Etienne  Rochelle  meant  Etienne  from  Rochelle.  Many  of  the 
descendants  of  this  Etienne  settled  in  and  around  New  York  and  Staten 
Island  and  eventually  moved  into  New  Jersey." 

A  publication  known  as  the  "Hewitt  Manuscript"  in  1932  mentions 
among  other  Ganos,  a  Vfllliam  and  his  wife  Sarah  but  omits  any  reference 
to  a  son  Stephen.  Your  writer  however  has  discovered  the  will  of  said 
William  Gano  and  that  of  his  wife  Sarah  in  which  both  Stephen  and  Richard 
are  mentioned  as  children. 

In  New  Jersey  Wills  #1293  J  probated  Feb. 25, 1785  of  William  Gano  of 
Amwell  Township,  New  Jersey,  said  will  dated  Jan.  1785  we  find  as  bene¬ 
ficiaries,  his  wife  Sarah  and  children  Samuel,  Richard,  George,  John, 
Elizabeth,  Stephen,  Frances  and  Mary.  Stephen,  Richard  and  a  son-in-law 
Nicholas  Gulick  were  executors. 

Sarah  (Jano  widow  of  William  made  a  will  in  June  l6,  l801  probated 
April  3,  l804  in  which  beneficiaries  were,  sons,  Stephen,  Richard,  George 
and  John;  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Frances  and  Mary,  and  the  children  of  a 
deceased  son  (Samuel  died  1799)  of  Anne,  Samuel,  John,  Sarah,  Mary, 
Theodore,  Elizabeth  and  William  George  Washington  Gano. 

Mr.  Furman  did  not  connect  the  above  William  and  Sarah  definitely 
with  the  original  Etienne  Ganeaux,  but  the  repetition  of  the  name  Stephen 
leads  us  to  assume  that  William  did  belong  to  the  family  of  the  first 
Stephen  (Etienne ) . 

When  Stephen  Gano  husband  of  Catherine  Beavers  died  intestate,  his 
sons  Samuel  and  Archibald  were  appointed  to  administer  the  estate  on 
March  24,  l84l  Docket  4591  J.  at  Flemlngton,  New  Jersey.  In  Docket  l4l6 
J.  at  Flemlngton  we  find  a  will  of  an  Isaac  Gano  of  Amwell  Township  made 
in  June  1772  and  probated  on  Jan.  21,  1788  naming  an  older  son  Stephen 
Gano.  This  Isaac  was  probably  a  brother  or  cousin  of  our  William  Gano. 


#3,  Catherine  Beavers  daughter  of  Col. Joseph  Beavers  and  Anna  was  born 
Feb.  4,  1765  and  died  March  15,  1849  at  age  of  84  years,  1  month 
and  11  days.  She  married  Stephen  Gano,  son  of  William  and  Sarah 
Gano,  born  Nov.  25,  1759  and  died  March  2,  l84l  at  age  of  8l  years, 
3  months  and  7  days.  They  both  are  interred  at  Alexandria  Presby¬ 
terian  Cemetery  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  N. J.  There  were  eleven  children  of 
record :

In  'Teats  Hunterdon  County  Marriages"  we  find  a  marriage  of  a  William 
Gano  to  a  Jane  Price  on  April  17th,  l8l4,  possibly  this  William  as 
date  is  about  right. 

#32  Stephen  Gano,  Jr.  b.  d.  may  be  the  ^ephen  who  married 

an  Eliza  Cronce  on  June  24th,  1835-  la  Deed  Book  83-73  at  Fleming- 
ton,  N,  J.  we  read  that  Stephen  Gano,  Samuel,  and  Benniah  Gano  and 
their  wives  and  Archibald  Gano,  single,  sold  property  to  a  George 
Zellars. 

#33  Samuel  Gano  b.  d.  may  be  the  Samuel  who  married  on 

Dec.  3,  1825  to  a  Bebekah  Oaks. 

A  will  dated  Jan.  4,  1872  of  a  Samuel  Gano  mentions,  ch:  Holloway, 
Julia  Ann  (husband  a  Cackener)  and  Amos  J. 

#31*  Bermlah  Gano  t.  d.  Deo.  8,  1883  may  be  the  Benniah  «ho  married 

Rebecca  R.  Large  on  Dec.  30.  1841  and  had  Isabella  and  Mary  C..  maybe 
others. 

Stephen  and  brother  Samuel  are  mentioned  in  settlement  of  ^^Col. Beavers 
estate  by  receiving  money  for  "Picking  and  carting  apples  . 

#35  Sarah  Gano  b.  d.  records  missing. 

#36  Naomi  Gano  b.  Oct.  12,  l800  d.  Oct.  20,  l88l  buried  in  her  fathers 
plot  at  Mt..  Pleasant,  N.J.  Evidently  single. 

#37  Joseph  Gano  b.  d.  evidently  before  his  father  Stephen, 

married  an  Anna  ♦  A  tombstone  at  Mt.  Pleasant  in  plot 

of  father  Stephen  says  "John  Gano  died  l85-  at  age  of  26  years,  a  son 
of  Joseph  and  Anna  Gano".  Said  John  evidently  a  grandson  of  Stephen 
and  Catherine.  Archibald  Gano  a  younger  brother  of  Joseph  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Guardian  for  Joseph’s  children  on  Jan.  31,  1843. 

#371  Harry  (Henry)  Gano  b.  d. 

#372  Naomi  Gano  b.  d.  Beats  lists  the  marriage  of  a  Naomi 

Gano  to  Abraham  H.  Valentine  on  April  15,  I85O.

two  John  Gano  marriages j  John  Gano  to  Zeriah  Wagner  Jan.  7,  1843 
and  John  Gano  to  Mary  Sweezey  Jan.  9,  1845 . 

#38  Archibald  Gano  b.  Feb.  2,  l804  d.  Nov.  23,  1877,  probably  single. 
Served  as  one  of  administrators  of  father's  estate  together  with 
brother  Esmuel.

or  Elizabeth.  In  Book  120-182  at  Flemington,  N.J.  of  Deeds  wife's 
name  is  given  as  Elizabeth,  on  Page  474  Book  79  wife's  name  appears 
as  Eliza  when  they  sold  land  to  brothers  Archibald  and  Samuel  Gano. 
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#5-10  Mary  Gano  b.  June  5,  l809  d.  April  2,  I836  buried  in  father 

Stephens  plot  at  Mt.  Pleasant. 

#3-11  Robert  Beavers  Gano  b.  Jan.  7,  I813  d.  Sept.  25,  1837  also  buried 

in  father’s  plot  alongside  of  sister  Mary. 

There  were  many  Gano’s  with  similarity  in  names  among  New  Jersey 
records  and  it  is  regretted  that  some  of  the  old  folks  visited  by  your 
writer  had  no  written  records  of  previous  members  of  family.  In  hope 
that  someone  may  unravel  and  straighten  out  this  family  group  I  will 
mention  records  I  obtained  from  various  sources. 

The  burial  certificate  of  Naomi  Beavers  who  died  Oct.  30,  I88I, 
recorded  at  Trenton,  N.J.  states  that  Naomi  was  daughter  of  Stephen  Gano 
and  Catherine  Beavers. 

Bondsman  of  Samuel  and  Archibald  Gano,  administrators  of  estate  of 
Stephen  Gano  their  father  was  a  John  Tinsman  b.  I819  d.  Jan.  27,  I89I 
aged  72  years,  whose  wife  was  an  Emma line  White  died  June  15,  1916  at 
age  of  82.

Beavers -Bidleman  History 


The  name  Bidleman  has  been  spelt  in  various  records,  Bidleman, 
Biddleman,  Beidelman,  Beutelman,  Beitelman,  Bittleman,  and  perhaps  many 
other  ways. 

Eor  our  first  records  we  turn  to  the  Will  of  Valentine  Bidleman, 
found  in  Surrogates  Office  Will  Book  A,  at  Newton,  N.J.  Will  drawn  Nov. 
22,  l804  and  probated  Dec.  2k,  l804.  This  informs  us  that  Valentine 
Bidleman  must  have  died  between  those  dates. 

We  discover  that  his  wife  was  called  Barbara  as  he  so  terms  her  j a 
his  will.  Previous  records  have  called  her  Maria  Barbary  evidently  an  i: 
correct  recording  of  Maria  Barbara.  Her  last  name  we  do  not  know.

Valentine’s  will  names  his  sons,  Abraham  and  George  as  Executors. 

He  leaves  to  his  "two  grandsons  George  and  Valentine  eons  of  my  son 
Elias,  lands  in  Bloom  Township  where  Elias  now  lives  in  Bloom  Township, 
Northvimberland  County,  Pa. ,  bounded  by  lands  of  Joseph  Long  and  Peter 
Vanetta,  25  acres  plus,  conveyed  to  me  by  Peter  Huffman  and  wife". 

"To  my  sons  Elias,  George  and  Abraham",  he  mentions  award  of  several 
hundred  potinds  and  to  h^is  daughter,  Elizabeth  widow  of  Christopher  Rey¬ 
nolds;  daugher  Roslenah  (Rosinna)  wife  of  David  Waggoner,  daughter  Cath¬ 
erine  wife,  of  John  Frederick  Ernst,  he  makes  further  beq^uests.  He  then 
mention^  the  children  of  his  daugher  Roslenah,  as  Catherine  Reynolds, 

Mary  Reynolds,  Elizabeth  Reynolds,  William  Reynolds  and  George  Reynolds. 

Records  of  £t.  James  Church  "Straw  Church"  at  Greenwich,  Warren  Co., 
N.J.  state  "George  Beutelman  was  a  communicant  May  19,  1792 --  Valentine 
Beutelman,  Elias  and  wife  Barbara  between  1789-1792  and  Elizabeth  Beutel¬ 
man  on  Oct.  7,  1797".  Two  children  of  George  BEIDLEMAK  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  (Beavers)  were,  Anna  born  May  5,  1791  baptised  Sept.  25,  179b 
and  Johan  born  Aug.  27,  1796  baptised  April  25,  1797.  (Gen.  Magazine  of 
N.  J.  Vol.  9) 

Ellas  Beutelman  married  Maria  Quiney,  Oct.  7,  1781  and  Elizabeth 
Beutelman  married  March  1,  1787  to  Christopher  Reinold,  (note  spelling  of 
Reinold,  later  given  in  Valentines  will  as  Reynolds).  Daughter  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  Christopher,  Elizabeth  baptised  Aug.  5,  1792. 

In  Heller’s  History  of  Northampton  County,  Pa.  we  find  a  Lydia 
Beidelman  a  daughter  of  an  Abraham  Beidelman  in  this  line  of  descent : 

1.  Elias  Beidelman,  2.  son  Elias,  5*  son  Samuel,  4.  son  Abraham,  5.  daugh¬ 
ter  Lydia  who  married  ABRAHAM  LAUBACH. 

In  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  records  of  Easton  is  the  re¬ 
cord  of  the  birth  of  said  Lydia  Beidelman,  April  12,  I809,  daughter  of 
Abraham  and  Catharlna  Beidelman. 

In  the  manuscript  history  of  "The  Lerch  and  Laubach  Families"  by 
Mandes  Lerch,  another  Laubach  -  Beidelman  connection  is  given.  Capt 
Christian  Laubach  had  a  son  Richard  born  in  Bucks  Co.  in  1748  married 
Margaret  Beidelman.  They  had  John,  Susan,  George,  Leonard,  Elizabeth 
and  Sarah.  There  is  no  indication  here  of  who  were  the  parents  of  Mar¬ 
garet  Beidelman.  It  brings  to  light  however  another  Laubach -Beidelman 
marriage.  The  reason  I  mention  these . Laubach -Beidelman  marriages  is  to 
contradict  a  report  that  the  two  Beidelman  ladies  mentioned  were  daughters 
or  granddaughters  of  the  George  Bidleman  who  married  Col.  Beavers  daughter 
Elizabeth.  I  doubt  that  there  is  any  relationship  between  the  Laubach 
families  and  the  Beavers. 

I  believe  that  Valentine  Bidleman  1734 -l8o4  who  married  a  Barbara 

_ ,  had  one  or  more  brothers,  one  of  whom  was  the  first  ELIAS 

mentioned  in  Hellers  History  who  was  the  great -great -grandfather  of  Lydia 
who  married  Abraham  Laubach  founder  of  the  large  Easton  Store  bearing  his 
name.  That  possibly  the  Margaret  Beidelman  who  married  Richard  Laubach 
(born  1748)  was  a  much  earlier  Laubach -Beidelman  marriage  also  with  no 
Beaver  connection. 
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In  analyzing  the  will  of  Valentine  Bidleman  (173^-l80h)  and  adding 
the  church  records  of  St.  James  Church  we  find; 

Valentine  and  Barbara  Bidleman  had  the  following  children  alive  in 

iQoh: 

George  Bidleman  who  married  Elizabeth  Beavers  and  had  Anna  and  Johan 
and  seven  other  children  mentioned  in  records  of  this  marriage  in  pages 
following. 

Abraham  Bidleman  born  Nov.  19,  1772  died,  Feb.  21,  1843  who  married 
a  Mary _ born  Oct.  17,  1774  died  Aug.  11,  l821. 

Elias  Bidleman  who  married  Oct.  7,  178l  to  Maria  Quiney  and  who  had 
at  least  sons  George  and  Valentine. 

Elizabeth  Bidleman  who  married  March  1,  1787  to  Christopher  Beinold 
(Reynolds)  and  who  had  at  least  Catherine,  Mary,  Elizabeth  born  Aug.  5, 
1792,  William  and  George,  and  Henry  born  after  l804. 

Eosienah  (Rosanna)  who  married  David  Waggoner  and  had  Sarah,  Sabina, 
Elizabeth,  Jacob,  and  possibly  two  more  "all  deceased  in  I888"  according 
to  an  old  family  record. 

Catherine  married  JOHN  FREDERICK  ERNST. 

Other  Bidleman  records^  not  placed  as  to  direct  connections,  if  any 
with,  Beavers,  are: 

Henry  Bidleman  born  July  1,  1777  died  Oct.  10,  I818  who  married  a 
Mary  Frees  (born  1775  died  Aug.  7,  l840)  Note  the  name  of  Frees  being 
same  as  that  of  husband  of  Naomi  Beavers  (Elizabeth  Beavers  Bidleman 's 
sister ) 

An  Elizabeth  Bidleman  who  married  a  William  Green  (she  died  in  I83I 
at  age  of  22  years) 

Maria  Bidleman  who  married  a  Staples. 

Henry  Bidleman  who  married  a  Louise  Hecht  (died  I888) 

Catherine  Bidleman  married  a  Charles - . 

Abraham  Bidleman,  who  died  single. 

Ann  Maria  Bidleman  born  Feb.  28,  1820  d.  Dec.  19,  1875  married  to 
a  James  H.  Groff. 

Among  old  family  records  is  a  memorandum  that  an  Elias  Bidleman 
"went  to  China  as  a  young  man". 

It  has  been  incorrectly  recorded  in  previous  histories  that  Catherine 
Bidleman  was  a  daughter  of  George  and  Elizabeth  and  that  she  married 
twice,  first  a  Reynalds  and  then  an  Ernst,  but  the  will  of  Valentine 
Bidleman  in  l804  mentions  one  of  his  daughters  marrying  a  Christopher 
Reynalds  (Reinhold)  and  one  a  John  Frederick  Ernst.  A  George  Reynold  and 
a  Dr.  Henry  R.  Reynold  of  Copperstown,  N.Y.  may  have  been  connected  with 
this  Reynold  (Reynold)  family  as  I  found  a  memorandum  to  that  effect  and 
a  Reverend  John  Ernst  of  the  Episcopal  Church  was  also  mentioned  as  a 
descendant  of  Catherine  (Bidleman)  Ernst. 


7^4  Elizabeth  Beavers  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  Anna  was  born 
Dec.  12,  1767  d.  Nov.  12,  l855  who  married  in  1790  to  George  Biddleman 
^many  spellings)  son  of  a  Valentine  Biddleman  (1730-l8o4  and  his  wife 
Marie  Berbary)  born  Dec.  5,  1765  and  died  July  20,  I817.  Elizabeth  and 
George  buried  in  what  is  called  "Straw  Church  (Lutheran)  Cemetery  near 
Belvidere,  N,J. 
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In  a  History  of  Easton,  Pa.  the  name  Biddleman  is  spelled  Beidelman. 

The  site  of  Bloomsbury,  N.J.  was  owned  in  l8l0  by  George  Beidelman  of 
Easton,  Pa.  A  William  Beidelman  inherited  same  eventually.  His  home 
was  on  corner  of  Bridge  St.  and  Little  York  Eoad  occupied  by  a  Henry 
Gardner  in  l88l. 

The  Green  Family  of  Easton  enter  into  this  family  group.  William  Green 
was  born  in  England  and  left  at  20  years  of  age.  He  died  in  1722  in 
Ewing  Township,  N.J.  He  married  about  1700  to  Joanne  Reeder,  daughter 
of  John  Reeder  of  Long  Island  and  they  had  twelve  children.  Enoch  Green 
who  married  Mary  Bldleman  was  a  descendant  of  this  William. 

i'-hl  Ann  Bidleman  b.  May  5,  1791  baptised  Sept.  25,  1791  St.  James  Church 
d.  March  26,  l840  daughter  of  Elizabeth  and  George  married  a  Henry 
Jones  b.  1788?  d.  Aug.  12,  I826.  There  were  six  children.  Upon 
death  of  Henry,  Ann  was  reported  to  have  moved  to  vicinity  of  Lock- 
port,  N.Y.  with  her  entire  family.  The  bodies  of  the  parents  were 
returned  to  Straw  Church  Cemetery.

Henry  Jones  appeared 
for  his  mother's  mother  Elizabeth  Beavers  Bidleman  in  receiving 
money  from  Stephen  Gano  executor  of  Col.  Beavers  estate,  since  his 
grandfather  died  within  a  year  of  Col.  Beavers  and  his  own  father 
before  entire  estate  was  settled.

Rebecca  Beavers -William  Hunt  Branch. 
Notes  on  the  Hunt  Family. 


"The  History  of  the  Hunt  Family"  written  by  Jesse  Sinclair  of  Holland, 
N.J.  in  1894  and  revised  by  William  Wilson  Hunt  of  Jersey  City,  N.J.  in 
1900,  and  again  amended  by  George  Ucie  Stevenson  of  Chicago  in  1930  were 
used  for  earlier  information  about  the  Hunt  Family  contained  herewith  and 
condensed  by  the  writer.  Many  additions  however  of  missing  records  and 
new  names  have  been  added  since  1930  by  this  writer. 

He  wishes  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Dr.  Montgomery  LaRoche  of  Engle¬ 
wood,  N.J.  for  loaning  his  records,  to  Mrs.  Leon  Thornton  of  Hanover,  N.J., 
and  to  Col.  M.  Preston  Goodfellow  now  of  Pocatello,  Idaho  for  their  valu¬ 
able  assistance. 

The  Hunts  came  from  England.  Ralph  Hunt,  the  ancestor  of  the  Hunts 
in  America,  was  an  Englishman  and  supposedly  a  Royalist.  He  was  a  warm 
follower  of  Charles  Stuart  the  Second.  Upon  this  Kings  defeat,  he  fled 
to  America  and  settled  in  what  is  now  Queens  County  long  Island,  N.  Y. 

He  was  one  of  several  who  purchased  from  the  Indians  the  land  on  which 
Newtown  in  said  County  was  laid  out  in  I656. ,  and  was  one  of  the  Patentees 
thereof.  His  will  was  dated  Jan.  12,  I676  and  he  died  leaving  children; 
Ralph,  Edward,  John,  Samuel,  Anna  and  Mary  (See  Snell’s  History  of  Sussex 
and  VJarren  Counties,  N.J.  ) 

Samuel  settled  at  Maidenhead  (now  Lawrenceville )  and  had  several 
children;  Samuel,  Ralph,  John,  Thomas,  Jesse,  Mary  and  Anna.  He  left 
lands  to  several  of  them  but  to  Thomas  a  legacy . 

Thomas  was  born  about  1705  Q’Ud  in  a  will  made  by  him  and  his  wife 
Abigail,  he  left  to  a  son  Edward  in  1779  some  land  in  Amwell  Township, 

N.J.  VJiat  estate  Thomas  Hunt  may  have  possessed  in  Amwell,  we  have  no 
means  of  determining,  but  it  was  no  doubt  considerable,  since  it  is  well 
known  that  he  owned  several  hundred  acres  of  ground  in  Greenwich,  Sussex 
County  (Now  Warren  Co.).  Records  of  his  and  his  wife's  death  have  been 
sought  but  undiscovered,  but  it  is  known  that  he  had  a  son  Edward  who  was 

born  in  1734  and  married  in  1759  to  a  Mary  _ .  In  1772  he  purchased 

of  Israel  Pemberton  222^  acres  of  ground  lying  at  Junction  of  the  Dela¬ 
ware  and  Musconetcong  Rivers,  Deed  of  land  recorded  in  Secretary's  office 
at  Burlington,  N.J.  (Liber  A.F.  of  Deeds  Folio  476) 

He  bought  much  additional  land  at  various  times.  He  was  said  to  be 
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the  founder  of  the  hamlet  now  called  Elegelsville,  N.J.  His  will  was 
dated  March  10,  1786  and  he  left  a  widow  and  eight  children;  Edward, 
William,  John,  Ann,  Rebecca,  Katurah,  Amelia  and  Hannah. 

WILLIAM  HURT,  second  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  Hunt,  has  been  given  two 
sets  of  dates,  one  from  family  tradition  (copied  into  previous  histories) 
and  a  set  obtained  from  the  Old  Hunt  Family  Bible  at  Byron,  Ill.  We  give 
both  sets  in  this  recording  and  definite  check  was  made  almost  impossible 
due  to  failure  to  find  a  burial  spot  of  WILLIAM.  He  inherited  his  father's 
land  at  Finesville,  N.J.  and  he  may  have  been  buried  on  this  property  in 
an  old  orchard  burial  groxmd  alongside  of  the  Old  Hunt  House  which  was 
standing  in  1894,  or  in  an  unmarked  grave  in  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Church 
Graveyard,  The  body  of  his  wife  Rebecca  Beavers  Hunt  lies  buried  at  Mil¬ 
ford,  N,J. 

William  and  Rebecca  and  all  of  their  children  were  baptised  at  Old 
Greenwich  Church  in  June  of  l8l2.  Previous  printed  histories  claim  that 
William  was  born  in  either  1766  or  1768  and  died  about  l8l2. 

William  was  alloted  land  by  his  father’s  will  which  included  the  land 
on  which  Finesville  was  located.  About  l800  he  erected  a  stone  house 
which  in  1894  was  still  standing.  He  died  young,  about  45-49  years  of 
age.  At  his  death  his  home  was  sold  to  John  L.  Fine  and  1849  to  John  L. 
Riegel  who  owned  it  in  1894. 

His  wife  Rebecca  Beavers  who  was  born  near  Bloomsbury,  N.J.  and  who 
died  near  Finesville  was  burled  at  Milford  N.J.  A  monument  was  erected 
to  her  memory  by  her  grand -daughter  Sarah  Ellen  Hunt  who  later  became 
Mrs.  John  Forman  Godley  of  Trenton, New  Jersey  and  who  died  after  a  second 
marriage  to  Willard  Harvey  Young  of  Trenton,  N.  J.

THE  BEAVERS -LAROCHE  BRANCH. 

Although  there  have  been  several  conflicting  stories  about  the  origin 
of  the  LaRoche's,  research  made  by  George  Urie  Etevenson  for  a  member  of 
that  family,  backed  by  family  records  in  the  LaRoche  Family  Bible  (pub¬ 
lished  by  Hogan  &  Thompson  of  Phila.  in  1839),  the  LaRoche  blble  possessed 
by  Mrs.  Alice  LaRoche  Watson  of  Illinois  in  1929,  aud  The  Hunt  Family 
Bible  of  Byron,  Ill.  the  writer  reviews  the  family  background. 

T.  Zachariah  Faughlevoy  LaRoche  (The  LaRoche  name  was  added  in  coming 
to  America)  was  born  November  2k,  1768  in  Berne  Switzerland  and  died 
Dec,  11,  l848  in  Delaware  Township,  N.J.  interred  near  Old  Dumpier  Meeting 
House  alongside  his  wife  who  was  Ann  Bevan  b.  July  30,  I78O  at  Sandbrook, 
Hunt  Co.  daughter  of  Philip  Bevan  Aug.  6,  1757 -Feb.  12,  1849  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  Price  b.  April  2,  I760  d.  Dec.  20,  I8II  of  a  Long  Island  family 
of  Prices.  Ann  Bevan  LaRoche  died  Mar.  13,  I85I  (some  records  say  the 
15th.)  aged  70  years  plus. 

Zachariah  came  to  America  in  1794  to  vicinity  of  what  is  now  French- 
town  bringing  with  him  grape  cuttings,  thus  propagating  the  first  Delaware 
grapes  in  the  U.S.  The  town  he  left  behind  in  Switzerland  was  La  Roche 
and  he  assumed  that  name  in  preference  to  his  patronym  of  Faughlevoy,  His 
descendants  kept  the  family  name  as  a  middle  name  in  a  great  many  instances 
but  with  many  different  "phonetic"  spellings. 

His  graijdson  William  Tell  LaRoche  while  travelling  in  Europe  visited 
Berne,  Switzerland  and  in  company  with  its  Burgomaster,  saw  the  ornate 
tomb  of  the  Faughlevoys  buried  there. 

Coming  to  America  with  Zachariah  F  LaRoche  was  an  old  friend,  Pay¬ 
master-General  of  the  Royalist  French  Army,  one  General  Paul  Henri  Mai let - 
Provost,  and  a  small  colony  of  French  and  Swiss  refugees  and  the  settle¬ 
ment  they  established  in  time  acqired  name  of  Frenchtown,  N.J.  In  later 
years  General  Mallet -Provost  who  was  very  fond  of  Zachariah *3  son  Lewis 
(Louis)  gave  to  the  later  a  handsome  oil  portrait  of  himself  which  was 
last  known  to  be  in  possession  of  Lady  Howland  Roberts,  to  whom  it  des¬ 
cended,  and  hung  on  her  wall  in  London,  England. 

Snell (s  History  page  4o6-7 )  says  that  Zachariah  was  a  farmer  in 
Frenchtown.  On  page  #405  it  is  related  that  General  Mallet -Provost  bought 
968  acres  of  land  in  Alexandria-on-the -Delaware  from  a  Thomas  Lowery  on 
Dec,  4,  1794  for  7664  pounds  and  transferred  893  acres  on  Jan.  19,  l802 
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to  Andrew  PEEVOST. 

Louis  Faughlevoy  LaEoche  a  son  of  Zachariah  built  and  kept  "The 
Temperance  House"  in  l840,  a  stone  hotel  and  it  was  here  that  most  of  his 
family  were  born. 


THE  EUNT-LAROCHE  FAMILY.

Upon  death  of  Permelia,  Louis  LaEoche  followed  the  lead  of  his  brother- 
in-law  Joseph  Beavers  Hunt  (Who  moved  to  Eockford,  Ill.  in  I856)  and 
in  1857,  moved  to  Wilmington,  Will  Co.  Illinois  with  his  three  younger 
sons  and  his  daughter  Alice,  where  he  settled  on  a  wheat  farm.  Here 
he  met  a  widow  named  Mrs.  Binney  who  had  a  daughter  by  her  first  mar¬ 
riage,  and  they  were  married.  There  were  no  children  of  this  second 
marriage.  Louis’s  second  wife,  who  survived  him,  was  held  in  affec¬ 
tionate  esteem  by  her  step-children  and  their  descendatns.  There 
were  twelve  children  born  to  Louis  LaEoche  and  Permelia.

To  this  branch  of  the  Beavers  Family,  the  Late  George  Urle  Stevenson 
of  Chicago,  Ill.  belonged.  As  a  professional  genealogist  he  quite  natural 
ly  developed  to  the  fullest  the  descendants  of  Naomi  Beavers  and  James 
Frees.  George’s  sister  Mrs.  Lucille  Stevenson  Dalrymple  also  of  Chicago, 
graciously  turned  over  to  this  writer,  her  brothers  records.  The  infoimaa 
tion  following  therefore  with  exception  of  foreword  and  a  few  added  dates 
since  George’s  death,  are  exactly  as  turned  over  to  me  (H.A.S.)

Jacobup  is  the  Latin  of  James  and  there  is,  quoting  from 
G.U.S, -"strong  possibility  that  this  is  the  record  of  my  great-grand¬ 
father  James  Frees,  as  the  dates  of  his  military  service  would  thus  show 
that  he  enlisted  to  fight  the  Indians  when  he  was  16  years  of  age,  a  cir¬ 
cumstance  corroborated  by  the  date  of  his  marriage."

SARAH  BEAVERS  -  THOMAS  KITCHEN 

#7  Sarah  Beavers,  daughter  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  and  his  wife,  Ann, 
was  probably  born  about  1759  "  1760,  if  she  was  about  the  same  age  as 
her  husband,  who  we  know  is  Thomas  E.  Kitchen,  born  1759,  nnd  who  died 
in  1837.  Sarah  was  living  as  late  as  October  9th,  I830,  when  she  re¬ 
ceived  a  payment  from  Stephen  Gano,  executor  of  her  father’s.  Col. 
Beavers,  estate.  The  writer  has  run  into  considerable  difficulty  in 
getting  any  Information  regarding  the  Kitchen  family,  but  by  piecing 
together  some  tomb  stone  records,  baptism  records,  and  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  George  Kitchen,  Iving  in  Milford,  N.J.,  in  1944,  has 
been  able  to  arrive  at  the  following  conclusion,  and  wherever  possible, 
these  conclusions  are  substantiated  by  dates. 

The  name  Kitchen  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  New  Jersey.  The  family  came 
from  the  British  Isles.  New  England,  Reg.  Vol.  3,  277  from  Salem, 

Mass.  Robt.  Kitchen  b.  I658  d.  Oct.  28,  17^2.  married  Mary  Boardman 
daughter  of  MaJ.  Vm.  Boardman  of  Cambridge  and  had  John  Kitchen 
b,  1683  at  Salem.  Mr.  George  Kitchen  relates  that  his  grandfather 
was  Adam  Kitchen  who  was  the  youngest  of  five  brothers  and  that  Adam 
was  born  1796  and  died  August  2,  I866,  at  the  age  of  68  years,  11 
months  and  7  days.  Adam  married  twice,  his  first  wife  being  Phoebe 
Sebold,  who  died  September  12,  1844,  and  appears  to  have  been  the  mother 
of  at  least  three  children: 
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William  Kitchen  horn  I83I 

Whitfield  H.  Kitchen  born  1834,  who  married  Cathrine  Eittenhouse 
Mary,  born  l837  died  I866. 

Upon  the  death  of  Phoebe  Sebold  Kitchen,  her  husband  Adam,  married  a 
much  younger  woman,  Margaret  Euple,  who  was  born  about  I8IO,  and  who 
died  April  10th,  i860,  at  the  age  of  49  years,  4  months,  6  days. 

Adam's  son  Whitefield  Kitchen,  above  mentioned  had  at  least  5  children. 

Mary  Louise  Kitchen  born  I856  died  188O. 

Sarah  Elizabeth  born  l859,  '^ho  was  named  after  her  aunt  Sarah 
Beavers  Kitchen. 

Thomas  Elwood  Kitchen  born  I865  died  1942,  named  after  his  liicle 
Thomas  E.  Kitchen,  husband  of  Sarah  Beavers  Kitchen. 

George  Ervey  Kitchen,  born  in  1873,  who  furnished  most  of  this 
information. 

Alsion  Whitfield  Kitchen  born  I876. 

Thomas  E.  Kitchen,  husband  of  Sarah  Beavers,  was  the  oldest  brother  of 
Adam  Kitchen.  We  definitely  know  that  Sarah  had  at  least  two  children, 
possibly  more. 

7-/71  William  Kitchen,  whose  dates  I  don't  have,  was  apparently  the  oldest 
child  of  Sarah  (Beavers )  Kitchen  and  Thomas  Kitchen,  and  he  was  alive 
in  1819  when  he  received  in  I819  money  from  the  estate  of  his  grand¬ 
father  Col.  Beavers  on  account  of  his  mother's  legacy.  May  11,  I819. 

#72  Ann  Kitchen,  sister  of  William  was  alive  in  I817  when  she  was  mention¬ 
ed  as  one  of  the  many  grandchildren  by  the  name  of  Ann  in  her  grand¬ 
mother's,  Ann,  will. 

It  is  thought  that  Thomas  and  Sarah  may  have  joined  in  the  migration 
of  Hunterdon  county  folk  to  the  vicinity  of  Sunbury,  Pa.  soon  after  the 
beginning  of  the  19th  century,  along  with  her  sisters,  and  brothers -in-law, 
the  Houghawouts  and  Cases,  but  we  seem  to  lose  track  of  any  Klthcens  in 
N.J.  with  Beavers  connections. 

A  Thomas  Kitchen  lived  1791-1795  at  Fishing  Creek  Township.  No.  of 
Bloomsbury,  now  Columbia  County,  Pa. 

It  might  be  well  to  mention  here,  information  gathered  with  some  ef¬ 
fort,  regarding  the  Kitchen  family,  although  there  is  no  blood  connection 
with  the  Beavers. 

Among  the  other  brothers  of  Adam  were  James  Kitchen  born  in  1765,  died 
March  l4th,  I825  at  the  age  of  59  years,  4  months  and  17  days,  who  married 
Catherine,  who  died  July  23,  1833  at  the  age  of  6l  years  2  months  and  25 
days  and  James  and  Catherine  had :

1821. 


Another  brother  of  Adam,  John  Kitchen,  born  1777  died  l84l,  had 
Stewart,  Benjamin,  and  a  Sarah  Bakeman  Kitchen.  All  three  were  baptized 
at  Old  Greenwich  in  February  l8l5.  The  daughters  middle  name,  Bakeman, 
might  be  a  clue  as  to  the  wife  of  John  as  well  as  Benjamin’s  middle  name 
which  was  Me  Cullough. 

The  writer  will  list  herewith  various,  baptism,  marriage  and  burial 
reoerds  which  he  has  accumulated  in  gathering  the  Kitchen  family  informa¬ 
tion,  although  many  of  them  may  have  no  direct  bearing  on  Beavers  descend¬ 
ants.

MARY  BEAVERS- -ALEXANDER  WHITE 

^8  Mary  Beavers,  daughter  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers,  and  one  of  two  chil¬ 
dren  whom  your  writer  believes  was  born  to  a  Mary  White,  the  first 
wife  of  the  Colonel  ,  was  believed  to  have  been  born  around  1748-1750 
and  died  about  l826  in  Lewis  County,  Va.  (now  West  Va.).  She  first 
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married  a  Clifford,  believed  to  have  been  a  eon  or  nephew  of  George 
and  Mary  Clifford  of  Hunterdon  County.  Her  second  husband  was  Alexander 
V/hite  of  Sussex  County,  proved  by  a  marriage  bond  on  file  in  the 
Secretary  of  State’s  Office  in  Trenton,  dated  January  25,  I769,  in  which 
her  name  is  given  as  "Mary  Clif ford-widow,  spinster."  The  fellow  bonds¬ 
man  for  Alexander  was  Charles  Hoff,  a  member  of  a  prominent  Sussex 
County  family.  The  exact  date  of  Alexander's  birth,  we  were  unable  to 
find,  but  presume  it  to  be  about  1752,  as  given  in  a  History  of  The 

White  Family,  published  in  1939  by  a  Eoscoe  E.  White  of  West  Virginia. 

Alexander  died  in  l8l4.  The  selection  of  the  possible  birth  dates  for 
Mary  Beavers  is  based  on  the  Theory  that  being  a  young  widow  in  I769 
she  quite  possibly  was  born  at  least  eighteen  to  twenty  years  earlier. 

As  to  the  parentage  of  Alexander  White,  her  husband,  he  is  thought  to 
be  from  a  different  family  of  Whites  than  the  Alexander  White  who  married 
Mary  McMurtrie  and  who  was  the  brother  of  Mary  White,  the  first  wife  of 
Colonel  Joseph  Beavers.  In  reading  through  the  settlement  papers  of 
Col.  Beavers  estate,  we  find  that  on  November  2,  I818,  Stephen  Gano  paid 
to  "Mary  White  the  sum  of  $505.16  in  full  settlement  of  her  legacy."  On 

March  1,  I825,  seven  years  later,  the  executor  paid  out  the  sum  of  $100.00 

to  a  Henry  White  of  Virginia  "on  account  of  his  mother's  legacy",  and 
repeated  this  procedure  on  March  22,  three  weeks  later,  with  an  additional 
$150.00  to  Henry  White,  "attorney  for  Mary  White  of  Lewis  County,  Va." 

In  the  will  of  Mary  (Beavers)  White,  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the 
County  Clerk  of  Lewis  County,  W.  Va. ,  Will  Book  ^1,  page  220,  we  find  that 
Mary  says  "and  I  give  and  bequeath  all  the  money  tiaat  is  coming  from  my 

father's  estate  to  my  sons - ".  This  was  on  July  20,  I826  when  the  will 

was  drawn  and  at  a  time  when  Col.  Beavers  estate  was  in  the  process  of 
settlement . 

In  addition,  several  descendants  of  Alexander  White  in  Virginia 
state  that  their  families  have  handed  down  to  them  the  information  that 
their  ancestor,  Mary  White,  was  a  "daughter  of  the  Col.  Beavers  in  New 
Jersey. " 

We  find  reference  in  the  will  of  the  widow  of  Col.  Beavers  to  a 
granddaughter,  Ann  White,  and  Mary  and  Alexander  had  a  daughter  by  that 
name . 


The  Wliite  History,  published  by  Mr.  Eoscoe  E.  White  in  1939,  giving 
background  of  this  family,  and  in  so  mush  as  it  applies  to  connections 
with  the  Beavers  Family,  gives  data  which  more  recent  discoveries  seem  to 
amend. 


Descendants  of  the  White  Family  of  Greenwich,  and  in  which  title  still 
remains  to  original  land  purchased  in  that  section,  state  that  a  Thomas 
White,  dates  unknown,  was  the  father  of  Alexander  White  of  "Whitehall"  and 
that  this  Alexander  was  born  about  1735  and  died  in  1776  and  that 
Alexander's  wife  was  Mary  McMurtrie.  Among  the  records  of  the  old  Judge 
Joseph  Mackey  Eoseberry  of  Belvidere,  N.  J,  was  found  a  memorandum  that 
Mary  White  was  born  in  May,  1730  and  that  she  was  the  wife  of  Colonel 
Joseph  Beavers.  This  date  for  Mary’s  birth  would  seem  to  place  her  as  a 
sister  to  Alexander  White  who  married  Mary  McMurtrie.  These  same  New  Jersey 
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descendants  of  Thomas  White  cannot  place  the  Alexander  White,  horn  about 
1752,  who  married  Colonel  Beavers'  daughter,  Mary,  a  young  widow  previously 
of  a  Clifford.  I  believe  since  the  records  show  our  Alexander  was  a 
resident  of  Greenwich  in  Sussex  County,  in  the  same  vicinity  as  the 
Alexander  White  of  "Whitehall",  born  about  seventeen  years  earlier,  that 
Thomas  White  possibly  had  a  brother  or  cousin  for  an  ancestor  of  our 
Alexander . 

Regarding  said  THOMAS  WHITE,  there  is  some  interesting  data  that 
could  possibly  tie  in  with  his  family  background  that  came  to  my  attention 
through  correspondence  with  Mrs.  Rebecca  D.  White  of  Onondaga  Street, 

Ann  Harbor,  Michigan,  just  as  this  history  was  ready  for  reproduction. 

A  Dr.  John  White,  an  apothecary  of  Paisley  Scotland,  called  his 
estate,  "Whitehall",  the  very  same  name  that  Alexander  White  of  Sussex 
County,  N.  J.,  the  brother  of  Mary  White,  first  wife  of  Colonel  Beavers, 
gave  to  his  residence  in  the  1760's.  Said  Dr.  John  White  had  a  Dr.  Robert 
White  b.  1694  in  Paisley,  Scotland  who  came  to  Virginia  and  died  there 
February  11,  1755,  whose  wife  was  a  Margaret  Hoge  of  Delaware.  They  had 
among  other  children,  Alexander  White  whose  first  wife  was  a  sister  of 
Governor  James  Wood;  a  Thomas  who  died  in  1825;  a  John  who  married  an 
Ann  Patton  and  a  Robert. 

There  was  also  a  Thomas  White  born  in  England,  in  1599  and  who  died 
in  August  of  1679,  in  Weymouth,  Mass.  Will  dated  July  5,  1679  recorded 
in  Suffolk  County,  Mass. 

These  two  families,  one  Scotch  and  the  other  English,  might  have  some 
connection  with  Whites  found  in  Northern  New  Jersey,  and  are  mentioned  as 
a  guide  to  some  future  genealogist  who  might  be  interested  in  developing 
the  ancestral  background  of  that  family  in  America. 

Alexander  White  and  his  wife,  Mary  Beavers  (widow  of  a  Clifford), 
left  New  Jersey  some  time  prior  to  1790  and  according  to  the  family  was 
induced  to  go  to  Virginia  with  his  brother,  Samuel,  by  General  Washington" 
since  he  was  an  excellent  surveyor.  We  find,  in  Hardy  County,  Va. ,  in 
Deed  Book  2,  page  l82,  that  Alexander  White  purchased  land  from  a  Thomas 
Fairfax  Estate  (Lord  Fairfax)  on  December  4,  1790*  He  sold  this  land  on 
October  11,  1797  to  a  John  Hay,  and  the  following  year,  1798,  and  up  to 
his  death  in  l8l4,  his  name  appears  on  the  "list  of  tithabels"  of  Harrison 
County,  now  West  Virginia.  He  moved  to  Harrison  County,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jacksons  Mill,  (now  known  as  Lewis  County,  W.  Va.). 

In  Deed  Book  #8,  page  520,  of  "Lewis  County  Records",  we  find  that 
Colonel  Edward  Jackson  sold  three  tracts  of  land  to  Alexander  White,  his 
son,  William,  and  his  son-in-law,  Emmanuel  Alkire. 

The  records  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  in  Trenton,  N.  J.  show 
that  Alexander  White  served  as  a  Captain  in  the  Wagonmaster  Ganerals 
Department  under  Col.  Jacob  West,  Deputy  Quartermaster  General  in  1776- 

1779. 


Since  a  complete  history  of  this  family  appears  in  the  book  published 
by  Mr.  Roscoe  White,  your  compiler  will  not  give  a  complete  line  of 
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descendants.  The  first  generation  of  children  of  Alexander  White  and 
Mary  (Beavers-Clifford)  White  taken  therefrom  are  as  follows;

CHAEITY  BEAVERS- (JOHN)  PURSELL 

■^9  Charity  Beavers,  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  his  wife  AWN  (or 
Mary)  married  a  Pursell  or  Pursel,  first  name  not  definitely  known. 

Her  dates  have  not  been  discovered  nor  place  of  burial,  but  we  do  know 
that  she  was  living  as  late  as  I825,  the  year  in  which  she  last  re¬ 
ceived  monies  from  her  father’s  estate  thru  Stephen  Gano  executor. 

While  the  estate  payments  continued  to  other  heirs  as  late  as  l84l, 
we  find  no  further  payments  to  a  Pursel  or  a  connection  that  could  be 
connected  with  Charity.  Therefore  we  assume  that  if  she  had  children 
that  survived,  that  they  either  died  about  l825  or  moved  or  left  des¬ 
cendants  that  could  not  be  located  by  the  executor  of  her  father's  es¬ 
tate. 

She  did  have  a  daughter  AWN  (Gen. #91)  however  who  was  mentioned  in 
the  will  of  her  grandmother  ANN  BEAVERS,  widow  of  Col.  Beavers  in  l8l7 . 

Ann  Pursell  may  have  died  also  before  I825  and  did  not  leave  children, 
and  her  father  may  have  remarried.  Two  members  of  the  Pursell  family 
living  in  1947,  Harry  and  Shipman  Pursell,  connected  with  Cld  Greenwich 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1948  know  of  no  Beaver  connection,  but  we  definitely 
have  proof  of  this  one  marriage  of  Charity  Beavers  to  a  Pursell  thru 
both  the  wills  of  Colonel  Beavers  and  his  widow. 

According  to  Vida  Miller  Pursel 's  "Mlller-Pursel  Genealogy"  we  read 
that  a  Thomas  Pursel,  came  to  America  from  London,  England  in  1635  on  the 
ship  "Constance"  and  settled  in  Long  Island.  This  was  the  same  ship  and 
year  that  brought  over  from  England  two  Beaver  men  named  Matthew  and  Issak 
who  went  to  Virginia,  which  we  mentioned  earlier  in  these  records.  It 
shows  here  that  the  passengers  on  this  ship  "Constance"  in  1635  didn't 
stay  in  one  place,  if  Thomas  Pursel  settled  in  Long  Island  and  the  two 
Beavers,  who  we  haven't  been  able  to  tie  in  with  the  New  Jersey  Beavers, 
settled  in  Virginia. 

There  was  a  Thomas  Pursel  found  in  Kent  County,  Delaware  soon  after 
1655,  whether  the  same  one  or  not  I  do  not  know.  Since  Delaware  bordered 
on  Virginia  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  Delaware  Pursel  family  were 
descendants  of  the  ship  "Constance"  passenger  who  left  with  most  if  not  all 
of  the  passengers  including  the  two  Beaver  men  in  Virginia,  the  point  of 
the  ships  landing.  I  have  many  times  thought  that  perhaps  the  Beavers 
did  enter  New  Jersey  "by  land"  from  neighboring  states  and  since  the  New 
Jersey  Beavers  seem  to  come  from  English  connections  and  we  know  that  the 
Virginia  Beavers  positively  migrated  from  Yorkshire,  both  groups  might 
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well  come  from  common  stock.  Ships  often  continued  on  from  one  Atlantic 
port  to  another  and  transported  local  passengers  and  we  must  not  overlook 
the  Inland  waterways  from  Jamestown,  Norfolk,  Delaware  Bay  and  the  Dela¬ 
ware  River  to  Philadelphia  and  New  Jersey. 

A  Thomas  Pursel  Jr.  went  to  Somerset  County,  N  J  in  l68l  and  another 
Thomas  was  of  Bucks  County,  Penna.  around  1793  sold  property  near  Riegels- 
ville.  Pa.  in  l807  and  may  have  crossed  to  Riegelsville,  N.J. 

A  Jonathan  Pursel  of  Bristol,  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.  born  in  17^0  had  two 
wives,  first  an  Esther  Moon  and  second  an  ANN  Kitchen,  a  widow  who  died 
Sept.  9,  1825.  A  child  of  the  first  marriage,  to  whom  all  children  must 
be  credited,  was  a  JOHN  PURSEL  who  was  born  in  1765  "who  married  a  Mary 
Haughawout  born  in  1771-  Elsewhere  in  the  Haughawout  family  branch  we 
show  that  Mary  was  related  to  John  Eaughwaout  who  married  Theodosia 
Beavers  a  daughter  of  Colonel  Beavers.  We  see  here  the  Beavers,  Pursels, 
Kitchens  and  Haughawouts,  all  apparently  "getting  together"  thru  inter¬ 
marriage  in  Northern  New  Jersey  and  Eastern  Pennsylvania. 

In  Snell's  History  of  Himterdon  County-Warren  County,  N.J.  page  430 
we  read  that  Thomas  Purcell  (note  still  another  spelling)  first  came  to 
Alexandria  Township,  N.J.  in  1793  from  Durham  Bucks  County,  Pa.  He  was 
among  first  settlers  at  Munroe  in  Durham  and  built  a  house  in  I78O,  ran 
a  ferry  and  had  mills  and  a  blacksmith  shop. 

One  of  the  descendants  of  these  Pursell's  married  Charity  Beavers, 
perhaps  as  a  first  wife,  had  a  daughter  ANN,  and  both  wife  and  daughter 
passed  away  before  I825.  That  is  the  only  really  definite  information 
that  has  been  discovered  of  the  Beaver -Pur sell  connection. 

q.  The  name  Purcell  has  been  found  in  many  spellings:  Purcel,  Purcell, 
Pursel,  Pursell,  Pursley.  A  dictionary  of  family  names  states  it  origin¬ 
ally  was  of  French  origin. 


ANN  BEAVERS -CHARLES  CARTER 

^10  Ann  or  Anna  Beavers,  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  Ann,  was 

born  in  I768  and  died  May  29,  1824  at  the  age  of  56-8-26.  She  married 
a  Charles  Carter,  b.  1764  and  died  June  8,.  or  l8th,  1834  at  the  age  of 

70-5-0. 


Charles  Carter  was  appointed  executor  of  his  mother-in-law's  will 
(Ann  CLIFFORD  Beavers),  widow  of  Colonel  Beavers  in  I817,  but  the  will  was 
not  allowed  for  probate  due  to  eccentricities  of  the  "old  lady"  and  court 
action  of  some  children  who  protested  probating  of  will  with  success. 
Charles  is  thought  to  be  a  son  of  Spencer  Carter,  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  buried  in  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Cemetery  near  Colonel  Beavers. 

This  Spencer  Carter,  the  soldier,  was  probably  the  son  of  Henry 
Carter  of  Trenton  Township,  Hunterdon  County  and  his  wife,  Hannah.  In 
"New  Jersey  Archives",  Vol.  30,  we  find  a  will  of  said  Henry  Carter,  dated 
April  26,  1748  and  proved  October  20,  1750  in  which  Henry  Carter,  a  car¬ 
penter,  appointed  as  executors,  his  wife,  Hannah,  and  his  younger  brother. 
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Joseph  Yard,  and  mentions  the  following  children:  William,  Suzanna  (who 
married  a  Chambers),  Henry,  Hannah,  Spencer,  and  Ann.  He  refers  to  a 
house  he  owned  in  Philadelphia.  The  names  of  several  of  his  daughters  are 
found  in  "The  Marriage  Records  of  New  Jersey"  in  "New  Jersey  Archives" 
telling  us  that,  Ann  Carter  married  July  6,  I76U  to  a  Benjamin  Woolsey  of 
Trenton  Township;  that  Hannah  Carter  married  December  7,  I78O  to  Ralph 
Hart  of  Trenton  Township.  (in  connection  with  this  marriage,  we  find  an¬ 
other  for  a  Ralph  Hart,  about  ten  years  earlier,  on  September  5,  1770, 
to  Penelope  Anderson).  Suzanna  Carter  married  July  31,  17^6  to  John 
Chambers  of  Trenton. 

It  is  probable  that  Ann  and  Charles  had  seven  children  and  we  deter-’ 
mine  their  names  from  a  settlement  of  Col.  Beavers  estate  wherein  their 
father,  Charles  Carter,  was  appointed  to  receive  certain  sums  from  Stephen 
Gano,  executor,  for  grandchildren  whose  names  were  mentioned  in  settlement 
papers.  Since  his  wife,  Ann,  died  in  1824  before  final  settlement  was 
made,  these  sums  became  due  to  her  heirs. 

I  believe  their  children  were  as  follows ;

#10-7  John  O'Neal  or  John  0.  Neal  (Charles  C.  Carter  was  appointed 

guardian  for  this  child  to  receive  money  from  Col.  Beavers  estate, 
being  a  part  of  his  mother's  share.  This  would  seem  to  imply  that 
John  was  a  son  of  one  of  Ann  Beavers  Carter's  daughters  who  had 
died,  and  that  the  court  appointed  Ann's  husband  to  receive  the 
share  that  would  have  been  his  mother's.  John's  mother  could  have 
been  Elizabeth,  Sally,  Mary,  or  the  missing  child  whose  name  we  do 
not  have. 

#10-1  Elizabeth  Bidleman  Carter.  A  girl  of  this  name  was  baptised  Dec.  19, 
l804  at  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Church.  We  also  find  a  tombstone, 
"Elizabeth  B.  Carter,  wife  of  Joseph  A.  Carter,  born  Feb.  3,  I803, 
d.  Sept.  30,  1882.  This  could  be  the  same  Elizabeth  and  she  might 
have  married  a  Carter  as  I  find  several  families  of  that  name  in 
the  vicinity.  An  Elizabeth  Carter  married  a  Spencer  B.  Carter  also. 

#10-2  Spencer  C.  Carter  was  mentioned  in  estate  settlement  and  received 
money  from  Stephen  Gano  of  Col.  Beavers  estate.  I  located  records 
of  a  marriage  of  a  Spencer  C .  Carter  to  a  Mary  Shipman,  who  had  a 
son,  William,  baptised  August  I819,  and  another  son,  Mathias  Ship- 
man  Carter,  baptised  July  28,  1822. 

#10-3  Sally  or  Sarah  Carter  married  on  January  22,  I823  to  a  John  Robbins. 
John  Robbins  acted  for  his  wife  in  receiving  estate  settlements 
from  Stephen  Gano  on  September  1,  l824, 

#10-4  Ann  Clifford  Carter,  named  after  her  grandmother,  the  widow  of 

Colonel  Beavers,  and  also  after  her  own  mother,  married  a  Robert  C. 
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Stevens,  to  whom  Stephen  Gano  paid  money  in  settling  the  estate. 

^10-5  A  daughter,  name  unknown,  Vho  may  have  married  a  John  Henyon  or 

Henson,  who  also  received  money  from  Stephen  Gano  in  estate  settle¬ 
ment. 

§10-6  Mary  Carter,  who  married  a  Luther  Colvin,  Jr.  on  December  22,  l8l0 
at  Greenwich  Presb5rterian  Church.  Another  recipient  of  money  from 
Stephen  Gano,  executor. 

The  information  on  this  family  is  very  brief.  It  is  hoped  that  some 
future  historian,  interested  in  the  Carter  Family  History,  will  carry  on. 

To  make  matters  difficult,  at  least  six  different  Spencer  Carters 
were  located.  There  were  eighteen  Carter  graves  in  a  single  location  in 
Old  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Church  yard.  I  found  a  Spencer  Carter,  born 
in-  1739,  iiei  Dec.  30,  l8l2  at  the  age  of  73.  Also,  the  following  tomb¬ 
stone  records  at  Greenwich;  Mary  Carter,  born  1778  died  September  l6, 

184-9  in  her  71at  year.  Sarah  Carter,  born  1758,  died  March  15,  1822,  at 
the  age  of  74.  Elizabeth  B.  Carter,  born  Feb.  3,  l803,  died  Sept.  30, 
1882,  wife  of  Joseph  A.  Carter. 

At  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Cemetery  at  Washington,  N.  J.  there  were 
several  Carter  graves,  s.eemingly  descendants  of  Charles  Carter,  l800-l849 

In  Old  Greenwich  Church  baptismal  records  in  June,  l8l2,  we  find 
baptised  Charles,  Sally,  Charlotte,  Luther,  and  Elizabeth,  children  of 
Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Carter;  and  again  in  August,  I813  a  Henry  Carter, 
name  of  parents  not  given.  In  February,  I8II,  at  Greenwich,  baptism  of 
a  Spencer  Carter  Smith,  a  son  of  Peter  Smith  and  his  wife,  and  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  6,  1805,  Spencer  Carter,  son  of  William  and  Martha,  and  in  March, 
1809,  John  Carter,  son  of  William  and  Martha.  Among  the  marriage  records 
at  Old  Greenwich  was  a  Charlotte  Carter  to  a  John  Strader  on  September  5, 
1824. 


As  a  closing  comment,  on  September  1,  l824,  Stephen  Gano,  executor 
of  Col.  ,  Beavers  estate,  had  the  sum  of  $100.00  still  due  to  Ann  Beavers 
Carter,  daughter  of  Col.  leavers.  This  Ann  had  just  died  in  May  of  the 
same  year  and  her  portion  had  to  be  divided  into  SEVEN  PARTS.  This  is 
the  clue  that  Ann  and  Charles  Carter  had  SEVEN  children  at  that  time. 

Each  child  received  1/7  of  $100.00,  or  $l4.28,  but  Judging  from  the  names 
listed,  these  shares  were  paid  to  children  of  Ann’s,  or  to  their  husbands 
as  witness  the  names  and  payments:  To  Luther  Colvin,  Jr.,  John  0.  Neal 
(Charles  G.  Carter,  guardian),  Spencer  Carter,  Elizabeth  Carter,  John 
Robbins,  Robert  C.  Stevens,  and  John  Henyon  (Henson).  It  was  noted  by 
Stephen  Gano  that  the  money  given  to  Spencer  Carter  was  "by  order  of 
Elizabeth  B.  Carter."  This  Spencer,  therefore,  could  be  either  the 
husband  of  Elizabeth  or  a  brother.  I  doubt  that  it  was  the  brother  since 
he  would  be  receiving  a  direct  payment  himself  if  he  were  alive  at  that 
time.  There  is  another  possibility  here  that  Elizabeth,  as  well  as  re¬ 
ceiving  her  1/7,  could  be  acting  as  a  guard: cn  of  her  younger  brother, 
Spencer,  and  issued  instructions  to  Stephen,  co  pay  Spencer  that  a- 

mount.  This  seems  more  likely. 
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There  are  evidently  many  descendants  of  Ann  Beavers  Carter  to  be 
found  through  tracing  the  above  SEVEN  children  through  marriage  names, 
such  as  COLVIN,  BOBBINS,  HENYON  or  HENSON,  STEVENS,  and  NEAL,  as  well  as 
Carter  connections. 

MARTHA  BEAVERS  -  RICHAED  GANO 

7^11  Martha  Beavers  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  Anna  was  born 

March  25,  I769  and  died  Feb.  2,  I85O.  She  married  Richard  Gano,  son 
of  William  and  Sarah  who  was  born  March  3,  .1764  and  died  Oct.  28, 
1851.  Dates  of  birth  estimated  from  headstones. 

Martha  Beavers  wife  of  Richard  Gano  died  at  age  of  60-10-7 
Richard  Gano  died  at  age  of  87-7-10. 

Richard's  will,  Docket  §^269  J. ,Flemington,  made  in  April  6,  1848  and 
probated  Nov.  10,  I85I  appointed  son  Charles  Gano  and  Jonathan  Robins 
as  executors  and  John  Vorhia,  Benniah  Gano,  Isaac  Rittinghouse  as 
witnesses.  Estate  valued  at  $1674.17.

There  was  a  Richard  Gano  Jr.  living  on  Dec.  15,  I815  as  well  as  a 
sister  Ann  Gano.  Ann  was  mentioned  in  will  of  the  widow  of  the 
Colonel,  made  in  I817  but  Richard  Jr.  was  not  named  in  his  father's 
will  in  l848,  probably  died  at  an  early  age. 
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Martha  and  Richard  Gano  are  buried  together  with  daughter  Anna  at 
Greenwich  Presbyterian  Cemetery,  N.J. 

The  widow  of  a  John  Gano  of  Norton,  N.J.  living  in  Clinton, N.J. 
in  1944  about  ninety  years  of  age  was  mother  of  a  George  W.  Gano  and  a 
John  Gano,  Said  George  Gano  was  father  of  Walton  and  Bert  Gano  both  liv¬ 
ing  in  Clinton,  N.J.  The  elderly  Mrs.  Gano  could  not  trace  further  back 
than  to  her  husband  John  of  Norton. 

The  May  1829  term  of  Flemington  Court  Records  state  that  "Richard 
Gano  was  living  at  Hickory  Farm".  George  Beavers,  Richards  brother-in- 
law  was  born  at  "Hickory,  N.J."  Possible  clue  that  the  Old  Beaver  Home¬ 
stead,  where  most  of  Colonel's  children  were  born,  was  on  N.J  Route  ^1, 
between  Bloomsbury  and  Old  Hickory  Tavern. 


RACHEL  BEAVERS --MAHLON  CASE 

#12  Rachel  Beavers,  daughter  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  and  Ann  was  born 
about  1780-1785,  and  died  we  believe  about  I83I  as  we  find  no  further 
payments  to  her  after  that  date,  by  the  executor  of  her  father's  es¬ 
tate.  Rachel  married  Mahlon  Case,  son  of  Philip  Case  and  his  wife, 
Amy,  on  January  I6,  I8O8.  We  have  no  dates  for  Mahlon  nor  did  we 
locate  their  graves. 

The  will  of  Philip  Case  of  Amwell  Township  was  located  in  the  Flem¬ 
ington  Hall  of  Records  in  a  will  book  5,  page  319.  The  will  was  drawn 
on  March  I6,  1824  and  probated  on  January  10,  I83I.  In  this  will  Philip 
mentions  his  wife  AMY  and  the  following  children:  Peter,  John,  Daniel, 
Mahlon,  Joseph,  Abigail,  Elizabeth  (who  married  a  BROWN),  and  Rachel 
(who  married  GEORGE  GANO).  He  appoints  his  son,  Joseph,  and  his  son-in- 
law,  George  Gano,  as  executors  and  witnesses  were  John  Bush,  Charles 
Bartles,  and  Nathaniel  Saxton. 

He  mentions  in  the  will  that  since  his  son,  Peter,  and  his  son, 
Joseph,  were  assigned  by  "Mahlon  and  Rachel  a  residue  of  a  certain  legacy 
beq^ueathed  to  her  by  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  Joseph  Beavers"  and 
that  the  furniture  in  the  home  of  said  Mahlon  and  Rachel  were  also  assign¬ 
ed  to  them,  that  he,  Philip,  feels  he  should  do  something  for  the  family 
of  Mahlon  and  leave  them  something  in  his  will,  and  he  so  proceeded. 

We  find  that  Mahlon  and  Rachel  had  at  least  two  children  of  which 
we  definitely  know: 

#12-1  Mary  Ann  Case,  who  was  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Ann  Beavers,  widow 
of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  in  I817. 

#12-2  Joseph  Case,  who,  in  the  distribution  of  Col.  Beavers  estate  by 

Stephen  Gano  received,  on  November  6,  l84l,  a  sum  of  $50.00  due  as 
his  share  of  a  distribution  of  said  estate.  This  small  amount  came 
in  late  years  (estate  was  being  paid  off  as  early  as  I817  and  con¬ 
tinued  even  after  Stephen  Gano  died  in  l84l).  Previous  to  that 
date,  Rachel  (Beavers)  Case,  herself,  received  direct  payments  as 
late  as  I83O,  so  we  know  she  was  alive  in  that  year. 
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We  find  mention  also  of  a  Peter  Case  and  a  Philip  Case  as  receiving 
small  sums  from  Stephen  Gano  for  work  done  about  the  estate  of  Col.  Beavers, 
and  since  a  Philip  was  not  mentioned  as  a  brother  of  Mahlon,  in  the  will 
above-mentioned  in  1824,  we  can  assiune  that  he  might  have  been  a  grand¬ 
child  of  the  Colonel’s. 

Mahlon's  marriage  to  Rachel  was  again  proved  in  Deed  Book  32,  page 
355,  of  the  year  l821,  when  we  find  them  also  mentioned  as  husband  and 
wife. 


MARGARET  BEAVERS -ABEL  EVERETT 

^13  Margaret  Beavers,  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Beavers  and  Ann,  was  probably 
born  about  I76O--I762.  Date  of  death  and  burial  records  are  not 
known.  She  was  living  in  l833  since  Stephen  Gano,  executor  of  Colonel 
Beavers  estate,  made  payments  to  her  on  that  date. 

"New  Jersey  Archives"  show  a  marriage  bond,  dated  May  12,  1782,  in 
which  Abel  Everett  of  Hunterdon  County  was  bonded  to  marry  Margaret 
Beavers,  George  Beavers,  Margaret’s  brother,  was  mentioned  as  Abel’s 
bondsman. 

There  was  also  listed  in  "New  Jersey  Archives"  a  marriage  bond  for 
another  Abel  Everett,  in  I78I,  which  mentioned  the  name  of  a  Bridget 
McMurtrie.  In  correspondence  with  a  Mrs.  W.  C.  Deal  of  La  Grange,  Ind. , 
the  writer  received  a  synopsis  of  the  family  of  this  second  Abel  Everett, 
whose  wife  was  Bridget  McMurtrie,  and  "The  History  of  Bremen,  Ohio",  page 
40,  states  that  an  Abel  Everett  and  his  son  by  the  same  name  came  from 
Mifflin  County,  Del.  in  I817.  Both  this  Bridget,  and  her  husband,  Abel 
Everett,  are  burled  in  Bethel  Cemetery  near  Bremen,  Ohio,  and  all  members 
of  the  family  are  accounted  for. 

The  amazing  fact,  however,  is  that  in  this  Ohio  family  there  was  a 
Martha  Everett,  born  Feb.  22,  1782  and  died  Feb.  2,  I850,  never  married; 
and  a  Milllcent  Everett,  born  April  11,  1791  in.  Mifflin  County,  Delaware, 
died  1875^  and  married  on  Mar.  17,  l8l4  to  Aaron  Work,  1779-1858.  These 
two  names  are  mentioned  as  they  are  exactly  similar  to  two  persons  of  the 
same  name  living  in  Hunterdon  County  at  about  the  same  time. 

As  to  the  children  of  Margaret  Beavers  and  Abel  Everett,  we  definite¬ 
ly  know  of  only  two : 

1^13-1  Ann  Everett,  an  older  daughter,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Colonel 
Beavers  widow,  Ann  Beavers. 

^13-2  Millicent  (Millie)  Everett,  mentioned  in  Colonel  Beavers  own  will 
as  "Millie,  youngest  daughter  of  my  daughter,  Margaret."  to  vhom 
he  left  $100.00.  On  January  19,  I818  Stephen  Gano,  executor  for 
the  Colonel’s  estate,  paid  to  a  Samuel  Davis,  this  $100.00  on  ac¬ 
count  "of  his  wife’s  legacy." 

Wliile  Colonel  Beavers  estate  was  being  settled,  there  appears  to 
have  been  friction  between  the  estate  and  the  Everett  family.  In  I818 
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and  in  l8l9  sums  were  paid,  by  the  executor,  as  a  result  of  legal  action 
brought  against  the  Colonel's  estate  by  M.  Everett.  As  late  as  1853 
Stephen  Gano,  executor,  paid  money  to  Margaret  Everett  due  her  from  the 
Colonel *s  estate. 

We  find  an  Abel  Everett  in  Colonel  Beavers  own  regiment,  the  2nd 
Hunterdon  County  Regiment,  under  Capt.  Christopher  Johnson,  stating  that 
Abel  Everett  served  as  a  Private  therein. 

In  1943  your  compiler  sent  out  questionnaires  to  twenty-three  Everett 
families  listed  in  New  Jersey  telephone  directories  but  none  of  them  had 
any  infomation  showing  a  Beavers  connection. 


THEODOSIA  BEAVERS- -JOHN  HAUGHAWOUT. 

#l4  Theodosia  Beavers,  the  only  daughter  of  Col.  Beavers  and  his  wife 
Ann,  to  die  before  her  father,  was  born  about  1775. and  died  about 
1810.  She  married  about  1795  a  JOHN  HAUGHAWOUT  born  Nov.  21,  1768 
died  July  27,  l8i<-5  at  age  of  76  yrs.  8  mo.  6  da.  a  son  of  a  Peter 
Haughawout  and  his  wife  Leah  Van  Camp  who  were  married  in  1763* 

I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  much  Information  about  their  descend¬ 
ants  since  this  family  lived  in  Rush  Township,  Pa.  out  of  touch  with  the 
vast  majority  of  Jersey  relatives.  Only  this  past  year  (19^7)  vere  any 
connections  established.  Consequently  descendants  of  this  group  may  obtain 
the  background  of  the  Haughawout  Family  history  by  reading  "The  Lefferts- 
Haughawout  Family  by  Leffert  Merle  Alexander  Haughawout  published  in  N.Y. 
in  1905".  Partial  data  is  repeated  herewith.  The  writer  of  this  Haugha¬ 
wout  History  did  not  place  our  John  Haughawout  nor  follow  thru  on  his 
descendants.  I  have  done  so  however  to  the  best  of  available  material. 

The  name  Haughawout  was  originally  "Van  Hoogwoud"  Holland  Dutch 
meaning  "high  wood"  or  family  which  lived  in  the  town  in  the  woods  at 
top  of  a  hill.  Everard  Van  Hoogwoud,  Lord  of  Hougwoude,  a  castle  in 
Kennemerland,  was  said  to  be  a  son  of  Duke  William  of  Bavaria  and  Count 
of  Holland, 

The  earliest  of  this  family  to  come  to  America  appears  to  be  a 
Pieter  Janse  Hoogwout  from  Drenthe,  Holland,  in  I66O  who  came  to  New 
Amsterdam  in  the  "Spotted  Cow"  with  his  wife  Femmetle  Hermanse  and  two 
sons  Lefferts  Plerterse  g.nd  Pieter  Pierterse.  Translated  this  means  that 
Peter  Haughawout,  was  a  son  of  John,  married  Femmtle,  daughter  of  Herman, 
and  had  two  sons,  Lefferts,  son  of  Peter  and  Peter,  son  of  Peter.  Upon 
the  first  Pieter's  death,  his  widow  Femmtie  married  again  in  Oct.  l662  to 
a  Pieter  Jacobse  Van  Nortwyck. 

In  America  several  years  later,  the  Dutch  name  became  Haughawout  or 
Haughwout  and  some  branches  assumed  the  name  of  Lefferts  (Lefferds)  as  a 
family  name.  The  writer  of  the  Lefferts -Haughawout  History  in  1903,  ^ 
retired  minister,  is  living  in  Staten  Island,  N.Y,  (19^7).  The  Hon. 

Robert  Haughawout  Jackson  of  the  U. S.  Supreme  Court,  who  lead  the  Criminal 
Trials  in  CJermany  after  World  War  jfQ.y  is  a  descendant  of  the  first  of 
that  family  in  America. 
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There  was  quite  a  group  of  North  Jersey  folk  who  migrated  to  Rush 
Township  in  vicinity  of  Sunhury,  Pa.  and  into  Shamokin  territory  at  be¬ 
ginning  of  Nineteenth  Century.  For  some  of  my  material  I  used  "The  His¬ 
tory  of  Northumberland  County,  Pa.  and  the  services  of  lir.  Heber  Gaarhart, 
genealogist  of  Sunbury,  Pa.  These  records,  merged  with  the  Haughawout 
History  and  my  own  searches  are  the  basis  of  these  records.  I  hope  some 
future  member  of  this  important  family  will  carry  on. 

Theodosia  and  John  Haughawout  had  five  known  children.  Upon  death 
of  Theodosia  about  l8l0,  her  husband  married  a  second  time  to  a  Sarah 
Ryan  by  whom  he  had  six  or  seven  additional  children,  not  listed  herewith 
since  they  would  not  belong  to  the  Beaver  Family. 

^l4-l  Peter  Haughawout  was  born  May  13,  1796  died  Aug.  12,  l872  at  age  of 
76  yrs.  2  mo,.  29  da.  in  Rush  Township,  Pa.  and  is  burled  in  Pres¬ 
byterian  Cemetery  of  Rush  Twnp.  His  wife  was  reported  to  be  Cather¬ 
ine  BOONE  born  Nov.  10,  1798  died  Dec.  25,  I866  aged  68-1-15  but 
some  persons  state  she  was  a  Catherine  KIP,  In  later  case  Rev. 
Haughawout  claims  she  had  five  children:

7  days.  Husband  and  wife  are  buried  in  Rush  Presbyterian  Cemetery. 
William  H.  Kase  was  one  of  first  Elders  of  The  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Rush  Twnp.  which  succeeded  the  Old  Shamokin  Church.  John 
Haughawout  donated  one  acre  of  ground  for  cemetery  and  church  pur¬ 
poses  . 

Early  records  say  that  William  and  Anna  Kase  had  7  sons  and  2 
daughters.  We  know  now  of  the  names  of  only  three.

In  the  Census  of  Rush  Township,  Pa.  in  1820  we  find;  John  Haughawout, 
William  Kase,  William  Kase,  Jr.,  Daniel  Kase,  Peter  Kase,  John  Kase  (a 
tanner)  and  John  Kase  (a  farmer) 

On  February  5,  l821  on  a  Petition  of  The  Orphans  Court  by  Richard 
Gano,  a  brother  of  Stephen  Gano  executor  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers  es¬ 
tate,  he  mentions  that  "Ann,  Peter,  John  and  Joseph  were  minors".  This 
seems  to  conflict  with  a  few  of  birth  dates  listed  above  as  Ann  appears 
to  have  been  born  in  1799  a-ad  Peter  in  1796  making  them  21  and  26  years 
old  in  1821,.  respectively.  Ann  by  about  two  months  only  over  age  of  21 
years.  Possibly  this  descrepancy  was  due  to  Richard  Gano  being  located 
in  Hunterdon  County,  N  J.  at  the  time  and  the  Haughawout  family  in  Rush 
Twnp.,  Pa.  many  miles  away  with  communication  slow  by  horse  only. 

Richard  Gano  had  probably  recieved  a  letter  from  his  brother-in- 
law  John  Haughawout  to  Join  his  children,  daughter  of  his  deceased  wife 
Theodosia,  in  his  court  proceedings  against  executor  of  their  grand¬ 
fathers  estate,  and  had  done  so  without  knowledge  of  birth  dates  or  ages 
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of  same.  Richard  probably  knew  that  John  and  Joseph  were  minors  and 
though  all  four  children  were  also. 

John  Haughawout,  son  of  Theodosia  Beavers  Haughawout  was  baptized 
in  Old  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Church  in  "April  l802".  This  also  conflicts 
with  tombstone  record  at  Rush  Twnp.  which  says,  born  Nov.  10,  l802.  More 
than  likely  John  was  born  in  l801  in  November  and  wasn't  baptized  until 
the  following  spring,  in  milder  weather,  as  was  often  the  case. 

The  Haughawout  and  Pursell  families  intermarried  and  both  of  these 
families  are  connected  with  the  Beaver  Family.  Perhaps  some  of  the  miss¬ 
ing  Pursell  group  or  children  of  Charity  Beavers  who  married  a  Pursell 
will  be  some  day  located  in  or  around  Rush  Township,  Pa. 

Mary  Haughawout  born  in  1771  died  in  1857  Q'S  wife  of  John  Pursell, 
and  who  is  buried  in  Old  Greenwich  Cemetery  has  been  identified  as  a 
sister  of  John  Haughawout  who  married  Theodosia  Beavers.

6.  Leffert,  now  deceased,  leaving  a  widow  named  Mary  and  four  children, 
viz,  John  I,  Sarah  Jane,  Ephraim  L.,  and  Mary  E.  Haughawout,  having  as 
guardians  Mary  Haughawout  widow  and  Ephraim  Lytle;  7.  Christopher;  8. 
Isaac;  9*  Jackson;  10.  Calvin;  11. John  Dewit;  and  12. Theodosia  inter¬ 
married  with  Isaac  Dewit.  That  John  Haughawout,  the  decedent,  died 
seized  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  Rush  Township,  l40  acres,  whereon  is 
erected  a  two  story  stone  dwelling  house,  a  frame  barn  and  other  out 
buildings.  No  partition  has  been  made.  Asks  partition.  Inquest  award¬ 
ed  November  l4,  1857.  Northumberland  County  Orphans  Court,  Docket  12, 
page  112  at  Sunbury,  Pa. 

Above  numbered  children  1,2, 3, 4,  were  surviving  children  of  Theo¬ 
dosia  Beavers  Haughawout,  the  other  eight  were  children  of  Sarah  Ryan, 
John's  second  wife. 


THE  SUSSEX  COUNTY  BEAVERS  OR  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  FAMILY 
OF  COLONEL  JOSEPH  BEAVERS '  BROTHER  ROBERT  BEAVERS 

The  ancestral  hackground  of  both  Joseph  Beavers  I728-I8I6  and  his 
brother  Robert  Beavers  Sr.  1727-177^  is  naturally  the  same,  therefore 
most  of  early  chapters  of  this  history  are  applicable  to  both  family 
groups . 

At  the  very  outset  of  the  search  for  Beavers  data,  It  vas  evident 
that  the  descendants  of  Robert  vere  as  numerous  as  those  of  his  slightly 
younger  brother  Col.  Joseph,  Your  compiler  hoped  to  Interest  the  Sussex 
descendants  In  joining  with  the  Hunterdon  branches,  both  In  forming  the 
Beaver  Family  Association  and  In  compiling  these  records,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  was  unsuccessful. 

The  many  descendants  of  Robert  Beavers  are  always  welcome  In  the 
affairs  of  the  Association  and  at  any  time  there  Is  a  call  from  any  of 
them  for  admission,  I  am  sure  the  bylaws  will  be  promptly  amended  to 
admit  all  those  who  wish  to  Join. 

The  task  of  gathering  records  on  All  descendants  was  too  great  for 
one  man  and  It  Is  hoped  that  a  Historian  for  the  Robert  Beavers  de¬ 
scendants  will  soon  be  found  to  publish  their  equally  Important  family 
records . 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  George  Ayres  Swayze,  a  lawyer  of 
Philadelphia  and  a  descendant  of  Robert  Beavers  a  very  brief  review  will 
be  given  herewith  of  the  first  few  generations. 

Robert  Beavers  Sr.  and  wife  Elizabeth  had  six  children, 

mentioned  In  his  will  dated  November  9,  177^*  Alexander  who  had  a  son 
Abraham;  Sarah,  wife  of  Abram  Axford  whom  she  married  on  June  29,  1762; 
William  who  married  a  Sarah  Ann  ;  Elizabeth  wife  of  Dr.  Samuel 

Cannady  Jr.  (Kennedy)  on  October  8,  I768;  Captain  Robert  Beavers  Jr. 

(more  later)  and  Moses.  The  will  also  mentions,  "George  Beavers  son  of 
my  brother  Joseph"  and  will  was  witnessed  by  Mary  Beavers,  probably  his 
daughter-in-law  and  wife  of  Capt.  Robert  Jr. 

Capt.  Robert  Beavers  Jr.  was  born  In  17^7  died  October  11,  1822 
and  married  on  May  3,  1775  to  Mary  Armstrong  born  January  11,  175^  died 
1788  aged  3U  years.  Both  are  burled  In  the  old  cemetery  then  known  as 
Mansfield  Woodhouse,  now  Washington,  N,  J. 

Robert  Jr.  served  In  Revolution  as  Captain  In  the  First  Regiment  of 
Sussex  Militia.  During  1788-95  he  was  one  of  trustees  of  the  Mansfield 
Woodhouse  Presbyterian  Congregation,  now  the  First  Church  Presbyterian 
of  Washington,  N.  J.  He  was  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  of  Sussex  County 
term  beginning  March  3>  1797 >  November  24,  I80I  and  again  on  November  25, 

1806. 


Capt.  Robert  Beavers  and  Mary  had  six  children

Since  our  last  issue  of  October  1948, a  copy 
of  our  History  has  been  purchased  by  The  Library  of 
Congress,  Washington  D.C.now  making  a  total  of  30 
libraries,  coast  to  coast,  that  are  owners  of  these 
valuable  records  of  some  5,000  descendants  of  Colonel 
Joseph  “eavers . 

Of  the  very  limited  edition  of  125  copies,  less 
than  half  a  dozen  are  available  as  of  this  date. 

We  know  of  very  few  such  genealogical  publications 
that  have  had  addenda  published  for  two  consecutive 
years  following  original  printing  and  have  taken  steps 
to  continue  this  service,  thru  an  active  family 
association. 


COLONEL  BEAVERS  MEMORIAL  FUND. 

Old  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Church,  near  Bloomsbury 
New  Jersey,  which  our  ancestor  Col.Joeeph  Beavers 
helped  to  build  almost  two  hundred  years  ago, is  raising 
a  substantial  fund  for  a  new  wing  to  present  church, 
housing  much  needed  school  and  recreation  equipment. 

Beavers  descendants  all  over  the  country  should 
have  an  Interest  in  this  project  as  the  site  is  the 
Mecca  of  this  very  early  American  family.  While  we 
perhaps  have  other  church  obligations  in  our  own 
localities  and  cannot  pledge  large  sums  toward  the 
$65,000  being  raised,  we  certainly  should  be  able  to 
raise  enough  money  to  purchase  some  piece  of  much 
needed  equipment  for  the  auditorium,  kitchen  or 
classrooms,  and  in  this  way  establish  a  Memorial  for 
the  Colonel. 

We  were  fortunate  in  getting  a  new  headstone  of 
white  marble  from  the  U.S. Government  without  cost  to 
us,  last  year.  The  church  has  been  generous  to  us  in 
extending  privileges  for  our  annual  reunions  each 
year,  so  lot  us  shoe  our  appreciation  and  family  pride 
by  subscribing  to  this  memorial  fund.

ANNUAL  REUNION  OF  THE  BEAVERS  FAMILY 
SUNDAY,  SEPTEMBER  18TH.1949. 

On  a  beautiful  mild  Sunday,  the  third  in  September] 
the  members  of  the  Beavers  Family  Association  of  New 
Jersey,  mat  as  usual  at  Old  Greenwich  Presbyterian 
Church  on  U.S. Route  #22,  N.J. #28,  about  a  mile  west 
of  Bloomsbury  N.J. 

Starting  with  church  services  at  10:30  A.M.ln 
the  fine  old  ivy  covered  edifice  a  few  miles  from 
Colonel  Beavers  old  homestead  site,  the  guests 
listened  to  a  sermon  by  Rev.Stanert  L.Drensfleld 
and  solos  by  Mrs. Harry  Thomas  of  Asbury  N.J. 

Immediately  following, brief  memorial  services 
were  at  the  Colonel's  grave  and  a  wreath  was  placed 
thereon  by  our  President  Sibley  Kels  of  Clinton  N.J. 
in  front  of  the  new  white  marble  headstone  provided 
by  the  government  last  year  upon  application  of  the 
association.  Your  historian  made  a  few  remarks  and 
the  pastor  offered  an  appropriate  prayer. 

Basket  lunches  were  then  brought  out  and  duo 
to  splendid  weather,  many  ate  outside  the  recreation 
building.  Some  forty  odd  persons  were  in  attandanoe, 
quite  a  few  loss  than  previous  year,  but  the  epedomlc 
of  polio,  extremely  severe  in  that  section,  no  doubt 
kept  a  great  many  away.

During  the  business  meeting,  your  Historian  reported 
that  the  "Beavers  Memorial  Pund"deolded  upon  at  1949 
meeting,  by  which  the  association  pledged  to  raise  enough 
to  purchase  a  bit  of  equipment  fot  the  now  $65,000 
addition  to  Old  Greenwich  work  on  which  will  soon  start, 
has  amounted  to  about  seventy  dollars  to  date.  This  Is 
far  short  of  the  desired  amount  and  since  only  fourteen 
contributions  have  cone  In  so  far.

The  Legislature  and  printed  at  Newark  N.J.  In  1848." 

This  volumn  Is  filled  with 

letters  from  not  only  state  officials  but  from  members 
of  the  Military,  not  only  to  our  state  Capitol,  but 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  General  Washington  and 
other  leaders. 

Our  ancestors  wore  faced  with, 
soaring  prices,  scarce  commodities,  hoarding,  monopolies 
and  rising  labor  costs. 

Our  military  loaders  were 

being  orltlzed.  The  New  Jersey  Militia  was  disorganized. 
There  was  open  rebellion  among  the  officers.  In  a 
letter  to  General  Nathaniel  Hoard  from  Colonel  Joseph 
^savers,  dated  March  29,1777,  he  had  to  report  that 
many  of  his  Captains  r?fU8ed  to  obey  the  commands 
Issued  by  donoral  Heard.  General  Hoard  In  turn  sent 
Col. Beaver's  letter  to  Governor  Livingston,  with  his 
own  ooBinents  about  certain  Captains  refusing  to  do 
their  duty,  and  asking  what  remedy  should  be  taken. 

Names  were  mentioned. Many  of 
these  officers  wanted  to  return  to  their  families.  Pay 
had  not  been  coming  thru  regularly  and  their  families 
were  In  need.  Crops  were  being  neglected  and  the 
complaints  of  the  soldiers  were  being  augmented  by  the 
very  officers  who  were  their  leaders . 

Colonel  Beavers  was  a  very 

strict  disciplinarian.  To  him  an  order  from  a  superior 
was  to  be  carried  out.  ^e  expected  his  own  orders  to 
be  obeyed  and  quite  naturally  among  his  own  citizenry 
now  under  arms,  he  Incurred  the  animosity  of  many. 

As  a  Judge  In  civil  life,  his 
opinions  likewise  were  sometimes  bitter  to  the  loser, 
"but  seldom  appealed  from".  He  served  his  years  In 
the  service  of  the  Colonies,  faithfully  and  rigorously. 
In  many  campaigns  from  upper  New  York  State  to  South 
Jersey.  His  record  on  file  In  the  Adjutant  General's 
Office  at  Trenton  la  without  blemish  a  nd  a  letter 
Just  received  from  present  officer  In  charge  of  such 
records,  so  states.

Mrs .Hellebrandt (Edwin  T.)  Is  a  descendant  of  two 
different  branches  of  The  White  Family,  both  f  rom 
Sussex  County,  N.j. ( originally  Hunterdon  County)  both 
ancestors  being  Alexander  White's.  Her  3rd. great 
grandfather  was  the  Alexander  Vrtilte,  who  married 
Colonel  Joseph  Be'ivers,  widowed  daughter,  ttery  Beaver 
Clifford. 

On  her  mothersslde,  Mrs .Hellebrandt  stems  from 
the  Alexander  White  who  married  Mary  McMurtrle.  In 
this  writer's  (H.A.S.)  original  history,  ho"surmlsed" 
that  there  were  two  different  White  Families  In 
Northern  N.J. but  that  the  two  different  Alexanders 
might  have  been  related.  The"new"date3  given  by  Mra.H. 
on  her  mothers  side,  of  the  early  Alexander  Whites, 
seem  to  conflict  with  opinions  of  present  White 
descendants  In  Sussex  Ciunty,  N.J. as  Mrs,  H.  clslms 
Alexander  who  married  Mary  McMurtrle  was  born  In  1709 
and  his  wife  Mary  in  1711. 

Since  this  difference  of  opinion  concerns 
the  Alexander  White  of  "Whitehall"  and  the  McMurtrle 's 
more  than  It  does  the  White-Beavers  branch.  It  Is  hopedl 
that  some  White  Family  Historian  will  contact  Mrs,  H. 
as  well  as  Mr.Roscoe  R.Whlte  of  635  Mulberry  Ave, 
Clarksburg,  V/est  Va. publisher  of  a  "White  Family 
History"  and  Mrs.Wanetta  Hoff,  of  Belvldere,  N.J. and 
smooth  out  these  differences. 

The  claim  by  some  previous  genealogists,  that 
Colonel  Joseph  leavers*  wife  was  a  Mary  White,  daughter  I 
of  an  Alexander  White,  never  proven  conclusively, 
anf  discussed  In  detail  In  my  Beavers  History  might 
then  someday  be  prooved,  but  only  to  show  that  Colonel 
Beavers  might  have  had  TWO  wives,  the  first  having 
died  after  birth  of  the  first  of  the  Colonel's  fourteeni 
children.  I  still  rest  case, In  this  respect, on 
the  original  will  of  the  widow  pf  Col.^eavers,  signed 
ANN  BEAVER-2,  and  other  facts  appearing  In  History.

OLD  GREEITWICH  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

In  an  Issue  of  The  Easton,  Pa.  Free  Press  of 
Tuesday  November  24th, 1925,  appeard  a  full  Jiqge  article 
about  Old  Greenwich.  Since  many  readers  perhaps  did  not 
see  this  Important  historical  sketch,  I  will  mention 
a  few  brief  "headlights"  of  same. 

The  earliest  records  of  a  place  of  worship  at 
Greenwich  seems  to  point  to  the  year  1739,  when  "there 
came  before  the  Presbytery,  of  New  Brunswick,  a 
supplication  for  supplies  of  preaching  In  Mr .Barber's 
neighborhood,  near  Musconnekunk(Mu3Conetcong)  River". 

We  learn  that  this  neighborhood  was  Identical 
to  parts  of  Old  Mansf leld(Wa3hlngton)  and  Greenwich. 
Early  worship  was  held  In  a  house  made  of  logs  and  stood 
upon  a  farm  at  ote  time  owned  by  a  Mr, John  Riley, 
and  later  by  Henry  R. Kennedy,  Esq.  It  Is  quite  possible 
that  this  log  building  was  erected  before  1739. 

The  site  of  the  old  church  and  graveyard  was  to 
the  left  of  the  old  road  on  the  southslde  of  the 
Pohatcong  Creek,  near  Silver  Hill.  "The  ploughshare 
has  long  since  levelled  the  mounds  and  few  can  now  tell 
If  at  all,  where  "God's  Acre"  lies." 

In  1755  another  place  of  worship  was  built, 
of  stone  masonary,  so  solid  and  well  cemented  that  Its 
removal  In  1835  was  difficult.  This  second  place  of 
worship  was  "  49  by  38  with  walla  17  feet  high". 

It  was  undoubtedly  this  first  stone  church, 
built  in  1755  that  our  ancestor  Col. Joseph  “eavers, 
together  with  General  Maxwell  and  Thomas  Kennedy 
held  the  three  original  pews.  ColBeavers  was  born  In 
1728  and  would  have  therefore  been  27  years  of  age  when 
he  helped  erect  the  building. 

The  present  church  with  which  we  are  all 
familiar,  and  a  beautiful  building  It  Is,  would 
therefore  be  the  third  place  of  worship. 

The  earliest  record  of  session  that  can  be 
found.  Is  dated  Nov. 14, 1803.  The  old  church  has 
well  deserved  the  title,  "Mother  of  Churches"  In  that 
locality.

The  reason  your  writer  mentions  these  facts  Is  due 
to  several  "Anonymous  communications"  he  has  received 
from  some  Individual,  perhaps  a  descendant  of  some 
disgruntled  citizen  or  officer  of  that  period,  who  for 
want  of  something  better  to  do,  has  attacked  the  character 
of  Col, Beavers  as  well  as  the  present  members  of  this 
family  association.  What  Is  to  be  gained  by  such 
despicable  actions  I  know  not.  But  I  suggest  he  or  she 
read  up  on  colonial  history,  particularly  the  book  of 
which  mention  Is  made  In  opening  paragraphs  of  this 
article. 

General  Washington  j^s  attacked  by  many  of  his  own 
officers.  He  was  accuseo^Abrahara  Clark  In  a  letter  dated 
Baltimore,  February  8,1777,  addressed  to  John  Hart,  Esq, 
Speaker  of  The  Assembly  of  Now  Jersey  as  follows;-"  I  am 
much  alarmed  with  General  Washington's  proclamation  of 
the  25th.  of  January.  He  has  assumed  the  legislative  and 
executive  powers  of  the  government  in  all  the  states,-— 

wa  set  out  to  oppose  tyranny  in  all  Its  strides,  and 
I  hope  wo  shall  persevere." 

In  a  letter  dated  Feb. 9, 177  from  James  Sullivan 
to  Governor  Livingston  In  which  Sullivan  said,  "  The  want 
of  a  sufficient  medium  In  silver  and  gold  to  support 
the  present  war,  necessarily  procured  the  omission  of 
bills  of  public  credit,  and  In  proportion  to  thesd 
emissions  the  public  debt  must  be  Increased. It  therefore 
becsune  a  measure  of  the  last  Importance  to  lessen 
the  VERY  EXTRAVAGANT  PRICE  to  which  those  articles  have 
risen,  and  without  it  the  wages  of  the  soldiers  would 
have  been  Insufficient  to  support  his  person  and  fbmlly" 

General  Philemon  Dickinson  wrote  Governor 
Livingston  on  Feb. 12, 1777  asking  to  be  be  released  from 
duty  by  tho"appolntment  of  another  general  by  first  of 
March  next,  as  my  situation  Is  such,  that  I  cannot 
remain  longer  without  the  greatest  Injury  to  mj  family". 

These  few  facts.  Just  a  drop  In  the  tldalwave  • 
of  evidence  of  discontentment  disclosed  by  the  hundreds 
00  Is  tters  in  this  Correspondence  Record,  give  us  an  Idea 
of  the  tremenduoua  odds  under  which  General  Washington 
lead  our  hopes  In  the  establishment  of  the  freedom  which 
we  sometimes  too lightly  value. 

By  all  means  read  the  New  Jersey  Revolutionary 
Correspondence  1776-1786,  You'll  bo  a  bettor  American  by 
so  doing  a  nd  a  much  prouder  descendeuit  of  our  heroes 
of  the  Revolution.

William  Allen  and  Marla  Allen  hie  wife  and  conveyed 
to  George  Beavers  on  July  2,1804(10.64  acres) 

This  acreage  bought  by  Samuel  Beavers,  from  the 
heirs  of  his  father  George,  Included  what  was  then 
known  as  Beavers'  Mills,  later  to  become  Cole's  Mills 
thru  conveyance  to  Martha  “eavers,  youngest  daughter 
of  Samuel,  who  married  a  William  Cole.  Maf'tha  was  a 
sister  of  lydla  “eavers  who  marrued  Lambert  Smith. 
Mrs.  Henrietta  Smith,  daughter  of  Lambert,  married 
Stewart  Smith,  and  Mrs .Stewart  Smith  now  living  In 
Clinton  N.J.  was  born  In  the  old  Beaver  Home  of 
George  Beavers. 


BEAVERS*  ACREAGE  IN  HUNTERDON  COUNTY  AT 
BEGINNING  OP  19TH . CENTURY . 

In  our  published  history  will  be  found  two 
maps  of  holdings  of  Colonel  Joseph  Beavers,  at  the 
time  of  his  death  In  1816.  Some  600  acres  were 
located  not  far  from  Old  Greenwich  Church,  lying  on 
both  sides  of  road  "Old  Hickory  Road"  running  from 
Bloomsbury  N.J.  to  Plttstown  N.J.  In  both  Bethlehem 
and  Alexandria  Townships , 

We  have  never  been  i^le  to  locate  definitely, 
what  might  be  called  the  Colonel's  Old  Homestead.  A 
news  Item  appearing  In  May  of  this  year  In  a  Hunterdon 
County  newspaper  stated  that  the  present  owners  of 
Mulhocaway  ^arms  at  Clinton  N.J.  claimed  that  one  of 
the  dwellings  still  standing  on  their  property,  was 
once  the  home  of  Colonel  Beavers.  This  statement 
caused  your  editor  to  spend  several  days  again  searching 
at  Plemlngton  N.J.,  the  county  seat, for  proof  of  same. 

What  I  did  find,  however,  was  proof  that 
several  hundred  acres  of  ground  In  vicinity  of  the 
Farms  and  running  Into  what  Is  now  East  High  Bridge 
and  High  Bridge,  N.J.  was  once  owned  by  the  Colonel's 
only  son  that  lived,  George  Beavers.  Quite  possibly 
George's  father  may  have  spent  the  last  few  years  of 
his  life.  In  his  son's  home,  but  he  never  owned  any 
of  the  acres,  as  far  as  we  can  determine  from  official 
records . 

On  the  walls  of  the  Hall  of  Records  at 
Plemlngton  N.J.  Is  a  small  scale  map  showing  "The  Union 
Tract"  In  the  year  Of  1807,  of  approximately  10,000 
acres.  Scale  of  1  Inch  to  20  chains  to  1320  feet. This 
tract  crosses  and  recrosses  both  the  South  Branch  of 
The  Raritan  River,  Spruce  Run  Creek  and  several  smaller 
streams . 

Lebanon  Township,  as  It  was  called  In  early 
19th. Century,  was  formed  from  Bethlenem  Township,  and 
Union  Township  sprang  from  Lebanon  just  prior  to  Civil 
War  days.  Most  of  the  acreage  we  discovered  as  once 
belonging  to  George  Beavers,  lies  on  both  sides  of 
•the  road  leading  from  N.J. Route  #28  near  westerly  eixi 
of  Main  Street,  cllnton  N.J. past  the  Mulhocaway  Farms 
property,  across  Spruce  Run  at  which  in  late  years 
was  known  as  Cole's  Mills,  past  the  Union  Forge  Nursing 
Home  to  N.J.Route  #30  and  Into  High  Bridge. 

In  a  deed  dated  May  4,1805(Vol.ll-191) 
we  find  that  George  Beavers,  his  wife  Sarah(Lannlng) 
and  a  "^ames  Wyokoff,  bought  from  William  Allen, 
gentleman,  his  wife  Maria  of  Dutchess  County  N.Y. about 
20  acres,  adjoining  Peter  Youngs  "lot  #29,  known  as 
lot  #30,  part  of  the  Union  Tract.  This  plot  now  lies 
about  3/4  of  a  mile  from  where  a  branch  of  the  Raritan 
crosses  under  the  raulroad  at  High  Bridge. 

In  a  deed  dated  April  30,1832(Vol.56-173) 
^amuel  Beavers,  son  of  George,  bought  252  acres  from 
Aaron  Van  Syokle,  Mary  his  wife  and  Charles  Bartles, 
acreage  that  was  once  property  of  same  William  Allen  as 
above,  jointly  held  by  Allen  and,  Joseph  Turner,  both 
parts  of  the  Union  Tract.  At  bottom  of  this  deed  are 
additional  words  seylng  that  the  Van  Syckle  property 
Was  once  owned  by  James  Vance  of  Philadelphia  and 
deeded  to  Van  Syckel  Jan. 31, 1832.  Those  252  acres 
adjoin  Union  Tracts  lots,  #22,  21,  19,  30(whlch  Samuel's 
father  George  owned)  31,  35,  36,  and  28. 

In  a  deed  dated  April  1,1842,  Ralph 
Beavers,  his  wife  and  all  other  heirs  of  George  Beavers 
deceased,  convoy  to  Ralph's  younger  brother  Samuel, 
about  164.57  acres  adjoining  the  property  of  Betters 
Stlgor,  Taylor  and  the  Union  Farm,  Including  17.50 
acres  known  as  The  Mill  Lot,  This  Mill  Lot  containing 
the  old  mill  and  farm  house,  still  standing  by  the 
bridge  over  Spruce  Run,  and  Is  now  owned  by  Mulhocaway 
Farms.  This  entire  acreage  of  164.57  was  previously 
purchased  by  ^oorgo  Beavers  from  a  Benjamin  Chow  of 

Philadelphia,  deed  April  18,1817,  and  was  also  part 
of  a  tract  purchased  by  George  leavers  from _ 


In  1820(  Vol. 40-223)  Sarah  Beavers,  widow  of 
George,  and  her  children,  convey  to  Ralph  Beavers 
also  a  son  of  hers  sind  busband  of  Christiana  Dllts, 
approxlinately  267  acres,  George  Beavers  having  died 
Intestate,  This  q^reage  was  also  part  of  the  Union  Tract 
and  had  bean  convoyed  to  ®eorge  leavers  by  John  Johnston, 
William  Allen,  Christiana  L. Allen,  on  June  20,1809.  This 
was  still  In  Bethlehem  Township  In  1809. 

Wo  can  now  realize  that  a  tremenduous  portion 
of  what  was  then  Bethlehem  Townshlp( Lebanon  &  Union) 
was  once  owned  by  out- of- staters  from  Now  York  and 
Philadalphla.  These  Philadelphia  connections  might 
well  bo  traced  at  a  later  date,  to  see  If  any  part  of 
this  land  was  over  owned  by  Wllllskm  Penn.  It  has  been 
"  sunnlsod"  that  even  the  Colonel's  property  nearer  to 
Bloomsbury  N.J.  either  came  from  William  Penn  or  Lord 
Sterling.  The  distance  between  the  Colonel's  property 
in  1316  and  these  holdings  of  his  son  George  In  1804- 
1820  Is  less  than  ton  miles  In  many  places. 

We're  still  on  the  hunt  for  a  dwelling,  or 
ruins  of  a  foundation,  that  can  be  traced  to  ownership 
of  Colonel  Beavers.  We  will  have  to  eliminate  the 
Mulhocaway  property  as  It  stands  today  as  containing 
acreage  or  buildings  once  owned  by  Colonel  Beavers 
himself,  but  the  Mill  and  farm  house  at  brooks Ido  was 
once  George's  home  and  from  description  of  property  In 
one  of  the  above  deeds,  as  "The  Mill  Lot"  In  1804, 
tells  us  that  a  mill  was  on  that  property  at  that  time 
causing  us  to  reflect  as  to  whether  George  Beavers 
built  the  mill  himself  or  If  It  was  on  the  property 
when  ho  took  It  over.

Utah,  American  Antiquarian  Society,  N.Y.Gen,  4  Bio. Society, I 
N.Y.Clty  Library,  Rutgers  University  and  dozens  of  other 
prominent  genealogical  reading  rooms. 

We  believe  our  history,  originally  containing  over 
5,000  names.  Is  unique  In  having  had,  with  this  Issue  of 
the  Beaver  Log,  FOUR  SETS  of  addenda,  since  Its  publicat¬ 
ion  In  1948.

IF  YOU  ARE  INTERESTED  IN  ■BEAVERS*  OR  ANY 
DERIVATION  OF  SAME. 

First  of  all  endeavor  to  trace  back  as  far  as  

possible  In  the  Beaver  line  In  America.  There  are  THREE 
KNOWN  family  genealogies  on  Beavers  and  one  on  BKVIKR. 

The  oldest  of  these  published  books  pertain  to  the 
BEVIER  FAMILY.  This  Is  not  to  be  mistaken  with  the  name 
BEAVERS  In  moat  of  Its  forms.  T^e  History  of  LOUIS  BEVIER 
concerns  a  French  Huguenot  family  that  migrated  to 
America  and  principally  settled  In  Metropolitan  New  York, 
Staten  Island,  New  Paltz  N.Y.  and  Mlnneslnk  Valley. In 
a  migration  of  mostly  Huguenots  among  whdm  were  the 
DePues,  and  Gummeres  and  Bevlers,

Soeiety  oa  Seat  58th.Street  was  written  in  late 
oentary  tay  a  Mlaa  Br^nerd.Tlila  book  deals  with  anoefetora 
and  dssoendants  of  one  BOBERI  BSdVERS,  a  widower  from 
Bagland,  idio  settled  near  Kingston  H.7.  In  172?  and 
aarrled  a  BABBASA DB  VIT.  Tbla  Robert  had  among  others 
sons  JOB!  and  ROBERT,  bom  in  Aaerloa,  but  too  late  to 
be  the  ones  of  those  names  found  In  Hew  Jersey  at  the 
same  period.  Miss  Bralnerds  history  makes  no  mention  of 
lew  Jersey  descendants. 

The  Third  history  to  be  published.  In  1939,  was  by 
BeT.I.M.BeeTer  of  Reading.  Pa.  A  History  on  the  BIEBER- 
BKAVER  FANUZ.  This  hlstozy  of  almot  a  thousand  pages 
concerns  the  backgmund  and  descendants  of  three 
brothers  named  BIBBER  who  cane  to  America,  from  the 
Palatinate  In  the  second  quarter  of  the  18th. century. 
ReT.BeaTora  belleTea  then  to  have  been  originally 
Huguenots  who  fled  France  In  late  17th. century,  to 
Cermany,  remained  there  for  several  generations,  and 
thence  to  America.  M^st  of  the  first  names  of  this 
family  were  of  Q'erman  origin  and  membvrs  belonged  to 
choArches  such  as  the  Lutheran  denomlnatlon.Among  nore 
prominent  descendants  wem  a  governor  of  Pennsylvania 
and  a  civil  war  general.  In  the  hundreds  of  pages 
devoted  to  his  record.  Rev. Beaver  gives  about  a  page  to 
mention  of  the  Hew  Jersey  Beavers  n^  states  that  they 
may  have  been  related. 

TheFCORTH  HI3T0HI  on  the  Beavers,  Is  the  one 
concerning  the  HEW  JERSEZ  BEAVERS. The  very  earliest  of 
record  being  a  JOHH  BEAVER  discovered  In  an  aocotint  book 
of  a  store  keeper  In  OXFORD  FDRHACE  H.J.  in  1743.  A  few 
years  late^  we  find,  a  THOMAS,  WILLIAM, ALEXAHDER, 

ROBERT,  JOSEPH  and  ELIZABETH.  From  their  records  we 
know  that  they  were  all  born  either  at  close  of  the  17th. 
century  or  beginning  of  the  18th.  At  this  writing (October 
1951)  historian  believes  that  these  Hew  Jersey 

Beavers  came  to  America  from  Ireland  cr  Scotland  In 
•nrlyb  1700's  with  migration  of  many  Protestant  Families 
of  Presbyterian  faith,  to  escape  religious  oersecutlon. 
That  these  Beavers  were  originally  English," for  a  space 
of  over  500  years,  who  originally  came  from  France  to 
England  In  late  11th. century. 

Two  more  Beaver  groins  have  been  discovered,  but 
unfortunately  no  written  history  that  we  have  discovered. 

The  very  earliest  Beavers  of  all,  appear  In  Virginia. 
In  1635  nn  Isaak  Bever  came  to  Virginia  from  Yorkshire 
fiigland.  In  I638  a  Matthew  Beavers  fr-'m  Yorkshire  with 
Morgan's  Hea^rlghts  In  the  Chickohomlny  sector  of  Va.and 
In  Hottens  L  st  of  Emigrants  to  America,  we  find  a  John 
Bever,  aged  52  years,  from  London  to  Virginia,  from 

Bepworthe  ,  Yorkshire  Eng.  In  "Boston  Records  of 
CoMlssloners  B^orts,  Vol.  24  page  252,  we  find  a 
John  Beaver  and  his  wife  Sarah  In  the  year  1744. The 
children  of  this  couple  were  bom  too  late  to  be 
Identified  as  the  ones  of  same  name  In  New  Jersey, 

In  the  southern  states  from  Virginia  Into 
the  Carollnas,  Tennessee  and  south  are  many  Beavers. 

In  Rockingham  and  Hampshire  Counties  then  Va. 
were  early  settlements  of  German  Blebers-Be avers  from 
the  extension  of  those  who  landed  In  Philadelphia  In 
1725  and  later .Undoubtedly  many  southern  Beavers  are 
descendants  of  the  early  Isaak,  Matthew  and  John.  In 
addition  this  historian  has  prooved  a  direct  family 
tie  between  Col. Joseph  Beavers  1728-1816  and  bis  brother 
Robert  Beavers  1727-1774  of  Hew  Jersey  and  William 
Beavers  of  Bg^shlre  County  Va.  (now  West  Va. )  who  died 
intestate  in  that  county  in  1782. Thomas  Beavers  of 
Loudoun  County  Va.  who  died  In  1770,  left  seven  eons, 
and  had  a  William  Beavers  Sr.  as  one  of  his  executors, 
nay  later  be  fotmd  to  be  related  to  William  of  Hampshire 
and  the  Mew  Jersey  Beavers. 

At  this  time,  subjeot  to  later  discoveries  of 
course.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  several 
genealogists,  that  the  early  Jersey  Beavers,  born  In 
early  1700's  came  ^rom  the  British  Isles  and  that 
some  of  them  migrated  down  Into  Vlrglnla.lt  Is  also 
thought  that  the  early  Virginia  Heavers,  from  England 
and  the  Kingston  H.Y.,  Hew  England  and  Hew  Jersey 
havers  originated  from  the  very  early  English  Beavers. 


The  name  Robert  is  very  common  amomg  all  these 
Amerlcan-Engllah  Beavers  and  Is  not  to  be  found  In  the 
Bleber-Beaver  group  until  late  in  the  19th. century. 

The  church  affiliation  carries  considerable  weight  In 
differentiating  between  the  two  lines. 

With  the  above  Information,  Incomplete  pS  It  is 
in  many  Instances,  tracers  of  Beaver  Genealogy  are  in 
a  much  better  position  to  trace  their  family  tree^  than 
was  this  historian  back  in  1937. 

He  Is  awaiting  report  on  a  further  sesurch  In 

Irish  and  Scotch  records  now  being  made  and  trusts  that 
any  Beaver  genealogist  working  on  the  Virginia  and  Southern 
lines  will  communicate  with  him,  so  that  at  least  the 
American  lines  may  be  developed.

DISCOVERY  OP  SITE  OF  COL.  JOSEPH  BEAVERS 
OLD  HOMESTEAD.  ERECTED  PROBABLY  ABOUT 

1755-1760. 

After  a  long  search  of  several  years,  thru  a  clue 
furnished  by  a  friend,  a  visit  was  made  to  the  roo* 
of  The  New  York  Historical  Society  at  170  Central  Park 
West,  N.Y.C.  Tj^ere  we  found  hundreds  of  maps  made  by 
Qeneral  Erskine,  surveyor  for  Ceneral  George  Washington. 

These  maps  were  made  between  the  years  of  1770-77,  • 
exact  date  not  known.  General  Erskine  lived  between  1735 
and  1780.  In  Vol.  3  Map  ■77-B*  we  found  a  survey  of  Old 
Hickory  Road,  running  between  Bloomsbury  N.J.  and  Pltts- 
town  N.J. 

This  road,  shown  on  maps  a  part  of  the  Beaver  History, 
bisected  the  acreage  of  Col. Beavers  at  time  of  his  death 
in  I8I6  and  includes  land  on  both  sides  of  Hickory  Road 
in  Alexandria  Township  and  Bethlehem  Township. 

The  only  buildings  shown  on  the  Erskine  survey 
wre  Old  Hickory  Tavern,  which  appeared  on  Northwest  corner 
of  intersection  of  roads,  one  from  Pattenburg  N.J,  (now 
leading  to  Little  York,  but  at  that  time  ending  dead-end 
at  intersection)  and  the  road  running  from  Plttstown  to 
Bloomsbury  N.J.  The  Tavern  was  torn  down  many  years  ago, 
but  site  of  an  old  puiiQ>  still  remains  and  ground  is 
occupied  now  by  bsurn  buildings  of  a  residence  across  the 
road  now  owned  by  a  New  York  City  policeman.  The  only 
other  building  shown  in  the  survey  was  marked*  Residence 
of  JOSEPH  BEAVERS*. 

This  building  stood  on  property  now  owned  by  a 
Hr. Otto  B-,e8alng  at  corner  of  road  leading  off  Old  Hickory 
at  Swlnesburg  N.J.  to  Little  York.The  stone  foundations 
are  still  dlscemable  although  much  of  the  material  was 
used  in  erection  of  another  residence  in  early  19th, 
century.  An  old  ice-house  still  stands  in  ruins  in  rear 
of  this  property. 

A  search  at  Flemlngton  ^all  of  Records  brought  to 
light  that  the  present  owner,  Otto  Blessing,  obtained 
this  ground  fmm  his  father  Gottlieb  Blessing  who 
-bou^t  -same  from  David  MoCrea,  On  April  1,1857  David 
McCrae  bot  from  Isaac  Alpaugh  his  wife  Isabel,  other 
heirs  and  Thomas  Egbert  and  his  wife  Sarah, 

Isaac  Alpaugh  bot  on  August  23,1828  from  William 
Boss  and  his  wife  Mary,  7^.13  acres.  Said  William  Boss 
was  in-law  of  Elizabeth  Beavers,  granddaughter  of  Col, 
Beavers. 

Prior  to  I832  a  Thomas  Kitchen,  a  son-in-law  of  Col. 
Beavers  had  bot  several  acres  adjoining  from  Stephen 
Oano^execttor  of  the  Colonel's  estate,  and  in  I832 
Thomas  Kitchen  made  a  further  purchase  of  acreage  from 
Isaac  Alpaugh. 

The  land  which  Isaac  Aloaugh  bot  Included  property 
once  owned  bjt  a  John  Mettler  of  Alexandria  Township,  who 
in  his  last  will  and  testament,  willed  it  to  his  daughter 
Elizabeth  Mettler  Alpaxigh. 

Tve  slzd  of  the  foundation  discovered  was  si^s  of 
a  very  large  residence  for  even  those  days.  We  axreardy 
knew  that  the  Colonel's  son  George  Beavers  1757,  was  bom 
on  Old  Hickory  Road  and  we  believe  George  not  to  have 
been  the  first  child  but  rather  a  third  child.  Quite 
possibly  then  the  residence  was  built  in  very  early 
1750*8.  George  leavers  in  I8I6,  at  time  of  de^th  of  his 
father  the  Colonel,  lived  near  Grandln,  about  two  miles 
from  Newstone  Presbyterian  Church.  Old  family  tales 
say  that  the  Colonel  resided  with  his  son  George  at  time 
of  death  and  this  would  seem  to  point  that  the  Old 
Homestead  of  the  Colonel  was  at  that  time, almost  70  years 
after  its  erection,  occupied  by  tenants  or  in  bad  state 
of  repair  leading  to  its  demollshment  in  early  19th, 
century. 

Records  have  been  found  that  the  brothers,  Joseph, 
Thomas  and  William  Beavers  were  tenants  of  The  Alexandria 
T  act  owned  by  the  West  Jersey  Proprietors  in  1757.  We 
hSve  not  been  able  to  locate  the  exact  acreage  owned  by 
William  and  Thomas  in  W.st  Jersey  Records  at  Burlington 
N.J. 

An  interesting  artlci  about  these  two  men  appear 
elsewhere  in  these  columns.

which  was  his  pockett  Book  whoh  Contalnd  Som  Money 
and  the  two  obligations  above  Described  were  taken  from 
him  in  a  Manner  this  deponent  saith  he  made  strict 

Ingulry  for  them  But  Can  Get  No  Account  of  theim  at 
this  time  and  have  Reason  to  sespect  and  doth  sespeot 
a  traveler  that  Lodg'=^d  in  the  Same  Room  who  Calld  his 
njime  John  Turner  for  taking  the  same  and  further  saith 
Not;

We  have  known  previously,  and  recorded  in  our 
history,  that  at  the  time  of  both  Col, Beavers  and  his 
brother  Robert  Beavers  Sr.  of  Sussex  Co,  N.J.  that 
there  resided  in  Jersey  a  JOHN  BEAVERS  in  1743,  that 
there  were  landowners  in  1757  in  addition  to  the  above 
two  brothers,  WILLIAM  AND  THOMAS.  We  also  read  of  an 
ALEXANDER  BEAVER  smd  an  ELIZABETH,  thought  to  be  related 
to  the  brothers  Joseph  and  Robert, 

All  trace  of  Thomas  and  William  in  Jersey  after  those 
dates  seem  to  be  lost.  No  descendants  of  these  two  have 
bv?en  located  to  date  in  Jersey, 

We  come  now  to  a  discovery  of  a  will  of  a  THOMAS 
BEAVERS  of  Loudoun  County  Va,  in  1770,  in  which  he  names 
seven  sons  only  in  addition  to  his  wife  MARTHA.  These 
sons  were,  William,  Thomas,  John,  Robert,  Joseph,  Samuel 
and  James,  and  William  Beavers  SR.was  one  of  the  exevutors.

"am  uel,  Joseph,  James  and  John  were  minors  In  1770  the 
date  when  the  will  was  also  drawn.  This  eliminates  men  of 
these  first  names,  found  In  Jersey,  especially  our 
Joseph  b.l72>  and  Robert  b.l727,  from  being  sons  of  this 
Thomas. 

In  1782  a  William  Beavers  of  Hampahlre  County  Va.  died 
Intestate,  Was  he  the  WllllEun  Sr.  who  acted  as  executor  of 
Thomas's  wlllt  Was  he  the  father  of  the  Robert  Beavers,

Who  was  HART  PHILIPS,  widow  of  William  Beavers 
and  mother  of  Robert?

Since  the  original  obligations  made  In  April  I800 
by  Robert  and  Hoses  Beavers  were  evidently  to  "estate  of 
William  Beavers  by  Hary  Philips,  attorney  for  same*  as 
per  signature  on  bond  and  release  to  J.P.  Robert  Beavers 
In  1805,  we  know. these  two  men  were  the  sons  of  Robert 
Beavers  Sr, (1727-1? 7A) ,  one,  Robert,  being  the  very  same 
J  stloe  of  the  Peace  before  which  Robert  of  Virginia 
ajlpeared. 

What  we  would  like  to  know  Is  whether  the  young 
Roberts  (of  Virginia)  father,  William  Beavers,  of

ANCESTRI  OF  THE  JERSEY  BEAVERS  STILL  NOT 
— - - SETTLED.  FURTHER  SEARCHES  BEIN&  HADE, 

Two  theories  have  presented  themselves.  One, 
broTi^t  on  by  the  discovered  connection  between  the 
New  "ersey  family  suid  those  In  Hampshire  County  Va, 
offer  a  possibility  that  the  Beavers  who  entered  Virginia 
In  1635  and  I638  from  Yorkshire,  England,  and  for  whom 
we  have  not  as  yet  found  the  missing  generations  for  last 
part  of  the  17th. century,  were  ancestors  of  those  above 
named.  This  would  mean  a  migration  Northward  from  Va. 

Into  N.J.prlor  to  mid  18th, century. 

The  second  theory  toward  which  this  writer  new 
leans  and  which  calls  for  extensive  searches  again  In 
the  British  lBles(now  In  process)  suggests  that  the 
Beavers  found  In  New  Jersey  as  early  as  17^3,  came  direct 
to  New  Jersey  possibly  with  the  great  migration  of 
Sootoh-Irlsh  settlers  In  the  early  1700's. 

One  clue  to  this  hinges  on  a* single  word* 
appearing  In  the  writings  of  Casper  Shafer  In  his 
•Hemolrs*.  written  In  early  19th. century.  This  man, 
a  descendant  of  Robert  Beavers  Sr,  of  Sussex  County  N.J, 
and  whose  writings  were  made  when  many  of  the  second 
generation  from  Robert  and  Joseph  ■‘^eavers  were  still 
alive,  state  that  Robert  Beavers  was  a  *HIBERNIAN*, 

Among  neighbors  of  Robert  Beavers  were  the 
families,  Armstrong,  Kennedy,  Cliffords,  Whites  and 
Haxwells.  Tj^ere  were  Intermarriages  between  the  Beavers 
and  Armstrongs  In  Ireland  and  further  marriages  In 
America.  Robert  Beavers  Jr,  1747-1822  had  as  hls  first 
wife  Hary  Armstrong.  Elizabeth  leavers,  daughter  of 
Robert  Sr.  married  Dr, Samuel  Cannady (Kennedy)  .  Col. Beavers 
very  close  friend  and  superior  officer  was  General 
William  Haxwell,  bom  In  County  Tyrone,  Ireland, 

Other  Irish  counties  given  as  points  from  which 
these  Hew  Jersey  settlers  came  were  Antrim  and  Ulster. 

Hpst  of  them  were  staunch  Presbyterians  who  evidently 
fled  Ireland  from  religious  persecution.  It  Is  quite 
possible  also  that  the  Beavers,  originally  from  England, 
first  entered  Scotland  or  Ireland  when  land  there  was 


offered  at  a  great  sacrifice  at  the  time  when  prominent 
Catholic  families  had  to  flee  these  countries  for  the 
same  reason.  The  reference  to  Robert  Beavers  Sr,  as 
a  HIBERNIAN  might  Indicate  th^t  he  too  was  among  these 
very  early  settlers  from  Ireland. 

I  have  proceeded  to  obtain  a  further  search 
In  Ireland  for  *  Beavers  bearing  the  Christian  names  of 
Robert,  Thomas,  William,  Joseph,  John  and  Samuel  who 
were  of  Presbyterian  connection  and  who  were  born  In 
late  1600 's  and  early  1700 's  and  who  Joined  In  the 
migration  to  America  In  the  early  1700 's.

The  publisher  has  about  a  score  of  typewrlten 
pages  on  descendants  of  Robert  Beavers  Sr. which  concern 
principally  the  children  of  hls  son  Robert  Jr. 1747-1822 
by  this  sons  first  i**rlage  to  Hary  Armstrong,  by  whom  he 
had  six  children.  The  record  does  not  develops  the 
children  of  said  Robert's  second  wife,  Catherine  Kerr 
whom  he  married  about  1790  and  had  six  additional  child¬ 
ren, Neither  does  this  record  tell  more  than  by  slight 
reference,  anything  about  Robert  Sr's  other  five  sons  and] 
daughters. 

It  Is  hoped  that  In  future  Issues  of  the  Beaver  Log  | 
these  records  may  be  printed  as  they  do  not  appear  In 
our  published  history.  When  the  Beavers  Family  Assn  was 
first  fonned,  no  descendant  of  Robert  Beavers  3r,  had 
Joined  and  It  was  not  until  two  years  ago  that  any  did 
so, Unquestionably  a  history  as  large  as  the  Col. Joseph  . 
Beavers  records  would  be  needed  and  some  five  thousand 
or  more  Indexed  names  would  result,

What  records  are  available,  and  In  posses^'slon  of 
this  historian,  were  not  gathered  by  himself  but  very 
generously  contributed  by  courtesy  of  Hr.G-eorge  Ayres 
Swayze  of  Philadelphia.  Some  few  additions  have  been 
made  thru  correspondence.  Direct  lineage  records  of 
any  descendant  of  Robert  Beavers  Sr,  who  has  Joined  the 
B.F.A.  have  been  reproduced  In  the  Beaver  Log.  The  synop-| 
els  follows:

OP  LONDON,  ENGLAND  In  March  of  1949  at 
^‘oquest  and  Expense  of  H. A. Sonn,  In  an 
attempt  to  discover  ancestors  of  Col. Joseph 
Beavers  and  his  brother  Robert  Beavers  of  N.J. 

At  the  outset  let  me  state  that  this  search 
concentrated  entirely  on  searching  for  parentage  and 
births  of  these  two  brothers  whom  some  previous 
historians  have  Intimated  were  born  in  the  British 
Isles.  Shaefer  In  his  "Memoirs"  referred  to  Robert 
Beavers  of  Sussex  County  N.j.  as  a  "Hibernian".  Whether 
this  statement  was  due  to  family  tradition  passing  on 
information  that  Robert  had  an  "accent"  alfforent  from 
older  residents  of  that  time,  or  the  “eavers  family 
contacts  with  other  families  coming  to  N.J.  from  the 
Isles  such  as  the  Maxwells,  Kennedys,  Armstrongs  etc. 
is  purely  a  guess. 


In  another  article  in  this  edition  of  The  Log, 
appears  for  tl»  first  time,  a  definite  connection  between 
the  •’ersey  "eavers  and  those  living  In  Virginia  before 


the  Revolution.  After  reading  the  report  of  The  Society 
of  'Genealogists,  I  believe  that  the  brothers  Joseph 
and  Robert  Beavers  were  American  born,  but  undoubtedly 
of  English  extraction. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  Is  to  save  future 
family  historians  a  duplication  oe  effort  In  any  future 
search  of  English  records.  As  stated  above,  all  effort 
was  centered  on  a  search  of  Beavers  In  England  named 
Robert  and  Joseph.  The  results  were  disappointing  but 
seem  to  point  to  family  ties  somewhere. 

The  English  ^ecords, 

Boyd's  Marriage  Index;  Yorkshire  County. 1701-1725 
Contained  11  Beavour  entries.  Including  4  for  Joseph, 
no  Robert.

In  Northowram  Parish  Register,  p.204.  1711  Joseph  Beevers 
of  New  ^lller  ■‘^am  married  a  Mrs  .Milner,  he  had  previous¬ 
ly  burled  a  first  wife  In  1710.

In  Sandall,  on  April  9th,  leaving  10,000  pounds,  a  very 
fine  amount. 

In  Klrkburton  Pariah.  From  1541  to  1654  Vol.  1.  over 
300  Bever,  Beaver  entries.  In  Vol.  2  an  appendix  In 
which  24  pages  are  devoted  to  Bevers,  Beavers,  with  the 
name  Joseph  abounding  thruout.  One  baptism,  ^rom  date 
alone  coincides  with  dates  for  Col.  Joseph  Beavers (N.J. ) 
birth  year  of  1728,  that  is  May  15,1729.  However  the 
name  Robert  Is  extremely  rare  In  this  account  and  does 
not  occur  In  proximity  with  It. So  far  as  remaining  Beavour 
entries  In  Boyds  Yorkshire  Index  inOl-1725  are  concerned; 
the  marriages  took  place  at  Bradford(  of  whose  Registers 
we  have  no  transcript  sufficiently  late);  Wakefield  (2) 
(transcript  of  St/Johns  Registers  In  Card  Index-  see 
later;  Rotherham(  of  which  wo  have  only  the  Marriages); 
and  Calverley(  of  which  only  a  transcript  to  1717). 
Hemsworth,  the  only  parish  for  which  wo  have  a  transcript 
In  U3e-1654-1812,  shows  5  Joseph  Beovor  entries  in  Index, 
but  no  Robert,  and  nothing  was  therefore  followed  up. 

In  "Lists  of  Apprentices" .All  Counties,  1710-1762 
only  searched.  40  entries  for  Beaver,  Beafor.  2^Josephs 
and  6  Roberts,  "none  connected  with  the  law"(  p'^sslble 
legal  background  of  the  two  N.J.  brothers) 

Document  MSS.  Any  number  of  Beaver  papers  here  going 
back  to  1290.  “any  counties  mentioned  but  the  names 
Joseph  and  Robert  do  not  appear  in  same  families  in 
ssune  generations. 

Card  Index.  150  cards  for  Bevors,  Beavers,  Beauvors  et 
3  listed  Joseph  and  4  listed  Robert,  too  early  or  too 
late  to  connect  with  the  N.J. brothers . 

In  view  of  legal  nature  of  the  two  N.J. brothers 
profession,  court  records  were  searched.  There  were  a 
very  few  Beaver (and  variants)  In  one  or  two  of  these 
lists,  but  nothing  of  assistance. 

Burke's  Visitation  0"  Seats  4  Arms.  2nd, aeries 
Vol,  11.  p.  13  et  seq.  Beevor  of  Yorkshire  and  Notting¬ 
hamshire.  A  long  pedigree  beginning  with  very  early 
history  of  which  the  earliest  record  la,  "Ralph  do  Sever" 
witness  to  a  deed-York-1154.  Continues  Into  the  19th. 
century  and  Incorporates  the  family  of  Norfolk  and  the 
baronets,  but  shows  no  Joseph  at  all,  and  only  Robert 
of  a  vary  early  period. 

The  Society's  Report  concludes  — "  in  our  opinion 
and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  several  Beaver 
Individuals,  had  al-ready  migrated  to  America  In  the 
17tii. century,  there  is  no  reasonable  basis  for  the 
suggestion  that  Colonel  Joseph  and  Robert  ^eavera  were 
born  In  this  country (England) ."

The  discovery  of  Beavers  with  same  church 
affiliation  both  In  New  Jersey  and  In  Virginia (now 
W^t  Va,  as  well)  prior  to  the  Revolution,  and  our 
disaovery  of  a  family  relatlonah^,  presented  us  with 
a  problem  as  to  whether  the  New  Jersey  families  went 
South  or  the  Virginia  group  migrated  North,  after  their 
entering  America  from  the  British  Isles. 

Vfe  found  as  far  back  as  1635  and  I638,  English 
Beavers  In  Virginia  In  Loudon  County  and  vicinity  but 
then  we  ran  up  against  laafe  of  information  connecting 
this  early  group  with  the  Thomas  and  William  Beavers 
of  Rockingham  County  over  a  centxiry  later.  The  later 
two  gentlemen,  as  reported  In  previous  Beaver  Logs, 
were  related  to  the  Beavers  of  Northern  New  Jersey. 

Perhaps  the  earlier  Beavers,  of  Morgams  Head- 
rights,  did  leave  male  descendants  In  Virginia  of  whom 
wo  have  not  found  records  so  far,  or  they  moved  farther 
South  and  West  and  account  for  many  of  the  family  name 
In  these  states. 

If  the  report  on  the  Irish  Beavers  given  In 
another  Item  In  this  Issue,  lead  us  to  finding  that 
the  Thomas  Beavers  of  Virginia,  Is  the  same  Thomas 
found  In  the  early  18th. Century  In  N.J.  with  Robert 
and  Jo seph( called  Hibernians  by  Rev.  Shafer)  and  whom 
we  know  was  a  relative  at  least,  then  there  has  been 
quite  a  gap  In  migration  of  Beavers  from  the  British 
Isles,  ofalinoet  three  or  four  generations,  at  least 
as  applying  to  Virginia.  W  found  records  of  Beavers 
from  England  to  Kingston  N.Y.  and  to  Boston  ,  written 
up  In  other  family  genealogies (The  Bralnerd  Family) 

In  1750  and  following  years,  Quakers  from 
Quakertown  N.J.  and  Presbyterians  from  Amwell  Township,  i 
both  In  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.  were  "dismissed  from 
their  New  Jersey  churches,  to  \diat  Is  now.  West  Va.". 
John  Rutherford  wrote  In  1786,  that  Hunterdon  County 
contributed  to  settlements  in  Kentucky  said  Tennessee  by 
"ann\ial  swarms  that  emigrated  to  the  southwest  to 
escape  rents,  taxes  and  debts." 

In  1812  Joseph  ^ase  left  his  home  with 
PBlllp  Case  of  Flemlngton  N.J.  to  visit  his  uncle  John 
Case  In  "mlasiml  country"  Md  arrived  safe  In  Indiana 
Territory  on  Aug. 30, 1812. 

A  large  migration  from  Klngwood  and  Delaware 
Townships  N.J,  went  to  Symmes  Purchase  In  Ohio.  In 
various  accounts,  letters  and  newspaper  cllTrolngs, 
mention  la  made  of  Hunterdon  County  Folk  In  "Warren, 
Preble,  Richland,  Darke  and  Wayne  Counties  In  Ohio, 

In  Franklin  and  Shelby  Counties  In  Indiana,  In  Grxindy, 
Jersey  and  Clarke  Counties  In  Illinois.  In  the  following 
towns  in  Ohio,  Unlontown,  Urbana, Milan,  Sandusky, 

Wooster,  Shiloh,  Plymouth  and  Lima;  In  Indiana  In 
Now  Trenton,  Marlon,  Remington,  Corlenna  and  Greenwich;

WHT  "THE  BEAVER  LOO?" 

The  name  la  misleading.  What  started  out  seven  years 
ago  as  a  "Call  to  Arms"  for  the  Beavers  Family  In  forming 
an  association  and  In  publishing  the  records, has  developed 
Into  a  "clearing  house"  for  a  great  many  family  gessalc- 
gista  interested  In  17th.  and  18th. Century  settlers  of 
Northern  How  Jersey. 

Almost  the  entlre"upper  half"  of  Hev  Jersey  was 
originally  one  County,  Hunterdon,  ft*om  whence  sprang  Sxisaez,l 
Warren, Morris  and  part  of  Passaic  Counties.  Into  this  area 
Came  many  families  from  the  British  Isles,  from  Holland 
Germany,  Prance  and  the  Scandanavlan  Countries .Among  these 
were  the  Beavers (Bever8,Beavour8, Beaver, Beavor  and  Beauvoir) 
who  with  neighbors  from  Northern  Ireland  where  they 
originally  migrated  from  Prance  and  England,  came  to 
Asierlca  In  early  17 th . century . 

Since  each  generation  doubles  the  number  of  "parents" 
going  from  two  to  over  4,000  In  a  span  of  less  than  300 
years,  we  became  Involved  at  the  outset,  with  sosm  sixty 
different  families.  There  were  probably  six  or  more 
Beavefs  In  the  migration  taking  place  In  early  leth. century, I 
to  Hew  Jersey  from  Northern  Ireland. The  brothers  Joseph 
(1728-1816)  and  Robert  (1727-1774)  had  over  20  children 
between  them,  and  of  the  Colonel's  fourteen,  twelve  of 
them  wore  girls,  all  of  whom  married.  Our  published  hsltery 
(1948)  has  an  Index  of  over  5,000  names.  The  Beaver  Log 
In  seven  years  has  added  many  more. 

Thru  Increasing  circulation.  The  Log  now  reaches 
some  40  libraries,  as  many  genealogists,  and  to  several 
hundred  descendants.  It  Is  not  a  professional  undertaking 
and  therefore  depends  upon  considerable  reciprocity  to 
continue  publication.  Its  name  might  as  well  be,*BSLrly 
Hunterdon  County (N.J. )Pamllles" .  ^  other  columns  you 
win  read  of  the  many  migrations  southward  and  westward 
of  these  early  settlers. 

While  we  welcome  membership  In  the  association  of 
Beavers  descendants,  each  of  whom  thru  maintaining  active 
manbershlp,  receive  The  Log,  our  little  publication  Is 
available  to  all.  it  Is  a  "hobby"  of  the  editor  and  not 
edited  for  financial  profit.

While  the  letter's*  in  a  majority  of  cases,  plus 
affiliation  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  early  days 
and  qjparent  E^llsb-Irlah  or  Scotch  background,  may 
be  the  determining  factors  in  tracing  which  branch  of 
the  family  to  whom  one  belongs,  there  are  exceptions. 

We  fin£  some  early  records  using  the  name  Bever 
and  Beavor  of  English  origin  in  Virginia,  and  simply 
Beaver  and  definitely  not  descended  from  the  German 
groiq>  of  Blebcr-Beaver,  predominantly  members  of  the 
Lutheran  or  Mennonite  churches.  The  history  of  this 
later  grotq>  has  been  ably  covered  by  Rev. I, H. Be aver 
of  Reading,  Pa  in  his  publication  in  1939.  Therefore 
this  writer  and  the  Beavers  Family  Association  are 
eoneemed  only  with  the  'triple  play  combination*  of 
Beavers,  France  to  The  British  Isles  to  America.

Early  land  Holdings  of  Rev  Jersey  Beavers. 

At  the  outset  of  our  early  searches  for  deeds 
in  Rorthern  Rew  Jersey,  wo  discovered  that  in  the 
(late  17th.  Century  and  early  18th.  that  if  deeds 
were  drawn  iq>,  they  were  seldom  recorded,  and  that 
thousands  of  acres  were  held  by  'squatters*  without 
tlEles.  There  were  land  riots,  lawsuits  and  seizxires 
a  plenty.  Since  Col. Joseph  ®eavere (1728-1816)  was 
a  lawyer.  Judge  and  surveyor,  it  is  pretty  certain 
that  his  own  family  was  well  protected  although  we 


find  little  record  of  his  holUngs  until  his  estate 
was  settled  beginning  in  1817.  These  holdings  were 
diagrammed  from  surveys  and  appe  ar  in  our  published 
history.From  whence  did  he  obtain  thsmt 

In  1749  when  the  Colonel  was  21  years  old,  a 
Thomas  Bryerly  sold  some  7,300  in  Alexandria  Township 
N.J.  and  in  Holland  and  Uhion  Tvnps.  to  William  Allen 
and  Joseph  Turner  of  Philadelphia.  In  1752  these  two 
men  added  some  10,880  ao^B  purchased  from  the  West 
Jersey  Proprietors.  These  lands  adjoined  at  many  points 
and  included  much  of  the  property  later  owned  by  Col, 
leavers. 

Also  in  1752,  James  Alexander,  father  of  the 
American  Revolutionary  General  who  went  by  Ms  titled 
name  of  Lord  Stirling,  and  his  partners,  Morris, White 
and  Dynster,  bought  some  10,500  acres  of  irtiat  is  now 
Alexandria  township,  from  the  Wgst  Jersey  Proprietors, 

The  name  'WHITE*  intrigues  me.  For  years  there  has  been 
a  oontraversy  between  historians  as  to  the  anoeati7 
of  the  White  Family  of  Sussex  County,  N.J.  ®d  the 
forebears  of  Alexander  White  Sr.  whose  son  Alexander  Jr. 
married  a  daugjiter  of  Col. Beavers,  a  Mary,  whose  first 
husband  was  a  Clifford. 

Some  White  Historians  have  claimed  that  Alexandei 
White  Sr,  Gas  a  descendant  of  the  Mayflower  Whites,  but 
their  claim  has  not  been  allowed  by  the  Society  of 
Mayflower  descendants  due  to  lack  of  proof  for  statement 
that  Alexander  White  was  a  child  of  a  second  matrrisige 
of  a  Jonathan  White  to  an  Elizabeth  Alexander. 

Many  old  writings  I  discovered  among  the 
collections  of  old  Beavers  families  in  New  Jersey  and 
from  tradition,  we  have  found  statements  that  the 
wife  of  Col.Beavers  was  a  Mary  White,  known  as  'Lady 
Mary*.  (PoSslb3.v  a  first  wife  who  died  after  birth  of 
her  first  child).  Noticing  that  James  Alexander, father 
of  Lord  Sterling,  had  among  his  business  partners  a 
White,  gives  us*food  for  assumption,  not  oonsui^tlon*  > 
that  possibly  the  Alexander  Whites  of  Sussex,  were 
related  thru  later  marriages  with  desoendants  of  James 
Alexander, This  could  account  for  the  stories  told  that 
Col, Joseph  "eavers,  first  wife  Mary.was  entitled  to 
be  known  as  Lady  Mary,  The  second  Alexander  White  was 
a  partner  in  many  oases  with  Col, Joseph  Beavers  in 
making  large  land  surveys  and  in  laying  out  roads  in 
Northern  New  Jersey  for  the  State,

Comments  on  'New  Light  on  Thomas  Pursell  of  N.J,* 
by  Dr, George  E. McCracken  Ph.D.  of  Des  Moines, Iowa. 

Charity  Beavers,  datighter  of  Col, Joseph  Beavers  married 
a  Pursel,  proven  thru  estate  settlements  of  her  father. 
Little  else  is  known  about  her  descendants  except  for  a 
daughter  ,Ann  Pursel. 

Dr .McCracken,  a  member  of  the  Beavers  Family  Assn 
and  an  eminent  Historian  has  Just  written  a  fifteen  page 
article,  named  above,  in  which  he  offers  many  new  facts 
discouraging  former  writers  on  their  statements  that 
the  New  Jersey  Pursells  were  connected  with, 'the  passenger 
John  Ptu’sIow,  on  the  ship  Phoenix,  from  Dublin,  Ireland  who 
married  in  1684  a  widow  Elizabeth  Walmsley.'Also  that 
the  New  Jersey  family  were  not  descended  from  'the  Pearsall 
Family  of  Long  Island* (  By  Clarence  E, Pearsall  in  1928) 

Dr. McCracken  believes  that  Thomas  Pursell  of  N.J, 
was  an  immigrant  himself  and  that  his  early  children  were 
born  in  Ireland  such  as  son  Daniel,  Dennis  and  possibly 
Thomas  Jr,  that  son  John  was  baptised  in  I698  in  Port 
Richmond  Dutch  Church,  Elizabeth  on  March  23.1703  Snd 
Pleter(Peter)  on  Oct. 25, 1704  in  Rarltan(N, J. )  Dutch  Church. 

Evidently  confusing  to  former  genealogists  is  the 
strange  coincidence  that  besides  the  N.J,  Thomas  whose 
wife  was  a  Christian,  there  was  another  Thomas  Pearsall  | 
of  Long  ^sland  a  contemporary,  whose  will  dated  April  20, 
1723,  named  also  a  wife  Christian  and  sons,  Nicholas, 

Henry.  John,  adaughter  Eda  wife  of  a  Walter  Dobbs, 

Hannan  wife  of  John  Lanyon. 

Dr.McCracken' 8  article  contains  facts  backed  by 
considerable  weight  and  he  believes  that  the  Thomas 
Pearsall  of  Long  ■^sland  and  his  immediate  family  never 
crossed  the  Hudson  River  into  New  Jersey  at  all.  Genealo¬ 
gists  of  these  families  would  do  well  to  read  this  latest 
researoh(1952)  on  this  controversy.

OLD  DEED  DISCOVERED  DRAWN  BY  COL. JOS. BEAVERS 
AND  WITNESSED  BY  HIMSELF  AND  HIS  WIPE  "ANNE".. 

In  futherance  of  proof  that  Col. Beavers  wife, 
or  at  least  a  second  wife  and  mother  of  possibly 
twelve  of  his  fourteen  children,  was  named  Anne,  Is 
an  old  deed,  handwl*ltten  by  Col, Beavers  on  very  fine 
parchment  on  December  16,1800  In  which  several  acres 
are  being  conveyed  for  John  and  Uriah  Mason  to 
a  Samuel  Webster,  located  In  Klngwood  Township,  Hunterdon 
Counth  N.J,  It  was  recorded  In  Hunterdon  County, "Liber 
D.  folios  27-28-29  &  30  on  June  6,1801. 

This  old  deed  was  turned  over  to  this  historian 
by  Mr  .George  Gill  Honness,  formerly  of  Clinton  N,.T.now  of 
Philadelphia,  and  a  member  4f  our  asslclatlon.  In  the 
lower  corner  of  the  deed  appears  the  signature  of 
Joseph  Beavers  and  an  "X"  for  signature  of  his  wife  Anne 
as  witnesses.  The  acreage  being  transferred  once  belonged 
to  John  and  Robert  Emley  In  1758. 


REPORT  ON  NORTHERN  IRELAND  INFLUENCE  ON  BEAVERS  HISTORY. 

As  stated  In  our  original  history  and  appearing 
In  previous  Issues  of  The  Beaver  Log,  your  editor  has 
thought  very  strongly,  that  the  Beavers  who  came  to 
America,  at  least  In  the  late  17th,Century  and  early 
18th.  to  New  Jersey  and  Virginia,  were  from  families 
residing  at  that  time  In  the  counties  of  Northern 
Ireland. 

Rev, Casper  Shaefer,  In  his  Memoirs,  written 
about  middle  of  the  19th.Centur;r,  referred  to  the 
brothers  Robert  Beavers  Sr.  and  "Joseph,  aa"Hlbemlans. " 
Prior  to  the  early  Irish  records,  which  we  list  below, 
we  find  the  Beavers  In  England  for  several  hundred  years, 
ftulte  possibly  the  English  Beavers  either  migrated  to 
Northern  Ireland  to  escape  religious  persecution  during 
changes  In  the  English  Kings,  or  were  members  of  the  ' 
military  sent  there,  are  our  research  discloses. 

Your  editor  employed  a  Mr, R.A, Young  of  Dundonald, 
Belfast,  Ireland,  a  professional  genealogist,  to  make 
an  Irish  search  and  tke  highlights  of  his  report  of 
February  of  this  year  are  herewith  given. 

From"Vlew  of  the  Archbishopric  of  Armagh,  by 
Thomas  Ashe  In  1703"  he  found  that  a  Francis  Beavor 
was  one  of  several  tenants  at  BalleaghS  In  a  plot,"

"L,  36,  Page  64  Jo nat .Powell,  Gent.  096-3.* 

"Page  13,  same  year,  Richard  Chapell,  Esqr.

This  late  Information  from  Ireland  added 
to  what  we  have  already  published  In  our  history  and 
In  former  Beaver  Logs  concerning  the  early  marriages  of 
Beavers  with  other  Irish  Presbyterian  families  such  as 
the  Armstrongs,  Cliffords,  Kennedys,and  Whites,  seem 
to  tell  us  that  there  were  several  migrations  to 
America  from  the  same  section  of  Ireland  of  large 
neighborly  groups.  In  many  Instances  these  marriages 
took  place  In  Ireland. 


PENNSYLVANIA  BEAVERS. 

WITH  EN&LISH-IRI3H-SCOTOH(7)  BACKaROUND  MAINLY 
CONNECTED  WITH  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

This  article  should  be  of  oartloular  Interest  to 
many  descendants  of  BEAVERS ( spelled  with  "s")  or 
definitely  not  connected  with  the  Lutheran,  Mennonlte 
or  other  German  denominations  (BIEBER-BEAVER).  Many 
persons  have  written  me  that  from  old  letters  and 
family  records,  they  definitely  knew  that  their  Beavers 
ancestors  were  of  English  or  Irish  origin  and  that  they 
did  not  belong  to  the  group  that  came  to  America  from 
the  Palatinate  Just  a  generation  before  the  American 
Revolution. 

Historians  record  that  both  the  group  from  the 
British  Isles  anfl  the  Palatinate  originated  In  France. 
The  former entering  England  with  or  soon  after  William 
the  Conqueror (1066 J  and  the  later  fleeing  Fj.ance  about 
the  time  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  to  Holland  and  Germany 
to  escape  persecution,  from  whence  they  came  to 
this  country  a  whole  century  later  than  their  English 
relations (?). 

We  find  In  England  as  early  as  the  beginning  of 
the  13th. Century,  records  of  Beavers,  Bevers,  Beauvors, 
Beauvoirs  and  Beaver.  Since  very  few  persons  were  able 
to  write  in  those  days,  the  various  spellings  wsee 
natural.  Even  today  In  England  the  family  still  using 
the  old  Fj.enoh  spellings  pronounce  the  name  “Bev-ers^ 
with  accent  on  the  first  sylable.  A  member  of  the 
British  nobility  who  spells  his  name  Beavers  and  traces 
his  ancestry  back  to  the  12th. century  In  England, 
uses  thds  pronunciation. 

Prior  to  publication  of  my  Beavers  history, 
a  prominent  Pennsylvania  minister,  Mr. I.M. Beaver  of 
Reading,  Pa.  published  a  large  volumn,  "The  Bleber-Beaver 
Family"  with  over  800  pages  of  genealogy.  In  almost 
every  case  these  persons  were  descendants  of  three 
brothers  Bleber  who  came  to  America  thru  port  of 
Philadelphia,  from  the -Palatinate, In  the  second  quarter 
of  the  ISth.Century.  M  at  of  these  emigrants  settled  In 
Eastern  Pennsylvania,  6ut  many  went  to  Virginia  and 
the  Carollnas  In  Mennonlte  migrations  from  Pennsylvania 
andcettled  right  among  the  Presbyterian  Beavers  from 
England  and  Ireland  and  those  New  Jersey  Beavers  who 
made  the  treok  south-M&rd  a  generation  or  two  earlier. 

In  the  vast  majority  of  oases,  but  not  all 
as  we  have  found, the  letter  "s"  and  the  church  connect¬ 
ions,  distinguish  the  two  branches. 

Recent  discoveries  disclosing  that  many 
Beavers  In  vicinity  of  Scranton  Pa. wore  long  residents 
of  Northern  New  Jersey  before  the  Revolution  and  were 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  were  referred 
to  as  Englishmen  or  Hibernians,  may  change  many  a 
family  background. 

Having  received  several  family  lines 
recently  with  both  Now  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  families 
1  give  you  the  known  facts  In  hopes  that  further 
research  will  disclose  the  exact  connections.  Mrs.J.Lee 
feeler  of  Hope  Valley,  Durham  N.C.  and  Mr. Harold  W. 

Beavers  of  Soarsdale,  N.Y.sent  In  llnps  that  definitely 
connect  with  the  New  Jersey  Beavers. 

In  Marriage  Book  A.  at  Newton,  Sussex 
County  N.J.  we  find  an  entry  of  the  marriage  of  one 
Frederick  Beavers  to  Catherine  Miller  of  Oxford,  N.J. 
on  Beo,9,18o4  This  couple  were  ancestors  of  both  the 
parties  above  mentioned.  The  date  of  Fredericks  birth 
Is  not  yet  known  but  we  can  presume  that  It  was  around 
1780-84. 

In  oiu*  published  history  wo  find  the 
brothers  Robert  Beavers  Sr.  (1727-1774)  and  Col. Joseph 
eavers  (1728-1816),  a  John  Beavers(3torekeepers  record 
dated  I743  In  Oxford  Furnace)  a  Thomas,  William  and 
an  Elisabeth  Beavers,  all  residents  of  what  was  then 
Hunterdon  County  N.J.  living  within  an  area  of  25  square 
miles  or  so.  Among  the  children  of  Robert  Beavers  Sr, 
we  have  a  Robert  Jr. and  a  Moses  ,  but  find  no  Frederick 
among  their  children.  We  know  very  little  however  about 
the  other  two  brothers  William  and  Alexander.  Frederick 
born  about  1780-4  could  well  be  a  son  of  either  of  these. 

y  When  Frederick  Beavers  died,  hie  widow 

atherlne  moved  to  Scranton,  Pa.  to  live  with  one  of 
her  six  *hlldren( named  In  her  will  In  I870),  one 
Michael  Beavers  b.  Apr41  28,1810,  died  Dec, 31,1885  who 


took  as  hie  wife,  Susanna  Nauman  frcxn  Paradise  Valley  Pa 
bom  Aug.25,1809,  died  Aug. 30, 1887.  The  other  children 
of  Michael  and  Catherine  were,  Elisabeth,  Frances  who 

married  and  moved  to  Danville,  Pa,,  a  William  Henry 
who  went  out  West,  a  Henry  and  a  John. 

Michael  and  Susanna  had  ten  children,  seven  sons  and 
three  dau^tere,  John,  Philip,  Joseph,  Jake,  Christopher, 
James,  Samuel,  Catherine,  Susan  and  Louise. 

Christopher  married  a  Mary  Jdsephine _ „1852- 

1873  and  upon  Mary's  death  he  remarried  and  Is  burled 
In  his  flsoond  wife's  plot  In  Dalton,  Pa, 

Michael  Beavers  and  his  widowed  mcther  Catherine 
are  burled  In  same  plot  In  Old  Washburn  St, Cemetery 
in  Scranton,  Pa,  His  father  Fredericks  grave  has  not 
boon  found  but  presumably  near  Oxford  N.J.  Michael 
was  a  Civil  War  Veteran  but  came  thru  the  campaigns 
arid  did  not  die  until  1885. 

Christopher  had  F  ank  W. Beavers,  father  of 
Mrs, Peeler,  and  Charles,  Albert  and  Bessie,  all 
residents  of  Soanton,  Pa,  Joseph  married  a  Mary  Van 
Tllberg  and  had  Samuel,  Martha  and  Carrie  who  both 
mamled  Set  chums,  and  a  Reirvyn,  Samuel  married 
a  Mary  Giles,  ho  died  !•,  1949  aau  hl&  wife  Just 
passed  away  In  1952  In  Bloomfield  N.J.ThorW  children 
were,  Ada  who  married  and  had  Robert  and  Doris,  Edna 
who  married  and  had  Alan  and  Russell,  Chester (died 
In  1950)  who  had  Ralph  and  Ronald,  and  Harold  W.  irtio 
married  a  Joan  "eavers,  no  Issue,  living  In 
Scarsdale  N.Y. 

Jake  Beavers  had  Robert,  James  and  Edith, 
the  later  living  In  Scranton  Pa.  In  1951,  aged  70  years 

James  Beavers,  another  son  of  Michael, 
married  a  Rose  Fairchild,  living  In  Scranton  In  1951 
at  age  of  92  years.  They  had  F  ank (died  1945) 

Jessie,  Allen,  Gertmde,  Edward,  the  later  being 
Treasurer  of  the  I.C.3.  In  Scranton,  Ra 

Other  children  of  Michael,  Sam  uel,  killed 
In  Civil  W^  In  1865,  Catherine  who  married  a  Sterling, 
Susan  and  ■^oulse  who  married  a  Wandell, 

Mrs  Rose  Fairchild  Beavers  who  Insistence 
that  her  husbands  family  descended  from  New  Jersey 
"eavers  of  Engllsh-Irlsh  origin,  deserves  a  great 
deal  of  credit  for  a  great,  part  of  these  discoveries. 

Still  to  be  found,  are  the  parents  of 
Frederick  Beavers  of  Oxford,  N.J.  born  about  1780-4, 

His  church  affiliation,  Presbyterian,  and  his 
app^ent  Engllsh-Irlsh  baokground(by  family  tradition) 
place  him  among  the  same  New  Jersey  group  as  the 
other  old  New  Jersey  Beavers,  residing  In  same  locality 


BeAVLRS  in  THl,  south  and  west. 

Having  e  etabllshed  a  connection  between  the  Beavers 
In  New  Jersey  and  those  In  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  In 
our  last  Issue  of  the  Log,  through  the  trip  of  Robert 
■'^eavers  of  Hampshire  County  Va.  In  I8OO  to  Sussex  County 
N.J.,  to  collect  on  notes  given  hie  father  by  the 
brothers  Robert  Jr.  and  Moses  Beavers,  we  have  received 
much  new  information  on  these  families.  We  also  call 
attention  to  the  migration  Into  Virginia  to  Loudon  County 
of  Mary  (Beavers) Clifford,  daughter  of  Col. Joseph  Beavers, 
and  widow  of  a  Clifford,  with  her  second  husband, Alexander 
White  Jr.  of  Sussex  County. 

This  writer  Is  particularly  Indebted  to  the 
following  persons  ,  all  greatly  Interested  In  this  family, 
for  their  splendid  assistance;  Mr. H.D. Marquess  of  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Mrs.A.G.Eofqulst  of  Chicago,  M  s.F  ank  Dustan 
of  Fitchburg,  Maos;  Mrs.E.J. Johnson  of ~Rookport, Texas; 
and  Mrs.Anella  Jewell  of  Arlington,  Va. 

Considerable  confusion  has  resulted  by  the 
migration  southward  of  descendants  of  the  Bleber-Beaver 
family  of  German  descent,  who  entered  Pennsylvania  In 
early  18th. century  direct  from  the  Palatinate.  Mr, Marquess 
also  reports  on  discovering  a  Robert  Bouvllller  ^dio  came 
from  France  about  I656  to  the  Piedmont  Section  of  Va,, 
buying  some  6,000  acres  and  raising  tobacco.  Through  the 
years  this  French  name  has  deteriorated  to  many  spellings 
such  as  Bevler,  Beaver  and  the  English  Beavers.  Some 
early  groups  also  at  times  have  used  the  spelling 
Beavours,  used  even  today  In  England  by  many  Instead  of 
Beavers. 


Add.  to  theBe  groups  any  deacendanta  of  iaaao” 
and  Matthew  BeTer  who  came  to  Virginia  from  Yorkshire 
England  In  1635  and  I638,  there  Is  no  wpnder  that  some 
50.000  or  more  desoendantsC  some  20,000  already  appear 
In  published  genealogies)  are  having  much  difficulty  In 
tracing  their  lineage* 

This  writer  ,  In  anallslng  the  records  he 
now  has,  his  research  In  Ireland  and  statements  of  former 
historians,  believes  this  Is  now  the  possible  solution. 

That  John  Beavers,  found  In  earliest  New  Jersey 
as  having  a  charge  account  with  an  Oxford  FumaoevH.J.J 
storekeelar  in  1743,  was  probably  bom  before  1720.  TMa 
would  either  place  him  as  a  contemporary 
“eavers  1728-1816,  his  brother  Robert  8r.  1727-1774, 

MlUlam,  Thomas  and  maybe  an  Elisabeth,  or  he  could  even 
have  been  their  father.  After  reading  Mr.Youngis  report 
from  Ireland  In  this  Issue,  the  above  Thomas  would  ^ 
ed>out  the  right  age  to  be  the  Irish  Thomas,  and  perhaps 
■n  were  Irish  born. (Rev. Casper  Shaefer  In  his  Memoirs, 
refers  to  the  Beavers  brothers  as  •Hibernians  .) 

In  Hew  Jersey  research  we  soon  loose  track  of 
the  brothers  William  and  Thomas  and^suddenjy  ccane  upon 
two  men  of  that  name  In  Virginia.  T  e  Thomas  Beavers  of 
Loudon  County  irtiose  will  was  probated  In  1770,  n^^g 
a  William  ■Senior*  as  eXeCutor  and  naming  sons,  William, 
Thomas  and  Robert  (of  age  In  1770)*,*  Joseph,  James,  Samuel 
end  John (minors  In  1770) 

In  data  on  BEAVeRS- HAMPTON (see  ladt  copy  of 
the  Beaver  Log)  we  find  an  Abigail  Beavers,  wife  of  a 
Beavers (her  last  name  not  known)  who  made  a  will  and 
left  property  to  a  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  Henry  Hampton 
of  Va.  (b.1750),  and  to  a  son  William  Beavers.  This 
lady's  husbmd  ml^t  well  Be  the  wife  of  William  of  N.J. 

In  the  next  generation,  we  have  Thomas  of 
Loudon  Co.  Va,  who  married  a  Martha.  Hg  left  the  family 
mentioned  above.  Was  Hannah  Beavers  of  Loudon,  bom  In 
1746,  died  1803,  who  married  William  McClellan,  a  sister T 
Was  Sarah  Beavers  who  married  Henry  “ampton (b.l750)  also 
a  sister,  or  where  they  children  of  Abigail! 

Was  Thomas'  son  William,  bora  about  1745-50 
the  one  who  married  a  Mary  Holbert,  the  same  William 
who  died  Intestate  In  1782  In  Hampshire  County  Va.  Vfcioh 
William  was  the  father  of  Robert  Beavers  who  made  the 
pilgrimage  into  Hew  Jersey  In  1800(  We  know  ^  ,  ... 

a  resident  of  Hampshire  County  Va.  as  Robert's  affidavit 
so  stated)  However  this  affidavit  gave  Robert's  mother's 
ne«e  as  a  Mary  ■Phillips*.  Was  she  first  a  widow  of 
WllUaa  Beavers (Mary  Holbert-T)  who  remarried  a  Phillips! 

In  the  next  generation  we  have  Elisabeth 
Beavers,  bom  Jan.  1,1774  who  married  Isaac  Marcus (M^quess) 
In  1795  in  Frederick  County  Va.  and  who  had;  John, William. 
Samuel  b.l800,  Mary,  Sarah,Craven,Hebecoa, Elizabeth,  and 
a  Capt, James  Marquess  In  Onion  Ar^  In  Missouri, 

A  contemporary  of  Elizabeth  was  Moses 
Beavers,  bora  In  1777  In  Loudon  County  Va.  who  married 
a  Hannah  Holbert  on  Nov. 17,1803  and  who  then  movcdcto 
West  Va.  Their  children  were,  Mary  b.l806,  married 
Arnold  Tracewell;  John;  Elizabeth  married  William  Wotlng* 
Lydia  married  Eben  Lipscomb?  Thomaa  181A— 1892  who  married 
Sarah  Rlddenhour;  Nancy(Ann)  who  married  Philip  Martin; 

Henrf H  who  married  Adam  H. Bowman*  William  who  married 
Mary  Cassidy,  and  Samuel  1826-1875  who  married  Sarah  Davis, 

Thomas  and  Sarah  Rlddenhour  had,  Susan, 

Mary,  Sarah,  Blna,  David,  Ceorge,  F  anklln, Jacob, Coleman  , 
■nil  MoseS  vho  married  Laura  E.]Chltn?y,  parents  of  Mrs, Ida 
Beavers  Bailey  of  Masontown,  W  st  Va. 

Robert  Beavers  ,  born  about  1770-72, 
married  Mary  Holbert  and  had  probably  five  children. 
Including  a  Samuel  born  In  1795  who  married  Elizabeth  Veach, 
an  ancestor  of  a  Mrs. Sheppard  of  Hew  Castle,  Indlanf; 
a  lau^ter*lost  In  the  woods*  and  three  young  children 
names  not  known. 


Lets  examine  two  Loudon  County  wills. 

2  HS  p.139  we  find  John  Beavers  iriiom  we  estimate  to  have 
been  bora  about  1770-80  who  married  a  Margaret,  and  who 
left  besides  his  wife,  John  Beavers  Jr  "of  Raphannock  Va 
a  Susan  Cochran  and  a  Margaret  B. Allen (not  known  whether 
daughters  or  not)Vlll  dated  In  1844. 


Will,  2M  p.  775,  another  John  A.Bpavers,  heirs, 
wife  Christina,  brothers  Washington  and  Thomas,  sisters 
Eliza  wife  of  a  Garrett,  and  *the  wife  of  Harris  Palmer 
name  not  given. 

Was  this  last  John  A.Beavers  the  same  as  "John  of 
Rapahannook*!  Or  was  he  the  John  Beavers  found  In  Census 
of  Barbour  County  W^st  Va.  In  1850,  with  hla  wife 
Chrlstlna(note  same  name)  b.  1809,  and  following  ohll^en 
Mary  b.  I83I,  Hannah  b.  1832,  Mlssa  b.l833,  Thomas  b.l835 
Moses  b.  1839  and  John  b,  1842. 

In  SEune  generation  as  Moses  Beavers  born  1777  In 
Loudon  County  Va.  we  find  another  Moses  Beavers  In  a  Census 
of  Jefferson  County,  Indiana  In  1850,  llstlw,  Moses  as 
■born  in  New  Jersey  In  1774*. (he  died  In  i860)  and  his 
wife  Margaret,  born  In  1775  in  Virginia.  Also  In  same  list¬ 
ing  ,  and  evidently  In  same  household  a  John  W.Beayers 
b^n  in  Va.  In  1810,  his  wife  Peletla  born  In  Va.  1814, 
and  their  children,  all  born  In  Indiana,  Martha  1836, 

Mary  I838,  Elizabeth  1839,  Margaret  1841,  Peletla  1843, 

Sarah  C.  1848  and  Emma  b.l849. 

In  same  ^enous(1850)  Robert  M, Beavers  born  In  Va 
In  1813,  his  wife  Mary.  B  rn  In  Indiana  in  1819,  and  the^ 
children,  John  W.  b.  1^39?  Moses  R.  b.l840,  Sar^  E.  1842, 
Margaret  b.l844,  Elizabeth  b.l845,  Martha  b.  1848  and 
■S.A.*  (a  girl)  b.l849,  all  In  Indiana. 

Also,  Moses  Beavers  born  In  Va.  In  1807,  his 
wife  Margaret  b.l8l5,  and  their  children,  James  J.  1842 
and  Arenioa  J.  1848,  born  In  Indiana,  also  a  Susanna 
Beavers,  born  In  Virginia  In  1826,  probably  a  younger 
sister  of  Moses. 

Going  thru  these  Indiana  Records,  Mr.Marqi^ss 
did  not  find  any  Beavers  prior  to  the  I83O  Census.  The 
coincidence  of  the  two  Moses  Beavers,  one  born  In  ya. 

In  1777  and  the  other  born  In  1774  In  New  then 

going  to  Va.  and  thence  to  Indiana  ,  may  mean  that  these 
two  Were  cousins,  the  Virginia  MoseS  being  a  eon  of 
antfirller  N.J.Baavers,  maybe  of  William  or  Thomaa,  and 
the  New  Jersey  Moees,  a  son  of  the  other  brother  who 
did  not  leave  New  Jersey  as  early. 

Several  persons  have  written  me  mentioning 
a  Stephen  Bgaver,  a  Baptist  Minister,  whom  I  believe  to 
be  the  Rev. Stephen  Bggver (B.eber-Boaver  line)  '^ho  was 
formerly  a  Mennonlte  migrant  to  Va.and  who  upon  finding 
no  church  of  that  denomination,  affiliated  hlmse^  with 
a  Baptist  settlement  and  entered  the  ministry.  If  persons 
can  find  a  family  background  principally  affiliated  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  of  strong  Irish,  „ 

Scotob  ancestry, as  against  Mennonlte  or  Lutheran  affiliation 
and  German  ancestry,  they  will  know,  or  feel  Prstty 
Certain  that  they  are  alined  with  the  Beavers  with  which 
this  association  and  records  are  Interested. 

We  now  come  to  another  group  of  Beavers, 
the  PRATT*BEAVERS,wlth  idiom  Mrs.A.G.Lofqulst  Is  concerned. 
Richard  Pratt,  buried  In  the  Pratt  Cemetery  In  River  Bend 
Bibb  Co.  Alabama  married  a  Hgpeoca  Beavers  bora  In  17o7, 
died  In  1847.  This  lady  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Churon 
and  her  family  descendants  relate  that  "her  parents  came 
from  Scotland,  were  of  Royal  Blood,  and  that  her  parents  ^ 
were  a  William  and  Abigail  Beavers  of  Rockingham  County  N.C. 

In  1796,  Deed  Book  E.  p.293  of  R  oklngham  Co, 
there  Is  a  deed  from  William  and  Abigail  BeaVoura  to  a 
eter  Wilson  of  property  along  the  Mayo  River.  Iney 
signed  this  deed  as  "Beavours*  but  In  the  same  year  In 
another  deed  of  more  property  to  Peter  Wilson,  and  In 
the  1790  Census  of  Rockln^iam  County  N.C.  their  names  are 
zlven  as  Beavers,  "Abigail  Beavers,  1  male  under  16, 
one  malle  over  I6,  two  females."  In  adjoining  Stokos  County 
In  1800  the  census  shows  an  Abe  Severs  along  with  Henry 
Hampton  and  a  Richard  Pratt.  Thus  three  different  ways 
of  spelling  the  family  name.  As  to  the  Scotch  ancestry  and 
the  Royal  Blood,  all  I  can  say  Is  that  my  searches  In 
the  British  Isles  disclosed  no  Beavers  In  Scotland  of  that 
early  date,  but  did  disclose  a  great  many  Beavers (Beavours) 
with  titles  In  England  anj  even  today(1952)  there  are 
persons  with  both  names, appearing  In  lists  of  lists  of 
titled  persons  In  England.  It  seems  that  certain  branches 
kept  the  original  Fj;enoh  spelling  while  others  assumed  the 
anglicized  spelling  of  Beavers,

8TH. ANNUAL  REUNION  OF  THE  BeAVeRS  FAMILY  ASSN. 

On  Sunday  September  14th. 1952,  the  annual  reunion  was 
held  at  Old  Greenwich  Presbyterian  Chitrch  near  Bloomsbury 
N.J. which  Col. Joseph  Beavers  helped  to  found. 

Following  church  sei^loes  members  and  gugsts  enjoyed 
basket  lunches  after  paying  honor  to  our  Illustrious 
ancestor  by  placing  a  wreath  at  his  grave.  A  Business 
Session  followed  and  officers  elected  as  shown  under  a 
separate  heading. 

The  customary  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  youngest  in 
attendance,  the  oldest  and  the  member  travelling  the 
furthest  distance.  Gifts  were  also  awarded  for  several 
games  and  the  youngsters  enjoyed  a  tressure  hunt.  Your 
historian  showed  colored  movies  of  Panama,  Costa  Rica, 
Honduras,  Salvador  and  Mexico,  where  he  spent  part  of 
last  winter. 

It  was  voted  to  change  the  name  of  the  association  to 
simply,  "The  Beavers  Family  Association"  and  to  extend 
membership  to  Include  descendants  of  any  Beavers (  or 
similar  spelling)  that  migrated  to  America  from  the 
British  Isles  in  the  17th,  &  18th. Centuries.

Dr. William  O.Shrlner  of  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  whose  ‘ 
wife  Is  a  Gano-Reeder  Descendant,  we  transcribe  a  paragrap 
from  his  letter;-  "  My  wife  descends  from  one  Joseph 
Reeder  and  his  wife  Susan(Gano )Reeder.  Joseph  was  a  son  of 
Joseph  and  Eleanor(LeVerloh)  Reeder.  Slsan  Gano  was  a 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  Sarah (Brttt on )Gano.  The  Reeders 
came  from  Newtown,  L.I,  and  the  Gano's  from  Hopewell  N.J, 
where  the  children  of  Joseph  and  Susan  Reeder  were  born. 

In  1735,  the  Reeders  moved  to  Loudovin  County  Va,  irtiere 
Joseph  Reeder  died  In  1770,  his  wife  preoeedlng  him  In 
1762,  probably  In  New  Jersey.  Following  the  Resolution, 
most  of  the  children  of  Joseph  and  Susan  Reeder  went  to
